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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Governors  and  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto 

It  is  now  a  little  over  four  years  since  Dr.  E.  F.  Sheffield  presented  his  paper 
on  "The  Expansion  of  Enrolment,  1955-1965,"  and  thus  gave  a  precise  basis 
for  the  impressive  but  vague  warnings  of  university  administrators.  In  that  report, 
Dr.  Sheffield  predicted  that  the  university  population  of  Canada,  which  at  that 
time  was  67,500,  would  double  in  ten  years'  time.  The  estimate  he  gave  for  the 
year  1965-6  was  128,900.  Since  Dr.  Sheffield  made  his  report,  actual  registration 
has  exceeded,  by  a  considerable  amount,  the  predicted  registration  for  each  of 
the  years  for  which  we  have  final  statistics.1  Evidence  is  mounting  that  the 
expansion  is  not  simply  the  inevitable  result  of  the  greatly  increased  birth  rate 
during  the  Second  World  War,  but  reflects  a  new  social  attitude  towards  uni- 
versity education.  A  university  degree  is  no  longer  a  rare  prize  to  which  only 
the  select  few  can  aspire.  It  is  now  thought  to  be  within  the  reach  of  all  who 
have  the  ability  and  the  desire  to  go  beyond  the  secondary  school. 

Dr.  Sheffield's  predictions  were  made  in  terms  of  the  national  scene,  and 
he  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  would  be  regional  variations.  We  must 
always  keep  in  mind  that  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  the  real  crisis  point  in  the 
expansion  of  university  enrolment.  The  population  here  has  increased,  between  the 
years  1951  and  1956,  by  almost  25  per  cent,  whereas  the  average  increase 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  province  is  approximately  14  per  cent.  There  are  now 
nearly  25,000  students  in  Ontario  universities.  If  one  were  to  look  ahead 
another  ten  years  beyond  Dr.  Sheffield's  terminal  point — that  is,  to  1975 — it 
would  seem  certain  that  there  will  be  in  Ontario  approximately  92,000  students 
who  will  be  seeking  places  in  the  universities  of  the  province,  of  whom  about 
46,000  will  be  in  the  metropolitan  area  of  Toronto. 

Against  this  background,  the  expansion  programme  for  the  University  of 
Toronto  falls  into  perspective.  We  have  in  the  past  looked  after  about  one  half 
of  the  student  population  of  Ontario.  We  expect  to  be  ready  for  23,000  students 
in  1965,  which  will  still  be  about  one  half  of  the  Ontario  students.  After  that 
date,  even  though  our  numbers  remain  constant,  our  proportion  will  decline.  We 
shall  have  become  a  highly  selective  university.  At  least  20,000  students  in  this 
metropolitan  area  will  have  to  look  to  other  universities.  We  are  engaged,  then, 
in  no  grandiose  expansion  plans,  and  mutterings  of  "elephantiasis"  can  come 
only  from  those  who  are  sleeping  comfortably  in  the  past.  We  are  not  adding 
a  single  new  academic  department  or  division  to  our  programme;  we  are 
simply  strengthening  what  we  already  have  in  order  to  do  our  traditional  job. 

Against  this  statistical  background,  too,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  the  University  of 
Toronto  has  welcomed  the  early  steps  towards  the  creation  of  another  university 
in  the  metropolitan  area.  The  most  important  event  of  the  year,  certainly  from

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the  standpoint  of  the  development  of  higher  education  in  the  province,  was  the 
unanimous  endorsement  by  both  Senate  and  Board  of  Governors  of  an  agreement 
between  the  University  of  Toronto  and  a  committee  representing  York  University, 
whereby  the  new  institution  became  in  effect  for  a  limited  period  of  time  an 
affiliated  institution  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  main  points  of  this  agree- 
ment, which  was  drafted  by  Dean  Wright,  are  as  follows:  the  affiliation  is  to 
last  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  years ;  it  will  be  confined  to  work  done 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and,  initially,  to  certain  courses  in  the  General  Arts 
programme;  the  admission  requirements  for  York  University  will  conform,  so  far 
as  minimums  are  concerned,  to  those  of  the  University  of  Toronto ;  the  examina- 
tions for  credit  towards  the  Toronto  degree  will  be  those  of  the  University  of 
Toronto;  and  finally,  appointments  to  the  academic  staff  of  York  University 
will  be  made  after  consultation  with,  and  with  the  approval  of,  the  President  of 
the  University  of  Toronto. 

It  is  appropriate  that  an  old  foundation  should  lend  help  to  a  new  one,  and 
that  the  professional  worker  should  advise  the  enthusiastic  amateur.  But  it  would 
be  hypocritical  to  deny  that  our  motives  were  not  also  firmly  rooted  in  enlightened 
self-interest.  We  realize  that  the  continued  health  of  this  university  depends  upon 
the  rapid  emergence  of  a  second  major  university  in  this  area.  If  by  1965  York 
University  is  not  an  established  institution,  with  a  campus,  a  staff  and  a  substantial 
student  body,  then  Toronto  may  find  herself  by  the  irresistible  compulsion  of 
social  forces  transformed  into  a  kind  of  institution  that  is  alien  to  all  our  tradi- 
tions. We  are  convinced  that  with  our  new  facilities  and  with  an  expanded  staff 
we  can  maintain  our  standards.  To  envisage  an  indefinite  expansion  would 
be  to  make  a  mockery  of  the  plans  carefully  and  painstakingly  prepared,  and  to 
turn  a  great  university  into  a  demographic  convenience.  We  would  thereby 
abandon  our  regimental  traditions,  and  become  a  mere  holding  unit. 

To  suggest  this  possibility  at  Toronto  is  immediately  to  dismiss  it ;  for  we  have 
in  the  University  of  Toronto  an  intellectual  community  that  could  never  coun- 
tenance such  a  devolopment.  There  is  no  misunderstanding  about  the  nature 
of  this  intellectual  community  within  the  university,  but  occasional  misappre- 
hensions arise  outside.  It  is  wise,  therefore,  to  emphasize  continually  this  basic 
fact,  particularly  since  universities,  like  all  human  institutions,  acquire  from 
time  to  time  subsidiary  functions  that  usurp  the  public  attention.  We  must  always 
remember  that  the  main  purpose  of  the  university  is  not,  for  instance,  to  produce 
genial  men  of  the  world;  or,  for  that  matter,  to  produce  engineers,  doctors, 
dentists,  teachers,  preachers,  business  men  and  statesmen ;  it  is  rather  to  turn  out 
men  and  women  who  believe  in  the  power  of  the  organized  and  disciplined  mind, 
who  are  unashamed  members  of  what  Jacques  Barzun  has  recently  referred  to 
as  the  House  of  Intellect,  of  which  the  distinguishing  qualities  are  order,  logic, 
clarity,  and  speed  and  precision  of  communication. 

I  should  like  to  examine  some  of  the  ways  in  which  this  intellectual  com- 
munity can  be  preserved.  The  basic  requirement  is  the  statement  and  maintenance 
of  intellectual  standards.  I  fully  realize  that  academic  standards  can  be 
mechanically  and  rigorously  applied,  to  the  exclusion  of  more  flexible  and 
liberal  methods  of  judgment.  Yet  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  standards  for 
university  entrance  are  minimum  standards,  which  the  good  student  will  have  no

trouble  in  exceeding  by  a  comfortable  margin.  I  am  aware,  too,  that  the  methods 
of  determining  the  qualifications  for  university  entrance  must  always  be  under 
review,  and  that  we  must  be  prepared  to  accept  modifications  and  amendments. 
We  shall  do  so,  however,  only  after  a  good  deal  of  sceptical  enquiry.  Nothing 
has  yet  convinced  us  that  the  Grade  XIII  examinations  do  not  constitute  an 
adequate  test.  I  am  doubtful  of  the  usefulness  of  tests  which  purport  to  measure 
intelligence  and  aptitude.  The  "quiz"  mentality  is  alien  to  the  spirit  of  the  uni- 
versity, and  no  amount  of  intellectual  brightness  and  quickness  can  be  a  substitute 
for  thorough  acquaintance  with  a  body  of  knowledge.  Success  at  the  university 
will  always  depend  to  a  great  degree  upon  a  union  of  mind  and  will;  upon, 
for  instance,  the  power  to  determine  priorities  and  to  husband  the  time  available 
during  the  academic  year  and — what  can  be  almost  as  important — during  the 
summer  break. 

The  maintenance  of  academic  standards,  then,  is  the  first  factor  that  ensures 
a  healthy  intellectual  community.  No  division  of  this  university  questions 
this.  During  the  last  year,  for  instance,  there  were  a  number  of  occasions  on 
which  clarification  of  standards  was  called  for,  and  in  every  case  the  faculty  body 
concerned  promptly  endorsed  high  standards. 

A  second  requirement  for  the  intellectual  community  is  the  placing  of  prin- 
ciples and  ideas  before  techniques  and  facts.  All  university  education,  whether 
it  has  a  specific  professional  orientation  or  not,  should  be,  in  this  sense,  liberal. 
The  University  of  Toronto  has  a  strong  roster  of  professional  schools.  Most  of 
my  colleagues  would  agree  that  we  have  reached  the  saturation  point  here,  and 
that  from  now  on  we  must  be  concerned  primarily  with  making  sure  that  the 
work  in  these  areas  has  the  proper  university  emphasis.  One  of  the  difficulties 
arising  from  the  increased  popularity  of  higher  education  is  that  of  making  clear 
to  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  university  the  basis  of  our  distinctions. 
Since  all  education  is  good,  there  can  be  no  harm — so  the  implication  goes — 
in  bringing  together  in  one  place  many  kinds  of  educational  activities.  This  atti- 
tude leads,  on  the  level  of  higher  education,  to  a  blurring  of  standards  and  to 
progressive  deterioration.  My  colleagues,  I  know,  are  aware  of  this  problem, 
and  are  constantly  sensitive  to  it.  The  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering 
is  determined  that  it  will  never  become  a  lathe  for  turning  out  technicians,  and 
will  resist  all  temptations  to  slip  into  an  easy  occupationalism.  The  Faculty  of  Law 
is  constantly  concerned  with  the  opening-up  of  new  areas  of  study  and  research ; 
there  is  no  possibility  that  the  study  of  law  at  Toronto  will  be  confined  to  pedes- 
trian training  in  a  craft ;  the  Faculty  emphasizes  both  breadth  and  intensiveness.  In 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  a  staff  committee  has  been  examining  teaching  methods 
and  curricula  in  the  light  of  what  Dean  MacFarlane  describes  as  a  "world-wide 
ferment"  in  medical  education.  During  the  past  year  a  committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dean  Sisam  was  appointed  to  examine  the  scope  of  the  work 
offered  in  the  Institute  of  Business  Administration,  and  its  recommendations  will 
mean  that  that  division  of  the  University  will,  even  more  than  in  the  past, 
become  the  centre  of  a  strong  intellectual  discipline  concerned  with  the  critical 
examination  of  the  vast  complex  of  business  enterprises  in  modern  society — not 
simply  with  the  provision  of  certain  in-service  courses  that  could  be  offered  more 
effectively  outside  a  university. 
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The  strongest  guarantee  of  the  continued  existence  of  the  intellectual  com- 
munity here  is  the  preservation  of  the  honour  course  system  and  increasing 
emphasis  upon  graduate  work.  Ten  years  ago  there  was  an  attempt  made  to 
reorganize  and  strengthen  the  non-honours  work  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  to 
give  it  thereby  a  new  dignity.  Admittedly  the  General  Course,  which  emerged 
from  this  investigation,  was  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  Pass  Course.  But 
none  the  less  the  honours  work  has  continued  to  attract,  in  almost  every  year, 
the  major  portion  of  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.2  Indeed,  it  may  be  asked 
whether  Toronto,  by  virtue  of  tradition  and  academic  structure,  is  not  specially 
equipped  to  give  honours  work,  and  whether  we  should  not  think  of  restricting 
the  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  General  Course.  Already  the  need  for  a 
greater  degree  of  concentration  in  the  sciences  has  brought  into  being  the 
General  Course  in  Science,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  committee  which  is  to  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  General  Course  in  its  entirety  will  recommend  similar 
concentration  in  other  areas.  In  making  this  suggestion  about  this  university,  I 
am  not  decrying  the  importance  of  general  education.  It  may  be,  however,  that 
general  education  in  the  sense  of  an  education  that  attempts  to  give  the  student 
an  introduction  to  all  of  the  major  areas  of  learning  can  be  more  effectively  given 
in  other  institutions.  This  university  is  committed  to  a  high  degree  of  specializa- 
tion. I  realize  that  specialization  has  become  a  nasty  word  in  educational  circles, 
but  this  arises  chiefly  from  a  narrow  set  of  presuppositions.  Specialization  can  be 
narrow  if  it  is  associated  with  mastery  of  a  technique  and  with  a  sullen  addiction 
to  intellectual  isolation.  But  specialization  when  it  is  associated  with  the  study 
of  one  of  the  major  disciplines,  whether  in  the  humanities,  the  social  sciences  or 
the  sciences,  is  a  major  road  to  liberal  education.  It  provides  depth,  and  if  the 
subject  or  subjects  of  specialization  are  taught  historically  and  philosophically, 
it  will  encourage  the  student  to  make  his  own  forays  into  other  areas  and  to  make 
associations  and  connections  with  other  disciplines.  Moreover,  spurs  to  the 
study  of  subjects  outside  one's  specialty  are  not  restricted  to  the  classroom.  In  a 
true  university,  other  methods  exist  of  encouraging  breadth  of  interest.  A  residence 
hall,  under  good  conditions,  can  provide  the  best  setting  for  a  lively  and  almost 
continuous  inter-disciplinary  seminar.  One  can  think  of  many  other  unifying 
agencies — of  the  new  Bookstore,  for  instance,  one  of  the  few  genuine  bookstores 
in  Canada,  surely  in  our  unbookish  society  "a  rich  jewel  in  an  Ethiop's  ear."  An 
hour  spent  browsing  among  the  periodicals  and  books  on  display  there  (as 
distinct  from  the  frenzied  pursuit  of  textbooks  at  the  beginning  of  the  year) 
may  well  constitute  one  of  the  most  valuable  experiences  in  an  undergraduate 
career.  I  think  also  of  the  Faculty  of  Music.  I  know  of  no  greater  dissolvent 
of  disciplinary  barriers  than  a  common  interest  and  delight  in  music.  I  look 
upon  the  final  decision  to  move  ahead  with  the  erecting  of  a  new  building  for 
the  Faculty  of  Music  as  a  major  achievement.  Along  with  that  has  gone  the 
sharper  delineation  between  the  Faculty,  which  is  concerned  with  music  as  a 
university  discipline,  and  the  School,  which  will  continue  its  illustrious  and  historic 
role  as  a  leader  in  general  musical  education.  This  unifying  power  is  pre-

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eminently  the  characteristic  of  the  Library,  to  which  I  shall  make  particular 
reference  later  in  this  report. 

I  mentioned  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies,  along  with  the  honour  courses, 
as  providing  the  bedrock  of  this  intellectual  community.  These  two  go  together, 
and  indeed  the  predominance  of  the  honour  course  has  made  it  easy  for  this 
university  to  develop  on  a  wide  scale  its  programme  of  graduate  studies.  Since 
the  reorganization  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  in  1947,  the  School  has 
grown  in  numbers  and  in  strength.  There  has  been  a  continuous,  but,  I  hope,  not 
harassing  emphasis  upon  research;  there  has  been  an  extensive  programme 
whereby  distinguished  professors  have  visited  the  University  for  short  periods 
and  have  given  special  seminars;  and  there  has  been,  also,  a  growing  awareness 
of  the  international  importance  of  the  graduate  school,  symbolized  by  the  import- 
ant role  played  by  Dean  Gordon  in  the  Association  of  American  Graduate 
Schools.  With  the  heavy  drain  upon  the  resources  of  graduate  schools  in  the 
United  States,  our  own  graduate  school  will  attract  more  and  more  students 
from  south  of  the  border.  With  the  growth  of  the  graduate  school,  it  becomes 
increasingly  important  that  the  University  should  take  steps  to  provide  social  and 
residential  centres  for  graduate  students. 

I  have  left  to  the  last  the  most  important  way  of  maintaining  an  intellectual 
community — namely,  by  the  appointment  and  retention  of  good  members  of  staff. 
This  is  the  main  concern  of  the  President  and  of  his  senior  colleagues.  All  the 
heads  of  divisions  would,  I  know,  subscribe  to  this  statement,  but  none  more  so 
than  the  new  Dean  of  Arts,  Vincent  Bladen,  who  is  confronted  in  his  faculty 
with  the  most  complex  and  demanding  staff  problems.  A  department  is  kept 
strong  by  appointing  to  junior  posts  young  men  and  women  who  will  develop 
into  first  class  teachers  and  scholars,  and  at  the  same  time  maintaining  effer- 
vescence at  the  top  by  bringing  in  the  occasional  senior  scholar. 

In  this  slight  lull  before  the  storm  of  expansion  we  should  be  bending  all  our 
resources  to  attract  as  many  senior  scholars  as  possible  to  our  departments.  I 
think,  for  instance,  that  we  should  make  a  concerted  attempt  to  bring  back 
Canadians  who  occupy  senior  posts  in  the  United  States.  This  policy  is  not 
proffered  in  a  spirit  of  chauvinism.  One  may  rest  assured  that  a  considerable 
number  of  Canadian  scholars  will  find  positions  in  the  United  States  and  will 
stay  there.  But  I  am  also  convinced  that  we  can  bring  a  good  many  back,  pro- 
vided we  offer  conditions  that  are  comparable  to  those  that  they  enjoy  in  the 
United  States.  Already  we  have  had  some  success  here,  and  we  intend  to  pursue 
the  policy  with  vigour.  To  be  able  to  do  this  we  must  make  sure  that  our  salaries 
remain  on  a  par  with  the  salaries  paid  in  the  senior  American  universities — 
such  universities  as  Yale,  Harvard,  Princeton,  Chicago  and  California — for  it  is 
with  these  universities  that  our  competition  lies.  We  enjoy  parity  now,  and  we 
have  every  intention  of  trying  to  maintain  it.  In  the  meantime  we  have  been 
turning  our  attention  to  the  improvement  of  benefits  that  will  enable  us  to 
attract  senior  people  more  easily.  In  order  to  encourage  staff  from  abroad  and 
from  distant  points  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  the  Board  of  Governors 
this  year  has  approved  a  generous  scheme  of  moving  assistance.  In  order  that 
new  members  of  the  staff  will  not  be  harassed  during  their  early  years  by  the 
problem  of  establishing  themselves  in  homes,  the  Board  has  also  introduced  a 
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scheme  whereby  new  members  of  staff  may  be  assisted  in  financing  the  purchase 
of  a  home.  Group  insurance  provisions  have  been  made  more  generous,  thereby 
providing  a  sense  of  security  that  the  member  of  the  staff  cannot  otherwise  easily 
obtain.  And  finally,  the  funds  available  to  staff  members  for  travel  to  meetings 
of  learned  societies,  though  still  short  of  world  coverage,  have  been  greatly 
increased. 


I  have  been  talking  about  basic  methods  by  which  intellectual  communities 
can  be  maintained.  These  methods  are  not  peculiar  to  any  one  university — 
certainly  not  to  this  one.  They  have  general  validity.  I  should  like  to  turn  now  to 
some  problems  that  have  an  institutional  character,  and  upon  the  solution  of 
which  also  depends  the  maintenance  of  the  intellectual  community  at  Toronto. 
The  intellectual  community  here  has  historically  drawn  great  strength  from  the 
federated  college  system.  In  brief,  this  system  has  reduced  the  dangers  of  mass 
concentration  that  would  have  been  unavoidable  in  a  unitary  university.  The 
college  system  has  also  provided  a  defence  against  the  erosion  of  the  humanities. 
This  system,  which  has  served  us  so  well  in  the  past,  will  continue  to  serve  us 
well  in  the  future,  but  will  require,  I  am  convinced,  a  number  of  modifications. 
Four  colleges  were  adequate  when  the  Faculty  of  Arts  had  an  enrolment  of  from 
three  to  six  thousand,  but  simple  arithmetic  demonstrates  that  four  will  no  longer 
be  adequate  when  our  Faculty  of  Arts  grows  to  ten  thousand,  as  it  will  by  1968. 
The  crisis  will  come  soonest  to  University  College,  the  provincial  Arts  College, 
which  has  always  served  a  wide  and  diversified  constituency.  Realizing  the  serious- 
ness of  this  problem,  and  the  necessity  for  maintaining  University  College  in  its 
place  of  centrality,  the  Board  of  Governors  has  recently  appointed  a  committee 
with  membership  drawn  from  the  College,  from  the  alumni,  from  the  non- 
collegiate  teaching  departments  and  from  the  Board  itself,  to  examine  the  place 
of  University  College  during  the  coming  years,  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
federated  system. 

We  must  also  recognize  the  fact  that  the  colleges  may  be  bypassed,  as  teach- 
ing units,  by  the  main  army  of  students.  The  college  subjects  no  longer  occupy 
the  authoritative  position  that  they  occupied  when  the  Federation  Act  was 
drawn  up,  and  the  influential  centre  of  the  college  may  shift  from  the  classroom 
to  the  tuck  shop — not  the  most  encouraging  prospect.  It  may  be  that  we  should 
look  at  some  new  system  of  the  apportionment  of  academic  work,  not  only  in  the 
humanities  but  in  some  of  the  allied  social  sciences.  The  Oxford  system  of  unified 
university  departments  and  of  tutorial  cross-appointments  in  the  colleges  is 
certainly  one  that  we  should  look  at  very  carefully,  with  the  idea  of  possibly 
adapting  it  to  our  needs.  In  view  of  the  importance  to  this  university  of  the 
federated  system,  and  of  the  complexity  of  the  problems  that  will  arise  in  this 
context,  I  rejoice  with  my  colleagues  in  the  strength  of  the  present  leadership  of 
Victoria,  Trinity  and  St.  Michael's,  and  in  the  appointment  of  Moffatt  Woodside 
as  Principal  of  University  College.  As  Dean  of  Arts  for  seven  years  and  as 
Acting  President  for  a  year,  he  knows  his  way  through  the  university  woods;  as 
a  member  of  the  University  College  staff  and  as  a  former  professor  and  registrar 
of  Victoria  College,  he  knows  as  well  the  intricate  patterns  of  the  college  glades. 
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If  the  University  College  committee,  of  which  Principal  Woodside  is  the 
chairman,  recommends  a  limitation  upon  enrolment  in  University  College,  then 
we  should  be  thinking  now  of  how  to  carry  out  such  a  recommendation.  We  must 
not  let  events  outrun  policy.  We  should  be  thinking,  for  instance,  of  turning  the 
new  residential  system  into  a  group  of  colleges.  These  would  not,  perhaps,  be 
colleges  in  the  traditional  Toronto  sense :  they  would  not  have  classrooms,  and  they 
would  have  only  a  few  offices,  enough  to  provide  accommodation  for  a  Principal, 
a  Registrar,  and  a  few  tutors.  But  in  order  to  give  a  home  to  non-residential 
members,  each  would  have  somewhat  more  space  for  a  common  social  life  than  is 
provided  in  the  usual  residence.  This  would  be  a  logical  development  of  our 
college  structure,  and  would  extend  its  benefits  into  the  professional  faculties. 


I  have  no  apology  for  emphasizing  that  the  university  community  is  devoted 
to  things  of  the  mind.  It  is  not  thereby,  however,  an  austere  and  remote  com- 
munity. If  it  does  appear  at  times  austere  and  remote  to  society,  this  betrays  a 
fundamental  weakness  in  our  social  structure.  The  university  must  be  concerned 
with  its  inner  core — its  own  students,  undergraduate  and  graduate — but,  pro- 
vided that  the  work  there  is  not  attenuated  or  diluted,  the  university  should  also 
embark  upon  a  frankly  imperialistic  and  expansionist  programme  outside.  It 
can  best  begin  with  its  own  graduates.  The  record  of  our  work  with  our  own  gradu- 
ates is,  at  best,  one  of  sporadic  achievement.  We  have  the  largest  graduate  group 
of  any  university  in  Canada,  one,  moreover,  which  is  spread  throughout  the 
world,  and  which  is  made  up  of  a  high  proportion  of  men  and  women  in  the 
full  vigour  of  their  careers.3  In  our  attempts  to  bring  them  closer  to  the  University 
we  have  resorted,  at  times,  to  an  arid  constitutionalism,  and,  at  other  times,  to  a 
tough  financial  policy  that  had  no  positive  results.  The  graduates  of  a  university 
make  up  a  constituency  of  friends  and  advisers  who  spread  the  name  and  the 
fame  of  their  Alma  Mater  and  who  nourish  her  roots  all  over  the  world. 

As  part  of  a  plan  to  restore  the  alumni  to  their  rightful  place,  we  have 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs  Mr.  Joseph  Evans,  for  ten 
and  one-half  years  Registrar  of  the  University.  He  has  a  difficult  and  formidable 
task,  but  he  will  bring  to  it  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  University,  a  gift  for 
friendship  and  a  devotion  to  his  work.  He  has  been  succeeded  as  Registrar 
by  Mr.  Robin  Ross,  a  graduate  in  Classics  from  St.  Andrews  University,  who  has 
a  remarkable  administrative  record  in  the  Indian  Civil  Service,  the  Common- 
wealth Relations  Office  of  the  United  Kingdom  Government,  and  Central  Mort- 
gage and  Housing  Corporation,  Ottawa.  In  alumni  work  Mr.  Evans  will  be 
assisted  by  the  Development  Officer,  Mr.  Ralph  Albrant,  who  will  have  the 
further  task  of  strengthening  the  relationships  with  groups  in  society  that  are 
sympathetic  with  our  aims,  but  have  often  lacked  accurate  information 
about  our  problems  and  methods.  Mr.  Albrant  planned  and  organized  a  con- 
sultation with  business  leaders,  which  was  highly  successful,  and  he  is  working 
on  a  similar  consultation  with  labour  leaders  to  be  held  in  the  coming  academic 
year. 

Our  work  with  the  alumni  is  ultimately  dependent  upon  the  keeping  of 

3Number  of  living  graduates,  70,766;  graduates  of  the  last  eight  years,  21,042,  or  29.7%. 
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complete  and  up-to-date  records.  Our  graduates,  by  their  increasing  numbers  and 
their  incorrigible  mobility,  have  finally  overtaxed  the  resources  of  the  former 
Graduate  Records  office.  It  is  important  that  this  work  be  under  the  direction  of 
someone  who  knows  the  University  and  the  problems  involved  in  this  type  of 
record-keeping.  Accordingly  we  have  appointed  Mr.  Crawford  Grier  to  the  post 
of  Director  of  Graduate  Records.  With  his  experience  in  the  Alumni  Association 
and  as  former  editor  of  the  Varsity  Graduate,  he  is  well  qualified  to  reorganize 
this  department  and  to  maintain  it  in  a  state  of  efficiency.  The  Varsity  Graduate 
has  been  taken  over  by  the  newly-formed  Information  Department,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Kenneth  Edey.  The  need  to  have  available  accurate  informa- 
tion, in  a  literate  form,  about  the  University  becomes  especially  clear  in  a  time 
of  preparation  for  a  financial  campaign;  the  need  exists,  however,  even  apart 
from  that  immediate  consideration.  The  appointment  as  Director  of  Information 
of  Mr.  Edey,  who  was  for  a  time  Director  of  Publicity  here  and  then  left  us  to  be 
Managing  Editor  of  the  Montreal  Star,  should  ensure  that  our  light  will  not  be 
put  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick. 

The  University  must  not,  of  course,  restrict  its  attentions  to  its  own  graduates. 
Through  the  Department  of  University  Extension  we  have  always  acknowledged 
our  responsibilities  to  a  wider  society.  The  Department  of  Extension  has  had  an 
enviable  record  of  faithful  and  vigorous  service,  but  it  is  now  approaching  a 
new  era,  when  its  aims  will  no  longer  be  remedial  and  philanthropic.  It  is  this 
department,  for  instance,  that  must  be  sensitive  to  the  opportunities  and  the 
dangers  offered  by  the  new  medium  of  television,  and  to  recent  developments  of 
an  imaginative  nature  in  adult  education.  The  new  Director  of  Extension,  Carlton 
Williams,  is  alive  to  these  problems. 

In  discussing  the  ways  of  maintaining  and  developing  an  intellectual  com- 
munity, both  in  universities  in  general  and  in  this  particular  university,  I  have 
suggested  that  there  are  difficulties  that  must  be  surmounted  and  changes  that 
must  be  made.  But  we  approach  the  years  that  lie  ahead  with  tempered  optimism, 
grounded  on  plans  carefully  made,  goals  delineated,  and  resources  available 
or  in  sight. 


I  do  not  intend  in  my  report  to  give  a  chronicle  of  the  events  of  the  year. 
Those  events  are  described,  more  fully  and  knowledgeably  than  I  could  describe 
them,  in  the  reports  of  my  colleagues  and  in  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  Regis- 
trar, and  the  scholarly  distillation  is  to  be  found  in  the  bibliography  of  staff 
publications.  I  should  like  to  discuss  one  central  problem:  the  provision  of 
library  services;  briefly  to  record  the  progress  made  in  the  physical  expansion;  and 
to  explore  the  significance  of  three  events  that  brought  together  campus  and 
community. 

The  problem  of  library  services  was  examined  and  boldly  attacked  by  a 
committee  of  which  Dean  McLaughlin  was  the  chairman.  That  committee's 
report  will  take  its  place  among  the  crucial  documents  in  the  history  of  the 
University.  It  provides  abundant  evidence  that,  in  the  provision  of  library  services, 
this  university  is  still  far  removed  from  the  ideal.  To  point  out  that  we  have  the 
largest  university  library  in  Canada  is  not  to  demonstrate  our  excellence,  but 
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rather  to  underline  the  fact  that  in  this  country  we  live  in  an  unbookish  society. 
The  addition  to  the  old  building  of  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library  was  a  great 
improvement;  it  has  provided  us  with  a  magnificent  basis  for  the  full  develop- 
ment of  our  library  services,  which  must  begin  immediately.  It  is  suggested  in 
the  report  that  the  Sigmund  Samuel  Library  should  become  primarily  a  building 
for  the  humanities  and  social  sciences,  and  that  the  physical  and  biological 
sciences  should  be  given  a  library  building  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  old 
School  of  Practical  Science  building.  It  is  easy  to  forget  that  science  is  dependent 
upon  the  printed  word  and  that  the  image  of  the  scientist  working  ceaselessly 
and  continuously  in  his  laboratory  is  just  as  baseless  as  the  image  of  the  poet 
consulting  only  the  promptings  of  his  own  heart.  With  the  provision  of  adequate 
central  facilities  must  go  a  vigorous  effort  to  consolidate  and  co-ordinate  our 
complex  library  system.  We  must  work  more  closely  with  the  federated  colleges, 
each  of  which  has  its  own  library  and  is  giving  attention  to  expansion.  We  must 
also  see  to  it  that  University  College  is  equipped  with  a  proper  library.  Finally, 
we  must  bring  into  essential  system  the  scattered  departmental  and  divisional 
libraries,  and  we  must  check  the  tendency  towards  "splendid  isolation"  in  some 
departments.  It  is  true  that  there  are  some  divisions  for  which  separate  library 
facilities  constitute  a  condition  of  their  very  activity,  but  in  most  cases  library 
expansion  on  a  divisional  or  departmental  basis  simply  makes  it  more  difficult  to 
establish  a  first  class  research  library,  and  thereby  undermines  the  academic  com- 
munity. 


During  the  year  the  expansion  programme  moved  rapidly  towards  its 
climax.  As  a  sort  of  prologue  to  the  major  expansion,  one  building  was  com- 
pleted and  three  others  reached  an  advanced  stage.  I  have  referred  to  the 
Bookstore  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  and  the  benefits  it  has  already 
brought  to  the  University.  The  upper  floors  of  the  Press's  new  building  are 
given  over  to  editorial  and  business  offices,  so  that  the  major  publisher  of  scholarly 
books  in  Canada  now  has  facilities  appropriate  to  its  work. 

My  first  public  act  on  becoming  President  of  the  University  of  Toronto  was 
to  participate  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Dental  Building,  on 
July  29,  1958.  The  speed  and  smoothness  with  which  this  large  and  complex 
building  was  completed  is  happy  evidence  of  careful  planning  and  firm  direction. 

The  completion  of  the  building  for  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  will  give 
greatly  improved  facilities  for  this  flourishing  division,  whose  work  is  increasingly 
attaining  international  distinction. 

The  Women's  Athletic  Building,  which  will  be  officially  opened  during  the 
coming  academic  year,  will  provide  a  substantial  recompense  for  the  lean  years 
of  the  past. 

While  these  buildings  were  moving  rapidly  towards  completion,  others 
were  launched  or  were  developed  to  a  stage  where  final  decisions  could  readily 
be  made.  The  new  Engineering  Building  was  begun  in  June  and  is  going 
ahead  on  schedule.  Final  plans  for  the  Arts  Building  were  approved,  and  now  as 
I  write  the  tender  has  been  awarded.  Construction  will  begin  almost  immediately. 
At  long  last  a  solution  was  found  for  the  building  problems  of  the  Conservatory 
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of  Music.  There  will  be  a  new  building  for  the  Faculty  of  Music,  and  the  School 
of  Music  will  be  given  accommodation  in  the  renovated  "old  McMaster"  building 
on  Bloor  Street.  Both  divisions  will  make  use  of  the  facilities  provided  in  the 
new  building.  Plans  for  the  Music  Building  have  been  approved,  and  construc- 
tion should  begin  some  time  during  the  coming  year.  Forestry,  having  made  a 
crab-like  progress  north  on  St.  George  Street,  has  taken  root  upon  an  enlarged 
basement  which  includes  additional  laboratories.  The  new  Superintendent's 
Building  is  partially  in  use  already,  and  an  addition  to  the  heating  plant  is 
forging  ahead.  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Zoology  have  all  reached  advanced 
stages  of  planning.  A  committee  is  working  on  initial  plans  for  the  residences, 
and  the  addition  to  Whitney  Hall  is  under  way. 

The  working-out  of  the  expansion  plans  is  a  complex  process.  Long-range 
planning  was  completed  in  February,  1957,  and  preliminary  estimates  of  costs 
were  based  upon  the  estimates  then  made  for  space  requirements.  Since  that  time, 
conditions  have  changed;  in  particular,  the  "building  index"  has  a  regrettable 
tendency  to  rise,  and  the  academic  situation  refuses  to  remain  static.  In  the  final 
resolution  of  problems  a  number  of  elements  must  be  kept  in  mind.  The  three 
most  important  are  the  departmental  requests  for  space,  which  are  understandably 
and  legitimately  based  upon  liberal  and  far-sighted  concepts  of  the  academic 
function;  aesthetic  considerations,  which  must  be  seen  first  of  all  in  terms  of  the 
individual  building  and  then  in  terms  of  the  development  of  the  campus  as  a 
whole;  and  finally,  the  over-all  need  for  economy  and  for  a  proper  balance 
between  the  various  disciplines.  To  ensure  that  all  these  factors  are  given  adequate 
emphasis,  and  that  decisions  are  not  made  hastily  and  superficially,  we  have 
worked  out  a  complicated  pattern  of  consultation,  submission,  revision  and  final 
consideration  involving  the  departmental  committees,  the  architects,  the  Presi- 
dent's Advisory  Committee  on  Accommodation  and  Facilities,  and  the  Property 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  It  is  a  tribute  to  the  administrative 
sagacity  of  staff,  both  academic  and  administrative,  and  to  the  sympathetic 
understanding  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  that  most  of  our  prob- 
lems have  already  been  solved  satisfactorily. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year,  the  University  played  host  to  the 
Vice- Chancellors  who  were  here  as  delegates  to  the  Quinquennial  Congress  of 
the  Association  of  Universities  of  the  British  Commonwealth,  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  full  Congress  in  Montreal.  From  later  assessments  of  the  Congress 
made  by  the  delegates,  it  was  apparent  that  the  Toronto  meetings  were  unusually 
successful.  At  times  like  these,  one  is  particularly  grateful  for  the  foresight  that 
made  possible  the  broad  and  gracious  quadrangle  of  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson 
Residence,  for  the  munificence  that  gave  us  the  Howard  Ferguson  Dining  Hall, 
and  for  the  charming  variations  on  the  theme  of  hospitality  so  generously  per- 
formed by  the  federated  colleges. 

The  second  event  was  my  own  installation,  which  resolved  itself  into  a  series 
of  events  stretching  over  a  period  of  three  days.  Although  there  were  many 
representatives  from  institutions  and  societies  outside  Toronto  and  from  other 
countries,  this  was  essentially  a  family  affair,  an  academic  festival  in  which

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students,  staff,  members  of  the  Senate,  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  of  the 
alumni  body  joined  together.  My  wife  and  I  retain  from  these  ceremonies  a 
deep  impression  of  the  warm  and  relaxed  cohesiveness  of  the  Toronto  academic 
community. 

The  third  event  was  the  official  announcement  of  the  National  Fund  for 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  Association  with  the  Federated  Arts  Colleges.  Of  the 
fifty-two  million  dollars  that  we  shall  need  for  our  expansion  programme 
during  the  next  five  years,  we  shall  be  asking  corporations  and  individuals  for 
$12,600,000.  The  Board  of  Governors  decided  to  launch  the  campaign  because 
the  University  needed  resources  far  above  what  was  immediately  available  or  in 
prospect  from  government  in  order  to  carry  out  the  expansion  in  accordance  with 
urgent  time-tables.  But  the  decision  also  springs  out  of  a  concept  of  the  place  of 
higher  education  in  society.  The  modern  university,  despite  its  dependence  upon 
government  support,  is  essentially  a  private  institution.  It  grew  out  of  the  thoughts 
and  aspirations  of  individuals,  and  it  depends  upon  the  concern  and  support  of 
individuals  for  its  strong  survival.  The  financial  campaign  is  a  palpable  way  of 
reminding  us  of  our  individual  commitment  to  higher  education.  And  it  is  also  a 
way  by  which  the  individual  can  identify  himself  with  the  future  of  the  country. 
Although  only  a  relatively  small  group  pass  through  its  halls,  a  university  is  a 
public  possession.  It  is  a  great  and  shining  symbol  of  a  mature  and  enlightened 
society.  As  I  write,  the  public  campaign  has  not  yet  been  launched,  but  spirits  are 
high  and  the  omens  are  good.  Two  recent  appointees  to  the  Board  of  Governors, 
Mr.  Neil  McKinnon  and  Mr.  Wallace  McGutcheon,  are  acting  as  co-chairmen, 
and  they  are  giving  superlative  leadership. 

There  is  in  this  province,  I  believe,  a  growing  conviction  that  we  have  it 
within  our  power  to  create  a  university  system  of  peculiar  excellence.  We  have 
accomplished  much,  but  it  would  be  idle  to  rest  on  the  fruits  of  our  labours. 
Even  in  a  province  of  comparative  wealth,  educational  excellence  will  not  come 
with  easy  inevitability.  It  means  placing  future  needs  before  present  satisfactions, 
wise  expenditure  before  purblind  economy,  human  resources  before  natural 
resources.  I  think  we  underestimate  the  willingness  of  the  public  to  support 
higher  education.  We  had  an  excellent  example  during  the  year  of  the  depth  of 
public  interest  in  higher  education.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Student 
Aid,  whose  chairman  was  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Murray  Ross,  was  received 
by  the  public  with  extraordinary  interest,  was  keenly  debated,  and  was  generally 
endorsed.  That  report  was  a  radical  document;  it  eschewed  rhetoric  and  uplift, 
and  went  to  the  roots  of  the  problem  in  its  two  basic  assumptions:  first,  that 
economic  barriers  should  not  prevent  a  good  student  from  coming  to  university, 
and,  second,  that  student  aid  should  be  based  squarely  on  intellectual  achieve- 
ment. The  public  asks  for  imaginative  leadership  in  education.  It  realizes,  now 
more  than  ever,  that  the  true  highway  to  future  peace  and  strength  is  to  be 
found  in  our  schools  and  universities. 


Dr.  Samuel  Beatty  relinquished  the  Chancellorship  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
having  completed  two  terms.  He  brought  to  that  office  dignity,  warmth  and 
friendliness,  and  the  gratitude  and  good  wishes  of  us  all  go  to  him  and  to  Mrs. 
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Beatty.  The  new  Chancellor,  F.  G.  A.  Jeanneret,  comes  to  that  post  secure  in 
the  affection  and  esteem  of  the  academic  community  which  he  earned  as 
Principal  of  University  College  and  as  a  senior  statesman  of  the  University. 

Dr.  H.  J.  Mullett  retired  from  the  full-time  staff  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry 
at  the  end  of  June.  Dr.  Mullett  spent  over  thirty  years  in  China  as  a  United 
Church  missionary,  teaching  dentistry;  he  was  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Hong  Kong 
for  three  years,  returned  to  China  after  the  war,  and  left  in  1951  after  the 
taking-over  of  West  China  Union  University  by  the  People's  Government.  He 
joined  our  staff  in  1952.  Our  best  wishes  go  to  him  and  to  Mrs.  Mullett  for 
many  peaceful  and  happy  years. 

Another  retirement  this  year  is  that  of  Professor  Gordon  C.  Patterson.  He 
graduated  in  1913  with  a  brilliant  undergraduate  record,  went  overseas  in  1915 
and  was  awarded  the  M.C.  after  Vimy  Ridge.  He  joined  the  staff  as  a  Lecturer 
in  1919,  and  has  been  a  faithful  and  valued  member  of  the  Department  of 
Italian,  Spanish  and  Portuguese.  (As  we  go  to  press  we  have  heard  the  tragic 
news  of  the  death  of  Professor  Patterson  and  his  wife  as  the  result  of  an  accident. ) 

The  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  will  miss  two  of  its  staff 
who  have  retired:  Professor  W.  B.  Dunbar  and  Professor  A.  Wardell,  both  of 
the  Department  of  Engineering  Drawing.  In  a  time  of  building  expansion,  when 
blueprints  abound,  one  learns  to  appreciate  the  engineer's  intensive  training  in 
geometry  and  calculus,  in  stresses  and  loads,  above  all  in  neatness  and  clarity; 
for  this,  generations  of  students  are  indebted  to  Professors  Dunbar  and  Wardell. 
Professor  W.  J.  T.  Wright  of  the  same  department,  although  retiring  from 
full-time  teaching,  has  accepted  the  new  post  of  Student  Adviser  in  the  Faculty, 
and  will  continue  to  make  available  to  students  his  genial  wisdom.  Another 
retiring  staff  member  for  whom  farewells  would  be  premature  is  H.  J.  C.  Ireton, 
Professor  of  Physics,  who  has  agreed  to  act  as  an  assistant  in  my  office  and  who 
will  continue  as  secretary  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Scientific  Research. 

The  undergraduates  in  particular  and  the  university  community  in  general 
are  losing  a  devoted  friend  through  the  retirement  of  Miss  Marie  Parkes, 
Associate  Secretary  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Women's  Athletic  x\ssociation.  With  her  energy,  her  administra- 
tive ability  and  her  unfailing  good  sense,  she  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  to 
both  those  organizations  and  a  wise  and  friendly  guide  in  every  variety  of  student 
activity. 

I  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Professor  Saint-Elme  de  Champ  in  France 
in  March  of  this  year.  He  taught  French  in  University  College  for  fifty  years 
(1896-1947),  the  sole  break  in  this  continuous  service  occurring  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  French  Army  in  1914.  Professor  de  Champ  was  for  decades  a 
colourful  and  commanding  figure  on  this  campus.  The  children,  and  then  the 
grandchildren,  of  his  old  students  came  to  his  classes,  to  fall  in  their  turn  under 
the  spell  of  his  proverbial  charm  and  to  delight  in  his  eccentricities.  His  beard 
became  a  cause  celebre:  when  at  one  time  he  decided  to  have  it  removed,  letters 
appeared  in  The  Varsity  pleading  for  its  retention,  and  his  barber  refused  to 
commit  the  sacrilege  of  shaving  him.  He  had  a  cultivated  taste  and  a  zestful 
appreciation  for  language  and  literature,  music  and  painting,  food  and  wine; 
he  was  the  epitome  of  the  culture  and  the  courtesy  of  France. 
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Four  members  of  the  active  staff  of  the  university  died  during  the  year. 
Professor  R.  MacGregor  Dawson  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  had 
been  chosen  by  the  literary  executors  of  W.  L.  Mackenzie  King  to  write  the 
official  biography  of  the  late  Prime  Minister,  and  was  given  leave  of  absence  from 
the  University  for  that  purpose.  He  had  completed  the  first  volume,  and  the 
balance  of  the  work  was  well  in  hand  at  the  time  of  his  death.  In  this  university, 
as  in  the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  Professor  Dawson  will  be  remembered  for 
his  forthright  manner,  his  monumental  knowledge,  his  kindliness,  and  his  wit. 
He  was,  in  Moffatt  Woodside's  fine  phrase,  the  father  of  the  academic  study  of 
Canadian  government,  and  his  books — particularly  The  Government  of  Canada 
— laid  the  foundations  of  the  subject. 

One  week  after  Professor  Dawson's  death  the  news  came  that  Marcus  Tait, 
Professor  of  Classics  in  University  College,  had  died  suddenly  in  Rome.  This  was 
a  severe  shock  to  University  College,  from  which  he  had  graduated  with  first 
class  honours  in  Classics  and  a  Rhodes  Scholarship,  and  to  which  he  had  returned 
in  1928  as  a  member  of  the  staff.  His  classical  interests  were  wide,  but  philosophy 
was  the  core  of  his  studies,  Plato  the  core  of  his  philosophy.  In  his  life  he 
illustrated,  in  his  quiet  way,  "spirit,  gentleness,  and  the  philosophic  nature"  in  the 
Republic  of  the  mind. 

University  College  suffered  a  further  loss  in  the  sudden  death  of  Harold 
Wilson,  Professor  of  English,  a  man  at  the  height  of  his  powers,  whose  recently 
published  On  the  Design  of  Shakespearian  Tragedy  was  to  have  been  the  first  of 
a  series  of  studies  in  Shakespearian  interpretation  and  criticism.  When  he  came 
on  staff,  just  after  the  war,  there  was  in  the  Graduate  Department  of  English  an 
unusually  brilliant  group  of  students,  mostly  veterans;  Wilson  was  immediately 
involved  in  their  training.  He  was  more  mentor  than  teacher,  more  spur  than 
rein;  his  mind,  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  classical  literature  and  at  the  same 
time  deeply  concerned  with  contemporary  problems,  made  a  profound  impression. 
His  scholarship,  humanity  and  wit  will  be  recalled  at  many  High  Tables  where 
his  students,  some  of  them  already  heads  of  English  departments,  are  carrying 
with  them  something  of  his  influence. 

The  fourth  who  is  gone  from  the  active  ranks  is  George  Henry  Duff,  Pro- 
fessor of  Plant  Physiology  in  the  Department  of  Botany.  As  a  scientist  he  was 
widely  known,  and  as  a  person  he  was  deeply  liked.  He  could  be  said  to  have 
planted  the  study  of  plant  physiology  in  Canada,  and  his  labours  have  borne 
fruit  for  both  science  and  agriculture. 

The  most  shattering  blow  of  the  year  was  the  news  of  the  sudden  death  of 
Sidney  Smith.  He  had  left  the  University  only  seventeen  months  before,  and  he 
had  returned  the  previous  June  to  be  acclaimed  in  a  Convocation  and  to  be 
presented  by  the  Acting  President  for  an  honorary  degree  in  a  citation  that 
expressed  with  wit,  warmth  and  imagination  the  feelings  of  all  of  us.  After  the 
first  shock  of  the  news,  the  predominant  sense  was  that  of  Sidney  Smith's  con- 
tinuing presence  in  the  academic  community.  Few  men  lived  more  fully.  He  had 
a  restless  and  energetic  mind  that  made  him  a  sojourner  in  every  area  of  human 
thought,  and  he  had  a  warm  and  exuberant  nature  that  gave  him  immeasurable 
resources  for  friendship.  The  great  mark  of  the  man  was  his  persistent  but  kindly 
curiosity  about  people,  events  and  ideas.  The  university  was  his  life.  Within  a 
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few  years  of  coming  here,  he  had  raised  most  of  the  fundamental  problems,  and 
by  the  time  that  he  left  he  had  solved  a  good  many  of  them.  His  twelve  Annual 
Reports  constitute  the  most  detailed  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  illuminating 
accounts  of  the  life  of  the  University  that  are  available  to  us.  Under  him  the 
University  was  a  happy  and  self-confident  community.  By  his  public  addresses  and 
his  vigorous  leadership,  he  brought  new  lustre  to  this  university,  and  he  spread  its 
fame  more  widely  than  ever  before.  Although  at  his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the 
federal  Cabinet  and  a  public  figure,  he  will  be  remembered  always  primarily  as  a 
university  man ;  and  we  at  Toronto  will  join  with  his  colleagues  at  Dalhousie  and 
Manitoba  in  placing  him  among  our  illustrious  great.  The  pity  of  his  sudden 
death  was  that  he  had  not  yet  had  time  to  make  his  full  impact  in  the  new  arena. 
But  already  his  influence  was  beginning  to  be  felt,  and  his  voice  was  being  raised 
in  that  courageous  and  outspoken  way  to  which  we  had  become  accustomed.  The 
typical  accent  was  already  there — that  combination  of  shrewd  legalism,  warm 
feeling,  and  an  idealism  that  grew  out  of  his  devout  Christian  upbringing  and  that 
reflected  the  simple  and  unpretentious  democracy  of  Cape  Breton  where  he  was 
born,  and  to  which  he  returned  so  often  for  rest  and  renewal.  He  left  a  mark 
upon  his  time  and  upon  his  country  that  the  passage  of  the  years  will  further 
illuminate. 

At  the  end  of  my  first  year  in  office  I  have  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  the 
help  and  forbearance  of  my  colleagues.  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  par- 
ticularly to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Colonel  Eric  Phillips,  whose 
informed  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  University,  and  whose  nice  perception 
of  areas  of  responsibility,  have  both  strengthened  and  simplified  the  administra- 
tion of  this  complex  institution.  My  gratitude  also  goes  particularly  to  the  heads 
of  the  various  parts  of  the  University  and  to  the  senior  officers  in  Simcoe  Hall 
who  have  laboured  mightily  to  keep  the  ship  on  course  and  to  ready  her  for  the 
larger  cargo;  and,  indeed,  to  all  my  academic  colleagues  and  administrative 
associates.  Each  one  of  our  university  family  could  take  as  a  motto  the  words  of 
the  French-Canadian  poet  F.  A.  Savard:  "J'ai  beaucoup  mieux  a  faire  qu'a 
m'inquieter  de  l'avenir;  j'ai  a  le  preparer."

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THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 

So  much  has  been  written  and  said  about  the  increase  in  University  enrolment 
which  we  are  experiencing  now  and  which  we  are  certain  to  experience  in  the  future 
that  some  might  easily  regard  the  topic  as  trite.  However,  those  who  have  some 
responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  the  University  and  more  particularly  of  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  (which  according  to  the  prophets  is  likely  in  the  natural  course  to  grow  at  a 
pace  much  more  rapid  than  that  of  other  divisions)  must  continually  call  attention 
to  the  rate  at  which  enrolment  is  increasing  and  to  the  progress  which  is  being  made 
in  providing  facilities  and  teachers  for  the  enlarged  undergraduate  body.  In  the 
session  1958-9  the  total  enrolment  of  full-time  students  in  the  Faculty  increased  by 
roughly  10  per  cent;  the  first-year  enrolment  increased  by  about  10  per  cent  and  the 
second-year  enrolment  by  20  per  cent.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  numbers  of 
those  proceeding  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  by  virtue  of  work  offered  through 
the  Department  of  University  Extension  in  the  evenings  and  in  the  summer  are  also 
growing,  although  not  at  quite  the  same  rapid  pace,  and  that  instruction  and  facilities 
must  be  provided  for  them. 

Within  the  total  enrolment  radical  changes  have  occurred  which  could  not  have 
been  easily  forecast.  It  is  thus  extraordinarily  difficult  to  foresee  the  Faculty's  specific 
needs  in  staff  and  equipment.  For  example,  the  first-year  enrolment  in  the  honour 
course  in  Mathematics,  Physics  and  Chemistry  suddenly  increased  by  more  than 
35  per  cent;  the  first-year  enrolment  in  the  honour  course  in  Modern  Languages  and 
Literatures,  by  more  than  30  per  cent;  the  second -year  enrolment  in  the  honour 
course  in  Modern  History  by  close  to  70  per  cent;  and  the  total  enrolment  in  Slavic 
Studies  by  about  200  per  cent.  The  new  General  Course  in  Science,  the  first  year  of 
which  was  offered  for  the  first  time,  attracted  more  than  150  students.  While  this 
was  gratifying  evidence  that  the  course  fulfilled  a  need,  it  created  problems,  for  what 
seemed  to  be  the  most  inspired  guesses  put  the  probable  enrolment  at  40.  The 
institution  of  the  General  Course  in  Science  and  other  evidence  given  above  may 
explain  in  part  the  fact  that  the  proportionate  enrolment  in  the  General  Course  has 
declined.  In  the  first  year  about  one-third  of  the  undergraduates  were  enrolled  in  the 
General  Course,  as  opposed  to  40  per  cent  a  year  ago.  The  General  Course  in  Science 
does  not  explain  completely  the  shift  of  interest  away  from  the  General  Course  and 
one  could  hazard  the  guess  that  the  honour  courses  are  attracting  more  students. 

The  Faculty  of  Arts  is  grateful  for  the  liberal  manner  in  which  the  central 
administrative  authority  of  the  University  has  accepted  representations  about  the 
need  for  an  expanding  staff.  Classes  grow  gradually,  but  they  suddenly  reach  the 
point  when  they  must  be  divided  in  the  interests  of  sound  teaching.  For  reasons 
obvious  to  any  who  understand  the  system  of  honour  courses,  an  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  students  who  elect  honour  courses  makes  what  is  numerically  a  dispro- 
portionately large  demand  on  the  academic  staff. 

The  plans  for  a  new  Arts  Building  to  house  eleven  of  the  seventeen  non-collegiate 
departments  of  the  Faculty  are  nearing  completion.  Staff  committees  for  a  new 
Chemistry  building,  a  new  Physics  building  and  a  new  Zoology  building  have  been 
working  steadily,  carefully  and  effectively  with  the  office  of  the  Vice-President 
(Administration)  and  with  the  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  Accommodation 
and  Facilities.  A  staff  committee  has  already  begun  to  work  on  preliminary  plans  for 
the  accommodation  likely  to  be  made  available  for  Geological  Sciences.  The  Presi- 
dential Advisory  Committee  referred  to  above  has  been  assiduous  in  considering  the 
needs  of  Departments  which  require  temporary  help  against  the  time  when  new 
buildings  will  have  been  constructed,  and  in  making  appropriate  recommendations 
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to  the  President.  While  it  is  recognized  that  temporary  difficulties  must  be  overcome 
or  tolerated  and  that  the  future  is  big  with  problems,  morale  is  high,  and  the  future 
University  is  being  contemplated  with  a  measure  of  excitement. 

The  affiliation  of  the  new  York  University  with  the  University  of  Toronto  is  of 
particular  interest  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  because  of  the  agreement  that  York  will, 
during  the  period  of  affiliation,  offer  only  courses  leading  to  the  B.A.  degree  in  the 
General  Course.  It  is  certainly  the  wish  of  the  senior  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
— and  undoubtedly  the  wish  of  all  others — that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
make  York  as  strong  as  possible  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
present  writer  York  University  may  count  on  the  enthusiastic  (but  critical)  co- 
operation of  the  members  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  Conversations  have  already 
taken  place  between  representatives  of  York  and  representatives  of  Toronto's  Faculty 
of  Arts  about  the  programme  of  studies. 

The  establishment  of  the  General  Course  in  Science  has  already  brought  about 
changes  in  the  General  Course.  A  student  will  no  longer  be  able  to  offer  a  selection 
of  courses  in  Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Physics  (with  Mathematics)  as  a  "subject 
of  concentration."  The  only  courses  in  Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Physics  still  offered 
in  the  General  Course  are  first-year  courses.  Because  of  such  developments  the 
Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  has  established  a  committee  to  examine  the  General 
Course  in  the  light  of  its  history,  and  of  the  new  General  Course  in  Science.  There 
are  those  who  believe  that  the  true  function  of  a  General  Course  is  to  protect  the 
quality  of  the  honour  courses ;  there  are  those  who  believe  that  there  is  genuine  value 
in  "general  education,"  that  the  University  of  Toronto  can  not  afford  a  second-rate 
course  of  any  description,  and  that  therefore  the  quality  of  the  General  Course  must 
be  kept  high ;  there  are  many  who  believe  that  undergraduates  who  achieve  Grade  A 
in  the  present  General  Course  are  students  of  real  distinction.  Whether  or  not  these 
differences  of  opinion  can  be  resolved,  it  is  perhaps  true  to  say  that  the  time  is  ripe 
for  a  thorough  re-examination  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  the  General  Course. 

The  course  in  Social  and  Philosophical  Studies,  which  is  a  common  first  year  for 
seven  honour  courses,  is  older  than  the  General  Course.  Enrolment  in  it  has  increased 
to  the  point  where  it  is  vast.  As  in  the  case  of  the  General  Course,  a  reconsideration 
of  its  purpose  and  its  regulations  is  desirable.  At  the  request  of  some  of  the  depart- 
ments which  are  partners  in  it,  a  decanal  advisory  committee  is  being  established  to 
undertake  the  investigations. 

It  is  worthy  of  record  that  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  has  recommended  to  the 
Department  of  Education  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  that  Type  A  courses  in  French 
and  Russian  and  in  German  and  Russian  be  established  at  the  Ontario  College  of 
Education  and  that  Specialist  Certificates  be  awarded  in  these  combinations  of 
disciplines.  Pilot  projects  in  the  teaching  of  Russian  have  already  been  instituted  in 
the  secondary  schools  of  Toronto  and  the  Council's  recommendation  envisages  a 
development  of  them.  The  recommendation  surely  requires  no  comment  in  a.d.  1959. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Faculty  lost  two  of  its  members  by  death. 
Professor  R.  MacGregor  Dawson  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy  had  been 
living  and  working  in  Ottawa  since  1951  without  relinquishing  membership  in  his 
Department  and  the  University.  He  was  at  the  same  time  a  great  scholar  and  a  great 
teacher  and  he  was  the  father  of  the  academic  study  of  Canadian  government 
Professor  G.  H.  Duff  of  the  Department  of  Botany  died  at  the  height  of  his  powers 
As  a  scientist  and  a  person  of  great  integrity  he  had  done  much  to  lay  the  foundations 
of  the  science  of  plant  physiology  in  Canada  and  had  endeared  himself  to  his 
colleagues  by  the  breadth  and  depth  of  his  interests. 

The  retirement  of  Professor  G.  C.  Patterson  of  the  Department  of  Italian, 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  has  deprived  the  University  of  an  unassuming  scholar  who 
has  done  much  to  guide  the  feet  of  generations  of  students  along  the  paths  of 
Romance  Languages  and  Literatures.  Professor  H.  J.  C.  Ireton  has  for  years  helped 
the  budding  physicist  and  the  budding  administrator  by  his  kindly  strictures  and  his 
kindly  encouragement. 
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Professor  D.  S.  Van  Fleet,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Botany,  has  resigned. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  University  of  Toronto  for  a  time  all  too  short  and  his 
departure  is  regretted  by  all  those  who  know  him  as  an  outstanding  scientist  and  as 
an  irresistibly  charming  person. 

The  contribution  which  these  gentlemen  have  made  to  the  University  is  varied 
and  it  is  large.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  is  truly  happy  to  acknowledge  its  debt  to  all  of 
them. 

For  seven  years  I  have  been  the  servant  of  the  President  on  the  one  hand  and  of 
the  chairmen  and  heads  of  seventeen  departments  on  the  other.  I  would  be  thoroughly 
remiss  were  I  not  to  record  the  debt  of  gratitude  and  affection  which  I  owe  to  the 
late  Dr.  Sidney  Smith  and  to  Dr.  Claude  Bissell  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  twenty-six 
great  and  good  men  on  the  other.  Dr.  Frank  Wetmore  has  been  helpful  and  generous 
beyond  the  call  of  duty.  Every  member  of  the  Faculty,  and  especially  its  Secretary, 
Mr.  W.  D.  Foulds,  has  been  kind  and  tolerant.  The  lines  have  fallen  unto  me  in 
pleasant  places;  yea,  I  have  had  a  goodly  heritage.

THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE 

Last  year  the  registration  in  University  College  was  reported  as  1,417,  and  it 
was  anticipated  that  it  would  increase  to  1,500  in  the  present  session,  instead  of  which 
1,620  students  were  enrolled.  Already  the  unexpectedly  large  annual  increases  compel 
us  to  make  a  radical  upward  revision  of  our  estimated  registration  over  the  next 
decade  and  suggest  that  some  control  may  have  to  be  introduced. 

The  establishment  of  additional  colleges  will  not  provide  the  solution  to  the 
problem  of  giving  adequate  instruction  to  increasing  numbers  of  students,  as  it  is  not 
in  the  College  subjects  that  there  is  any  imminent  danger  of  overcrowding.  Only  in 
the  College  departments  of  English  and  French  is  the  question  of  numbers  of  any  real 
concern,  and  so  long  as  the  teaching  staff  is  increased  in  proportion  to  the  enrolment, 
and  the  present  size  of  the  individual  sections  of  the  classes  is  maintained — at  least 
as  small  on  the  average  as  any  in  the  University,  and  much  smaller  than  the  sections 
in  most  smaller  colleges  elsewhere — the  standard  of  instruction  will  not  suffer. 

It  is  rather  in  the  University  departments  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  all  of  which 
iye  instruction  to  the  students  of  all  colleges  and  many  of  which  already  have  huge 
classes,  that  the  problem  will  become  progressively  more  acute.  A  thorough  examina- 
ion  of  this  situation  is  long  overdue,  and  some  sweeping  innovations  will  have  to  be 
ntroduced  if  we  wish  to  continue  to  do  effective  teaching  and  maintain  high  stan- 
dards of  scholarship. 

University  College  is  gradually  gaining  possession  of  its  own  building.  With  the 
departure  this  session  of  most  of  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics, 
he  only  University  department  still  completely  housed  in  the  College  is  that  of 
Philosophy,  a  substantial  part  of  which  also  gives  instruction  in  the  College  subject 
3f  Ethics.  Thus,  more  adequate  office  accommodation  is  provided  for  our  College 
rtaff,  now  numbering  86  as  compared  with  84  last  year,  and  still  more  will  be  required 
f  the  teaching  personnel  grows  by  the  anticipated  10  per  cent  each  year.  More  and 
nore  classrooms  will  be  needed  and,  while  the  College  will  gladly  offer  its  facilities 
:o  other  divisions  of  the  University,  it  hopes  to  continue  to  enjoy  priority  of  status 
n  its  own  building. 

It  is  much  too  early  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  to  make  a  complete  analysis 
)f  examination  results  of  the  present  year,  but  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  number 
)f  University  scholarships  awarded  to  incoming  students  of  the  College  in  the  first 
/ear  was  the  largest  on  record,  and  that  1 1  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships,  5  Canada 
Council  Scholarships,  1  Harvard  University  Scholarship  and  2  University  of  Cali- 
ornia  Scholarships  have  already  been  awarded  to  senior  students.  Perhaps  the  17 
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per  cent  increase  in  the  use  of  library  books  in  the  College  Reading  Room  has  some 
connection  with  the  good  standing  of  the  students  this  year.  At  any  rate,  it  remains 
true  that  the  primary  concern  of  University  College  is  scholarship. 

Last  year  the  amalgamation  of  the  men's  and  women's  undergraduate  societies 
was  reported,  the  new  body  bearing  the  name  of  the  University  College  Literary  and 
Athletic  Society.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  first  session  of  this  new  phase  of 
student  government  has  been  uniquely  successful.  Moreover,  the  officers  of  the 
Society  have  contributed  much  to  the  harmonious  relations  existing  between  staff 
and  students. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  record  the  sudden  and  untimely  death  on  March  17  of  the 
Honourable  Sidney  Earle  Smith,  former  Principal  of  University  College  (1944-5), 
and  President  of  the  University  of  Toronto  (1945-57),  a  distinguished,  beloved,  and 
revered  educational  administrator,  to  whom  our  debt  of  gratitude  is  incalculable. 
On  May  13,  another  sad  loss  was  sustained  by  the  College  in  the  death  of  Professor 
H.  S.  Wilson,  a  member  of  the  Department  of  English  ( 1946-59)  and  an  outstanding 
scholar  whose  publications  were  widely  known  and  appreciated  and  whose  contribu- 
tion to  the  College  and  University  as  a  teacher,  a  former  Editor  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Quarterly,  and  a  warm-hearted  colleague  and  friend  won  the  respect  and 
affection  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Important  items  of  College  interest  such  as  new  appointments,  promotions 
resignations,  leaves  of  absence,  and  public  lectures,  are  now  reported  elsewhere  in 
this  publication. 

The  College  is  very  specially  indebted  to  Professor  W.  S.  McCullough  for  his 
effective  administration  of  the  Department  of  Near  Eastern  Studies  as  Acting  Head 
of  that  Department  while  Professor  Winnett  served  as  Head  of  the  Jerusalem  School 
of  Oriental  Research,  and  equally  so  to  Professor  L.  E.  Woodbury,  the  Acting  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Classics. 

Our  appreciation  and  gratitude  must  also  be  expressed  to  the  three  Visiting 
Professors  who  spent  the  whole  or  part  of  the  session  with  us:  Professor  Gerarc 
Antoine,  D.  es  L.,  Professeur  titulaire  d'Histoire  de  la  Langue  francaise  at  tht 
Sorbonne,  Paris,  in  the  Department  of  French;  Professor  Leonard  Forster,  B.A 
Ph.D.,  of  the  University  of  London,  in  the  Department  of  German;  and  Professoi 
J.  A.  Doull,  B.A.,  M.A.,  of  Dalhousie  University,  in  the  Department  of  Classics. 

The  College  Registrar  has  made  a  complete  file  this  session  of  the  graduates  o: 
University  College  who  are  teaching  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the  Province  anc 
finds  that  they  number  over  650.  He  is  now  keeping  them  informed  of  new  develop 
ments  in  the  College. 

Special  committees  have  been  appointed  by  the  College  Council  to  appraise 
and  report  on  students'  residences,  facilities  for  student  activities,  and  the  College 
Reading  Room.  All  three  of  these  committees  have  found  that  the  accommodatioi 
in  these  domains  is  already  inadequate  and  that  plans  must  be  proceeded  with  a 
once  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  period  of  University  expansion.  Specific  recom 
mendations  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Governors  early  in  the  next  session  by  < 
co-ordinating  committee  of  the  Council. 

An  intimate  association  with  University  College  for  over  half  a  century,  almos 
half  the  period  of  its  existence,  has  been  a  happy  and  rewarding  experience.  Th 
duties  of  office  have  been  made  relatively  simple  and  incredibly  pleasant  by  th 
generous  support  at  all  times  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Presidents,  colleague 
students  and  graduates,  to  all  of  whom  my  gratitude  is  sincere  and  unbounded 
Though  the  hall-mark  of  scholarship  is  surely  humility,  the  University  and  its  Colleg 
are  entitled  to  take  some  pride  in  their  achievements  of  the  past,  but  only  if  th 
members  of  this  community  of  scholars  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  keep  thei 
sights  as  high  as  those  of  their  new  President  and  Principal. 

The  following  report  on  Whitney  Hall  is  submitted  by  Dean  Innis: 

"This  year  when  all  the  residents  of  Whitney  Hall  except  three  were  Universit 
College  students,  the  need  for  the  fourth  House  became  more  than  ever  apparen 
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"A  very  promising  first-year  group  entered  in  September,  13  of  whom  held 
between  them  18  entrance  scholarships.  Of  the  total  number  of  162  students  in  the 
residence,  100  were  enrolled  in  honour  and  62  in  general  courses.  In  the  examinations 
in  honour  courses  in  all  years  24  secured  first  class  standing,  and  of  these  9  stood 
first  in  first  class  in  their  courses,  as  against  3  last  year.  Two  residents  received  A 
standing  in  the  General  Course.  There  were  12  failures,  a  failure  rate  of  7  per  cent. 
"Miss  Elisabeth  Orsten,  Miss  Elma  Kopetsky  and  Miss  Anne  Bolgan  remained 
as  dons  and  were  joined  by  Miss  Mary  McLeod.  The  houses  entertained  numbers  of 
faculty  guests  at  dinner  throughout  the  year.  The  talks  given  by  many  of  these  guests 
and  their  readiness  to  answer  questions  provide  a  valuable  feature  of  residence  life. 
The  10  overseas  students  living  in  the  residence  this  year  contributed  on  many  levels 
to  broaden  students'  experience. 

"Every  year  sees  an  increase  in  the  number  of  non-resident  students  and  stafT 
members  who  come  to  the  Women's  Union  to  eat  lunch,  rest  and  meet  their  friends. 
As  the  only  place  on  the  campus  where  women  can  eat  lunch,  it  serves  a  very  useful 
purpose.  Although  the  number  of  students  and  stafT  members  coming  to  the  theatre 
md  common  rooms  for  plays,  meetings,  lectures,  and  parties  has  not  increased,  these 
facilities  are  in  constant  use  during  the  autumn  and  early  winter.  Twenty-five  or 
thirty  organizations  meet  in  the  Union  regularly  and  other  groups  come  for  enter- 
tainments or  rehearsals. 

"It  is  not,  unfortunately,  possible  for  the  Dean  of  Women  to  know  the  non- 
resident women  students  of  the  College  as  well  as  she  knows  the  residence  students 
among  whom  she  lives.  However,  through  attending  student  meetings,  serving  as 
idviser  on  student  executives  and  through  College  and  student  social  functions  she 
omes  to  know  a  good  many  of  them.  Many  non-resident  women  of  the  College  eat 
lunch  in  the  Women's  Union  where  the  Dean  meets  them  every  day,  and  many  others 
ome  to  her  office  to  ask  questions  and  seek  advice.  Means  must  be  found,  as  numbers 
ncrease,  to  facilitate  these  contacts. 

"The  Dean  of  Women  devoted  much  time  during  the  year  to  the  meetings  of 
pecial  committees  on  student  facilities  in  University  College,  and  on  new  residences 
or  professional  students,  and  particularly  to  preparing  plans  for  the  much-needed 
lew  wing  of  Whitney  Hall." 

Dean  Macdonald  submits  the  following  statement  on  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson 
Residence : 

"The  most  significant  event  in  the  administration  of  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson 
Residence  this  year  was  the  termination  of  that  interim  arrangement  whereby  the 
Dean  of  Men  shared  an  office  and  secretary  in  Simcoe  Hall  with  the  Dean  of 
Devonshire  House.  The  removal  last  September  of  the  Dean's  office  and  secretary  to 
University  College  marked  a  final  step  in  the  identification  of  the  office  with  the 
College  community  by  increasing  its  availability  to  all  our  students,  both  resident  and 
ion-resident.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  administrative  separation  between  the 
icademic  headship  of  the  Residence  by  the  Dean  and  financial  responsibility  in  the 
Comptroller's  Office. 

"Selection  of  applicants  on  a  strict  basis  of  academic  priority  has  been  firmly 
stablished,  reminiscent  of  the  old  College  residences;  of  course,  this  has  greatly 
educed  the  number  of  places  available  for  students  with  lower  grades,  graduates  and 
nembers  of  professional  faculties.  Places  were  reserved  for  three  students  from  the 
raculty  of  Music  and  their  contribution  to  the  musical  life  of  the  Residence  was 
pparent  at  the  annual  Christmas  Party  and  various  residential  functions.  Similarly, 
t  is  the  opinion  of  the  dons  that  the  presence  of  one  or  two  graduate  students  in  an 
mdergraduate  house  is  a  striking  complement  to  their  role  and  an  additional  source 
>f  guidance  and  stability  for  younger  members. 

"Slowly  but  inexorably  the  number  of  University  College  men  has  increased  to 
74  from  the  120  in  1954-5,  representing  a  broad  cross-section  of  honour  courses.  If 
l  few  graduate  and  music  students  are  retained  in  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence, 
he  number  of  College  men  should  remain  stable  at  about  175  hereafter. 
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"As  a  by-product  of  stricter  admissions  to  limited  space,  the  concern  of  the 
Dean  of  Men  in  the  next  few  years  will  be  as  much  for  those  who  are  excluded  from 
Residence  as  for  those  who  are  included.  Often  lodgings  available  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  University  are  drab,  dingy  and  inadequate ;  hence,  they  are  scarcely  conducive  to 
good  study  habits.  If  the  College  could  alone,  or  with  the  University,  establish  a 
"registry  of  approved  lodgings"  to  assure  certain  standards,  that  might  go  far  in 
overcoming  the  shabbiness  of  conditions. 

"Of  our  present  students,  there  were  36  from  University  College  with  first  class 
honours  (21  per  cent)  compared  with  11  per  cent  for  all  students  achieving  first  class 
honours  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  The  preference  given  to  honour  students  for  admission 
(140  of  the  174  College  men)  of  whom  24  per  cent  gained  first  class  honours  com- 
pared with  17  per  cent  for  the  whole  Faculty  has  brought  to  the  Residence  the  best 
of  the  "Toronto  Honours  tradition."  The  number  of  admission  scholars  increased 
from  twelve  to  seventeen  and  Residence  members  won  twenty  University  and  College 
scholarships  and  prizes  at  the  annual  examinations. 

"Although  at  11  per  cent  the  failure  rate  was  still  lower  than  the  13  per  cent 
average  for  the  whole  Faculty,  it  is  astonishingly  high  in  view  of  the  admirable 
facilities  for  study  provided  by  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence.  Unfortunately,  it  is 
often  by  accident  and  often  too  late  that  a  don  discovers  that  one  of  his  students  is 
in  academic  difficulty.  Where  the  members  of  the  College  staff  meet  the  dons  in  the 
Common  Room  life  of  the  Howard  Ferguson  Hall,  this  problem  need  not  occur. 
However,  for  the  large  University  departments,  communication  of  interim  progress 
is  less  regular.  Moreover,  during  the  past  three  years,  I  have  been  acutely  aware  that 
much  of  our  "academic  wastage"  has  its  root  more  in  instability  than  lack  of  ability. 
Whereas  the  don  can  provide  leadership  and  direction,  he  is  not  equipped  nor  has  he 
the  time  to  deal  with  serious  aberrations. 

"During  the  year  the  Dean's  Office  undertook  a  variety  of  responsibilities  within 
the  College  and  the  University  pertaining  to  present  and  future  policy.  The  Dean  of 
Men  served  on  twenty  special  or  standing  committees  as  well  as  performing  a  number 
of  outside  engagements  as  an  official  of  University  College.  Meanwhile,  the  need  to 
concentrate  on  bringing  together  residents  and  non-residents  means  that  the  Dean 
relies  heavily  on  the  Senior  Don  for  the  conduct  of  internal  residence  matters. 

"That  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence  attracts  dons  of  the  highest  quality  is 
again  apparent  with  the  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Carroll  (Illinois,  Oxford  and 
Harvard)  of  the  Department  of  English  to  Hutton  House  and  Mr.  I.  D.  Chapman 
(Liverpool  and  Toronto)  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  our  first  "science  don,"  to 
Wallace  House.  Chosen  from  thirty-seven  candidates,  they  have  brought  a  rare 
background  of  residence  experience  combined  with  patience  and  good  humour. 

"While  the  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence  remains  a  focus  of  the  wider  attributes 
of  a  College  community,  and  strong  harmony  of  purpose  already  exists  between  this 
Residence  and  Whitney  Hall,  I  feel  that  the  Residence  could  be  of  greater  service  to 
the  College  if  a  certain  number  of  "Honorary  Members"  were  drawn  from  the  da) 
students  to  join  in  the  life  of  the  Residence  Houses,  without  sacrificing  the  privacy 
of  "house  life"  for  the  residents.  With  such  a  small  proportion  (17  per  cent)  oi 
College  men  in  Residence,  there  is  always  a  danger  that  they  may  form  a  "detachec 
elite" 

"Of  increasing  importance  during  the  past  year  was  the  summer  Residence 
schedule  of  conferences  and  Summer  School,  which  was  highlighted  last  August  b 
the  distinguished  assemblage  of  Vice-Chancellors  from  the  British  Commonwealth 
The  earnings  from  summer  Residence  have  not  only  helped  to  maintain  Residence 
fees  unchanged  in  the  Residence  budget  for  the  past  five  years,  but  last  year  providec 
for  furnishings  to  the  guest  rooms  and  music  rooms,  complete  ventilation  of  th 
washrooms,  installation  of  thermal  controls  on  showers,  improved  landscaping  in  th 
quadrangle,  and  a  variety  of  smaller  improvements. 

"Finally,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  exaggerate  my  debts  during  the  past  thre< 
years  to  the  Principal  of  University  College  for  his  patient  guidance  and  endles 
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encouragement.  This  happy  association  will  for  me  remain  the  highlight  of  my  first 
three  years  of  office."

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 

In  reporting  the  activities  of  the  academic  year  just  ended,  the  most  immediate 
justification  for  a  large  staff  and  a  considerable  budget  is  obviously  the  evidence  that 
the  school  is  meeting  its  first  obligation — the  training  of  a  new  generation  of 
doctors.  The  first  step  in  such  training  is  the  completion  of  an  undergraduate  degree 
course  in  medicine.  At  the  convocation  for  Law  and  Medicine  on  June  12,  144  young 
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men  and  women  qualified  in  that  category.  There  were  others  who  received  degrees 
and  diplomas  significant  of  special  postgraduate  training:  2  Masters  of  Surgery, 
25  Diplomates  in  Psychiatry,  21  Diplomates  in  Public  Health,  1  in  Industrial  Health 
and  1  candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Medicine. 

Two  distinguished  Toronto  men  received  honorary  degrees,  Mr.  Justice  Cart- 
wright  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  and  Dr.  Edward  Hall,  himself  a  graduate 
in  Medicine  of  the  year  1935,  and  now  President  of  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario.  At  an  earlier  graduation,  56  young  women  were  awarded  Diplomas  in 
Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy.  The  prize  list  will  be  published  elsewhere  in  the 
report  which  is  circulated  to  the  graduates. 

Again  during  the  year  there  has  been  discussion  about  methods  of  teaching  and 
curricular  changes.  This  ferment  about  how  young  men  and  women  should  be 
educated  for  medicine  is  world-wide,  and  will  probably  reach  a  climax  in  the  second 
International  Conference  on  Medical  Education  to  be  held  in  Chicago  in  the  first 
week  of  September.  It  may  be  somewhat  difficult  to  bring  the  meaning  of  medicine 
to  a  common  international  denominator.  Conditions,  environment  and  ideals  still 
vary  from  East  to  West  and  from  North  to  South,  but  nevertheless  it  will  be  useful 
to  take  stock  of  our  own  values  and  to  define  for  ourselves  in  Canada  what  we  expect 
from  our  doctors  in  the  next  quarter-century,  and  what  sort  of  education  and  training 
we  should  provide  for  those  who  will  bear  the  responsibility  of  this  increasingly 
complex  and  varied  discipline  which  we  call  medicine.  The  Faculty  Committee  to 
which  I  referred  in  the  last  annual  report  is  increasingly  aware  that  it  will  need  the 
full-time  services  of  a  young  teacher  who  will  act  as  Executive  Secretary,  and  is 
hopeful  that  financial  and  other  arrangements  for  such  an  appointment  may  be  made 
in  the  coming  session. 

The  initial  class  in  the  two-year  course  in  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology  has 
completed  the  first  year.  The  Faculty  has  sought  authority  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Division  of  Rehabilitation  Medicine  in  which  will  be  incorporated  the  present  courses 
of  Physical  and  Occupational  Therapy  and  Speech  Pathology  and  Audiology.  It  is 
hoped  that  under  the  new  administrative  arrangement  there  will  be  broader  facilities 
for  encouragement  of  rehabilitation  in  the  community  and  opportunities  for  training 
doctors  as  well  as  ancillary  workers  in  this  important  field. 

The  advent  of  hospital  insurance  in  Ontario  has  been  viewed  with  interest  and 
some  concern  by  those  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  undergraduate  teaching 
and  of  resident  training  programmes  for  young  specialists.  The  Hospital  Insurance 
Commission  had  two  further  meetings  during  the  year  with  representatives  of  the 
medical  schools  and  teaching  hospitals.  The  Commission  is  disposed  to  leave  any 
difficulties  of  maintaining  teaching  units  of  adequate  size  to  the  schools  and  hospitals 
concerned,  rather  than  to  legislate  or  make  regulations  governing  such  matters.  The 
Commission  has  appointed  a  committee  with  representatives  from  each  school  in  the 
province  to  which  might  be  referred  any  matters  which  are  related  to  the  main- 
tenance of  a  good  climate  for  the  education  of  doctors.  The  school  representative  on 
this  committee  will  be  advised  in  his  own  school  by  the  superintendents  of  the 
teaching  hospitals  and  the  respective  chairmen  of  the  medical  advisory  boards  of 
those  hospitals. 

In  our  own  faculty  there  is  a  local  committee  under  the  able  chairmanship  of 
Dr.  Botterell  which  reviews  from  time  to  time  the  whole  question  of  medical 
school-hospital  arrangements  and  the  impact  of  health  insurance  on  such  relation- 
ships. Failing  any  regulations  from  the  government  which  will  safeguard  the  "teach- 
ing unit,"  there  will  probably  be  need  for  a  careful  review  of  existing  by-laws  and 
agreements  between  the  University  and  the  various  hospitals.  Most  of  these  agree- 
ments were  made  several  years  ago  and  need  revision  and  strengthening  in  the  light 
of  new  developments. 

The  various  departmental  reports  reflect  their  respective  interests  in  teaching, 
in  research,  and  in  aspects  of  community  living  which  are  related  to  health.  The 
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Department  of  Medical  Biophysics  completed  its  first  year  as  an  established  depart- 
ment of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

The  reports  of  published  work  in  all  the  departments  are  an  index  of  the  activity 
and  interest  of  the  school  in  matters  of  investigation.  It  is  indeed  exciting  to  read  of 
the  diversity  of  enquiry  that  characterizes  the  work  of  a  modern  medical  centre.  The 
school  is  grateful  to  those  who  manage  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  pro- 
vision of  basic  facilities  and  staff  which  makes  research  possible.  While  grants  in  aid 
of  research  come  to  us  from  many  sources,  we  must  have  a  reasonable  nucleus  of 
investigation-minded  teachers  and  laboratories  in  which  they  can  work  before  we  can 
attract  the  very  necessary  added  finances  to  aid  their  efforts.  We  are  grateful  again 
to  the  many  granting  bodies  which  have  assisted  us,  particularly  the  Departments  of 
National  Health  and  Welfare  and  National  Defence,  and  the  National  Research 
Council  which  has  been  able  to  increase  substantially  the  amount  of  money  available 
for  medical  research  in  Canada  in  the  present  fiscal  year.  It  has  been  possible  to 
procure  some  very  important  and  costly  pieces  of  research  equipment,  such  as  an 
electron  microscope,  through  these  grants.  We  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks 
substantial  aid  from  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  the  National  Heart  Foundation, 
the  Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and  Research  Foundation,  the  Canadian  Life  In- 
surance Officers  Association,  the  Bickell  Foundation  and  the  McLean  Foundation, 
as  well  as  several  private  gifts  and  bequests.  Money  from  the  Senkler  Estate  has  made 
it  possible  to  purchase  important  equipment  for  researches  in  Pharmacology.  Money 
from  the  Home  Estate  has  made  it  possible  to  provide  service  for  the  electron 
microscopes.  Gifts  from  individual  donors  have  provided  fellowships  in  special  fields 
of  graduate  training. 

The  McLaughlin  Foundation  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  support  in  its  own 
special  field,  affording  opportunities  for  selected  young  teachers  to  broaden  their 
experience  in  other  schools  and  other  countries  before  taking  up  their  appointments 
as  members  of  the  staff.  We  also  acknowledge  gratefully  undergraduate  bursaries  and 
scholarships  from  individual  donors,  as  well  as  steadily  increasing  help  in  this  field 
from  our  own  Medical  Alumni  Association. 

The  University  committee  which  was  chaired  by  Vice-President  Ross  and  which 
reported  to  the  Senate  on  the  question  of  student  aid  made  certain  recommendations 
that  have  given  rise  to  much  discussion  of  this  whole  question  at  both  the  federal  and 
provincial  levels  of  government.  The  report  referred  to  the  evidence  of  the  Atkinson 
study  which  left  little  doubt  that  large  numbers  of  capable  and  qualified  young  men 
do  not  even  try  to  gain  entrance  to  a  university  because  of  the  financial  burdens 
involved.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  assistance  from  various  sources  for  the  students 
who  are  in  a  university  and  are  successful  in  their  courses.  There  is  need  for  recogni- 
tion and  assured  and  liberal  help  for  the  young  and  well-qualified  students  who  are 
leaving  the  high  schools  of  the  smaller  communities. 

There  is  also  need,  and  this  point  was  recognized  by  the  University  committee, 
for  administrative  means  of  integrating  and  using  to  the  maximum  advantage  for 
those  in  need  of  it,  the  large  and  varied  sources  of  student  help  which  are  at  present 
available. 

The  Division  of  Postgraduate  Medical  Education  has  been  increasingly  active. 
The  programme  of  decentralized  medical  education  is  being  reviewed  in  the  light  of 
the  continuing  enthusiasm  and  co-operative  spirit  of  the  local  groups  in  the  towns 
where  our  monthly  clinics  have  been  established.  New  short  courses  such  as  that  on 
"Surgical  Emergencies  in  General  Practice"  are  being  planned  at  local  hospitals. 
Other  courses  which  have  been  popularly  received  in  the  past  are  being  continued. 
The  long-term  training  programme  in  the  various  specialties  continues  to  draw 
large  numbers  of  applicants,  and  the  planning  of  the  postgraduate  education  and 
training  of  these  young  men  and  women,  which  frequently  extends  over  a  five-year 
period,  adds  a  considerable  responsibility  to  the  heads  of  the  various  departments 
concerned. 
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Visitors  and  Special  Lecturers 

Our  exchange  visitor  from  the  Middlesex  Hospital  School  in  London  was  Mr. 
David  Patey,  the  Director  of  Surgical  Studies  in  that  school.  The  Dean,  at  the 
invitation  of  Dean  Brian  Windeyer  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital  Medical  School,  had 
the  very  great  privilege  of  spending  a  fortnight  in  London  in  April  of  this  year, 
observing  the  teaching  methods  and  organization  there.  The  visit  was  extremely 
profitable  and  pleasant  from  the  Toronto  point  of  view,  and  we  continue  to  value 
this  exchange  of  men  and  ideas  with  this  famous  school  in  the  London  University 
group. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Rank  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  a  Sims  Travelling  Professor,  gave 
the  annual  Balfour  lecture.  Sir  Stewart  Duke-Elder,  who  was  awarded  the  Charles 
Mickle  Fellowship  for  1958-9,  gave  a  special  lecture  on  glaucoma  in  May  to  a  large 
group  of  ophthalmologists  and  other  interested  scientists. 

The  Harry  Shields  lectureship  in  Anaesthesia  has  been  established  by  an  anony- 
mous donor  who  undoubtedly  had  in  mind  the  skilled  services  which  Dr.  Shields  has 
rendered  to  so  many  grateful  patients,  and  his  wisdom  and  guidance  as  a  teacher  of 
young  men  in  his  own  specialty.  The  first  lecture  under  the  Foundation  is  planned 
for  the  autumn  of  1959. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  first  Gairdner  Foundation  awards,  the  school  was  privi- 
leged to  hear  from  each  of  the  distinguished  recipients  of  the  awards  a  short  and 
exciting  report  on  current  researches.  The  speakers  were:  Drs.  Blalock  and  Taussig, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  Drs.  Ragan  and  Rose  of  New  York,  and  Drs.  Paton  and  Zaimis  of 
London,  England.  Dr.  Robert  E.  Gross  gave  the  Phi  Delta  Epsilon  lecture. 

The  opening  of  the  neurosurgical  unit  in  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  was  an 
occasion  which  brought  many  distinguished  visitors  to  our  school.  It  was  stimulating 
to  hear  our  own  Dr.  Kenneth  McKenzie  call  to  mind  the  beginnings  of  neurosurgery 
in  this  centre,  and  to  have  again  the  opportunity  to  listen  to  old  friends  such  as 
Dr.  Penfield  of  Montreal  and  Sir  Geoffrey  Jefferson  of  Manchester.  We  were  very 
happy  to  have  the  honour  of  a  visit  from  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of 
Laval  who  came  with  three  of  his  colleagues  to  spend  the  day  in  discussing  and 
observing  teaching  methods  and  organization. 

The  establishment  of  the  first  Walter  Wright  lectureship  in  Ophthalmology, 
made  possible  by  his  old  students  and  colleagues,  gave  the  opportunity  to  a  large 
audience  to  hear  Professor  Ashton  of  the  London  Institute  of  Ophthalmology  in 
March  of  this  year. 

Buildings  and  Hospital  Plan 

Although  the  new  buildings  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  were  officially 
opened  on  May  15,  there  are  several  areas  that  are  not  yet  functioning;  this  is 
largely  due  to  a  shortage  of  staff,  particularly  of  nurses.  This  shortage  is  not  peculiar 
to  the  General  Hospital,  but  the  sudden  need  for  large  numbers  of  staff  highlights 
a  situation  that  is  becoming  more  acute  in  large  centres.  Doctors,  who  must  in  the 
long  run  bear  the  major  responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  patient,  are  taking  as  they 
should  an  increased  interest  in  how  hospitals  are  managed,  in  how  patients  are 
handled  during  admission,  and  particularly  in  the  care  of  the  patient  who  is  in  hospi- 
tal and  requires  varying  degrees  of  personal  attention  for  24  hours  of  the  day.  It  may 
be  that  there  should  be  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  patient's  needs  while  in  hospi- 
tal, and  an  assessment  of  the  training  and  requirements  for  those  who  care  for  them. 

The  new  William  E.  Coutts  research  unit  of  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital 
was  officially  opened  recently,  and  the  contracts  are  let  for  the  further  additions  and 
alterations  for  which  a  very  successful  campaign  of  more  than  $4,000,000.00  was 
completed  last  year.  The  Prime  Minister  of  Ontario  announced  recently  that  the 
Wellesley  Division  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  will  resume  its  independence  as 
a  separate  General  Hospital,  and  will  be  expanded  and  modernized  as  a  teaching 
hospital  with  its  own  Board  of  Governors. 
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Some  time  during  my  tenure  of  office  I  hope  to  report  that  the  new  Psychiatric 
Institute  and  Hospital  is  under  construction.  Another  committee  of  government  and 
university  representatives  has  reported  unanimously  on  the  need  for  the  Institute, 
and  has  agreed  on  certain  principles  of  administrative  detail.  We  are  told  that  a  site 
is  being  earnestly  sought,  and  that  the  Government  will  proceed  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  is,  of  course,  unnecessary  to  restate  the  great  and  urgent  need  for  a  modern 
building  which  will  serve  as  a  centre  to  encourage  advancement  in  that  field  of 
medicine  where  there  is  so  much  to  be  done,  and  where  we  have  already  gathered 
so  many  men  of  enthusiasm  and  ability  who  work  and  wait  for  adequate  tools  and 
facilities. 

Staff 

Dr.  Harold  Couch  has  retired  from  active  teaching  of  surgery  on  the  wards 
of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Noonan  has  retired  from  the  direction 
of  the  Maternity  and  Gynaecology  wards  of  St.  Michael's  Hospital.  These  men 
have  each  given  very  valuable  service  to  the  school,  both  in  undergraduate  teach- 
ing and  in  the  education  of  specialists.  Dr.  Ormsby  has  resigned  from  his  teaching 
and  research  duties  in  the  Department  of  Ophthalmology  to  devote  his  time  to 
practice.  Dr.  Ormsby  has  himself  made  valuable  contributions  to  research,  and  for 
several  years  has  actively  and  vigorously  worked  for  improved  facilities  and  oppor- 
tunities in  the  area  of  ophthalmic  research.  Dr.  Vandewater  leaves  the  Department 
of  Anaesthesia  to  take  charge  of  that  department  at  Queen's  University.  We  wish 
him  well  in  his  new  responsibilities.  Miss  Olive  Russell,  who  came  to  the  medical 
office  as  an  assistant  in  1913,  has  left  the  chair  from  which  she  so  often  rose  with  a 
smile  to  meet  visitors  in  the  office.  Graduates  will  all  recall  her  uncanny  memory 
as  she  greeted  them  after  years  of  absence,  not  only  calling  them  by  name,  but 
remembering  where  they  practised,  whether  it  was  Africa,  Georgia  or  the  Arctic. 
We  wish  her  years  of  happy  and  healthy  leisure  to  enjoy  the  many  things  in  which 
she  is  interested.  Another  well-known  figure,  Mr.  Walter  Cowan,  has  retired  from 
active  work  in  the  Banting  Institute.  Those  who  were  associated  with  animal 
experimental  work  on  the  fifth  floor  will  remember  him  for  his  cheerful  and  enthusias- 
tic assistance  and  his  skill  in  all  manner  of  things  connected  with  the  work  of  such 
a  laboratory.  We  wish  him  health  and  happiness  to  enjoy  his  leisure. 

Again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  with  grateful  appreciation  the  cheerful  and 
efficient  work  of  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  secretarial  work  in  a  busy  medical 
office,  as  well  as  the  work  of  the  Faculty  Council  and  its  various  committees.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  BAMTIHG  AMD  BEST 
DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICAL  RESEARCH 

The  main  subjects  of  research  in  this  Department  are  the  action  of  choline  in 
preserving  normal  liver  function;  certain  aspects  of  diabetes,  including  the  effects  of 
the  oral  antidiabetic  agents;  investigations  of  cancer;  the  synthesis  of  new  com- 
pounds related  to  normal  body  processes;  the  study  of  radiation  hazards,  simulated 
fallout  and  the  effect  of  X-irradiation  on  certain  physiological  processes;  and  the 
reactions  of  the  body  to  cold. 

Professor  C.  C.  Lucas,  Professor  G.  R.  Williams  and  Dr.  Jessie  H.  Ridout  have 
advanced  our  knowledge  of  the  effect  of  the  dietary  factor  choline  on  serum 
cholesterol  and  certain  aspects  of  cirrhosis.  The  study  of  the  action  of  choline  in 
preventing  some  of  the  manifestations  induced  by  providing  alcohol  has  been 
continued.  Dr.  B.  Rosenfeld  is  investigating  the  mechanism  of  action  of  choline 
on  cells. 
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The  work  on  experimental  diabetes  has  been  conducted  by  Professor  G.  A. 
Wrenshall,  Dr.  G.  Hetenyi,  Jr.,  Professor  J.  M.  Salter  and  Dr.  J.  Logothetopoulos. 
Perhaps  the  most  notable  advance  made  this  year  has  been  the  production  of 
permanent  diabetes  following  the  administration  of  the  substance  glucagon, 
which  like  insulin  is  made  in  the  pancreatic  gland.  Dr.  Logothetopoulos  has  played 
the  major  role  in  this  research.  Dr.  Anna  Sirek  has  studied  various  oral  hypogly- 
caemic  agents,  and  finds  that  all  of  them  produce  damage  in  the  depancreatized 
dog,  although  some  of  them  have  very  little  toxic  effect  in  human  subjects. 

The  work  on  cancer  has  been  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Professor  W.  R. 
Franks  and  Professor  J.  M.  Salter.  Dr.  Franks  continues  to  make  a  vigorous  attack 
in  the  effort  to  understand  the  phenomenon  of  resistance  of  certain  animals  to 
tumour  growth.  Dr.  Salter  and  his  group  are  exploring  the  mechanism  of  the 
action  of  glucagon,  which  inhibits  the  growth  of  cancer  cells  under  certain  condi- 
tions. Professor  E.  Baer  and  Professor  D.  Buchnea  have  continued  their  success 
in  making,  synthetically,  various  forms  of  lecithin,  which  are  a  part  of  the  structure 
of  all  cells.  The  radiation  section  of  the  Department,  which  is  supported  by  the 
Defence  Research  Board,  has  been  headed  by  Dr.  D.  G.  Baker.  He  has  collaborated 
with  various  groups  in  our  Institute  and  with  investigators  in  other  departments.  He 
has  participated  in  several  teaching  courses  involving  the  subject  of  irradiation. 
Dr.  E.  Schonbaum  has  continued  his  productive  studies  on  the  effects  of  cold  on 
various  tissues  and  phvsiological  processes.

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On  June  12,  LL.B.  degrees  were  conferred  on  thirty  students.  This  graduating 
class  was  the  last  of  ten  classes  that  enrolled,  under  conditions  which  required 
students  to  spend  an  additional  year  in  academic  preparation  for  the  bar  as  com- 
pared with  other  prospective  law  students  in  this  province.  In  one  sense,  this  class 
might  be  considered  as  the  last  of  the  "pioneer"  classes  in  the  history  of  this  Faculty. 
In  light  of  the  fact  that  our  remaining  two  years  enrolled  after  the  Law  Society's 
decision  to  grant  equality  to  approved  law  schools  in  this  province,  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  examine  with  some  particularity  the  pattern  that  has  developed  during 
the  last  two  years,  in  which  the  new  policy  has  been  in  operation. 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  situation,  certain  factors  should  be  borne  in  mind. 
About  two  years  ago,  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  inaugurated  a  policy  by 
which  students  preparing  for  admission  to  practice  could  attend  a  three-year  full- 
time  law  school  anywhere  in  Canada  so  long  as  that  law  school  was  an  "approved 
school."  In  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  the  fall  of  1957,  there  were  four  approved 
schools:  the  University  of  Toronto,  Queen's  University,  University  of  Ottawa,  and 
the  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School.  Prior  to  this  time,  there  had  been  only  the  Osgoode 
Hall  Law  School  and,  since  1949,  the  Faculty  of  Law  at  this  University.  Beginning 
in  the  session  1959-60,  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  will  open  a  Faculty  of 
Law.  For  the  future,  therefore,  there  will  be  five  law  faculties  providing  professional 
training  for  law  students  in  this  province.  In  1957,  the  Law  Society  indicated 
their  willingness  to  accept  graduates  from  an  "approved"  faculty  on  condition  that 
admission  to  that  faculty  required  either  a  B.A.  or,  as  a  minimum,  the  equivalent 
of  two  years'  university  work  after  Grade  XIII.  Before  that,  all  students  intending 
to  apply  for  admission  to  the  profession  in  Ontario  were  required  to  have  their 
B.A.  degree  or  its  equivalent. 

In  the  fall  of  1957,  this  Faculty  indicated  its  intention  of  accepting  only  students 
who  had  manifested  an  ability  to  maintain  a  "B"  average  or  better  in  their  pre-legal 
university  work.  Even  with  this  limitation,  in  1957  applications  for  admission  to  the 
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first  year  were  received  from  191  students.  Because  of  limitations  of  space,  only  100  of 
these  applications  were  accepted.  Owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  some  students 
made  application  to  more  than  one  law  school  (a  complication  which  had  not 
existed  earlier),  87  of  the  100  accepted  actually  registered  for  work  in  the  first  year. 
Of  these  87,  80  wrote  the  final  examinations  and  of  that  number,  19  students  or  23.7 
per  cent  failed.  This  left  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  some  61  students,  of  whom  9 
transferred  to  other  law  schools  at  the  end  of  their  first  year's  work.  This  left  a  total 
of  52  students  out  of  191  original  applicants.  (The  actual  enrolment  in  the  second 
year  for  the  session  1958-9  was  56,  4  students  repeating  their  second  year.) 

In  the  fall  of  1958,  139  applications  for  admission  to  the  first  year  were 
received,  of  which  number  90  (the  limitation  approved  for  that  year  by  the  Board 
of  Governors)  were  accepted.  Of  this  90,  70  actually  registered  for  the  work  of  the 
first  year.  Of  that  number,  64  wrote  the  final  examinations,  of  which  number  13 
failed  their  year,  or  a  percentage  of  20  per  cent.  If  one  assumes  that  the  12  students 
who  were  conditioned  will  pass  their  supplemental  examinations,  this  will  mean  that 
next  year's  second  year  should  comprise  about  51  students. 

These  statistics  are,  to  say  the  least,  rather  startling.  In  addition  to  the  limitations 
of  space  which  automatically  dictated  a  limitation  in  the  number  of  acceptances,  in 
both  years  twenty  applicants  who  had  been  accepted  into  the  first  year  failed  to 
register.  With  an  increase  in  the  number  of  law  schools  providing  professional 
education  in  law,  it  is  possible  that  this  type  of  problem  will  become  more  serious. 
The  fact  that  our  classroom  space  has  been  severely  limited  has  not  provided  an 
opportunity  for  being  as  flexible  as  might  be  desired  under  existing  conditions. 
There  is  also  evidence  that  many  intending  applicants,  learning  of  space  limita- 
tions, have  become  discouraged  and  transferred  to  other  institutions.  This  is  particu- 
larly noticeable  in  the  class  that  enrolled  in  the  year  1957  when  some  nine  students 
who  were  successful  in  their  first-year  examinations  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

While  the  actual  failure  rate  in  this  session's  first  year  is  somewhat  lower  than  in 
the  preceding  group  of  first-year  students,  a  failure  rate  of  20  per  cent  or  more  is 
still  a  matter  of  concern,  particularly  when  all  applicants  accepted  had  demonstrated 
the  ability  to  obtain  a  "B"  grade  in  their  pre-legal  work.  It  has  become  obvious 
that  the  mere  attainment  of  a  "B"  grade  in  such  work  is  no  guarantee  of  success  in 
law  studies.  This  experience  is  general  in  all  Canadian  law  schools.  During  the  last 
two  years  we  have  made  use  of  the  American  Law  School  Admission  Test,  on  an 
experimental  basis,  to  see  whether  we  might  in  some  way  use  this  experience  as 
an  additional  factor  assisting  in  the  reduction  of  the  failure  rate.  While  we  have 
found  some  correlation  between  the  results  on  the  test  and  subsequent  law  school 
studies,  we  do  not  feel  that  the  correlation  is  sufficiently  accurate  to  warrant  the 
exclusion  of  students  on  the  basis  of  their  score  on  the  test.  We  have  been  giving 
these  tests  only  to  students  who  had  already  attained  a  "B"  grade  in  their  pre-legal 
work,  and  it  may  be  that  we  should  in  the  future  accept  some  students  with  less 
that  a  "B"  grade  who  conceivably  might  demonstrate  an  ability  in  law  which  had 
not  been  shown  in  their  previous  academic  work.  It  would  be  interesting,  at  least, 
to  have  a  comparison  of  their  Law  Admission  Test  scores  with  those  obtained  bv  "B" 
grade  students,  and  it  is  the  Faculty's  intention  next  year  to  make  sparing  use  of  such 
experimental  admissions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  Faculty  was  the  only  university  faculty  teaching 
law  prior  to  the  fall  of  1957,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  statistics  for  the  last 
two  sessions  are,  in  a  sense,  disappointing.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  students, 
knowing  of  the  high  standards  that  we  have  consistently  maintained,  may  have 
been  attracted  to  other  and  easier  methods  of  obtaining  admission  to  the  bar.  Feeling 
as  we  do  that  the  function  of  this  Faculty  is  to  provide  the  best  in  the  way  of 
legal  education,  and  realizing  that  this  objective  can  only  be  attained  by  the 
maintenance  of  high  standards,  if  our  comparatively  low  enrolment  were  due  to  this 
alone  we  would  have  no  occasion  for  criticism  or  regret. 
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We  cannot  believe,  however,  that  the  figures  given  can  be  attributed  solely  to 
this  factor.  It  is,  for  example,  surprising  to  learn  that  while  the  total  enrolment 
in  the  Faculty  of  Law  of  this  University  during  the  past  session  was  approximately 
155,  there  were  registered  at  other  law  schools  in  Ontario  well  over  400  students 
who  had  taken  their  pre-legal  education  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  Many 
reasons  might  be  advanced  by  way  of  explanation  of  this  phenomenon.  Not  the 
least  in  importance  might,  of  course,  be  the  fact  that  for  many  years  in  this  province 
legal  education  was  concentrated  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  profession,  and  that 
participation  of  universities  in  such  education  is  a  recent  development  and,  as 
such,  subject  to  a  stubborn  provincial  "tradition."  On  the  other  hand,  this 
Faculty  has  been  providing  professional  education  in  law  for  at  least  ten  years  and 
it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  its  teaching  staff,  its  standards  of  instruction,  and  its 
general  method  of  operation  are  conceded  to  be  not  merely  oustanding  in  this 
country  but,  in  general,  to  have  been  emulated  in  every  other  law  school  in  this 
province.  Something  more  than  a  break  with  tradition  must,  therefore,  account 
for  the  comparatively  slow  development  of  this  Faculty  as  compared  with  other 
faculties  in  the  province,  all  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  Osgoode  Hall,  have 
been  in  existence  for  only  two  years. 

As  I  stressed  in  my  last  two  reports,  the  University  of  Toronto  was  simply 
not  prepared  at  the  time  the  problems  of  legal  education  were  theoretically  solved 
two  years  ago  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  situation  which  it  had  been  so  instru- 
mental in  bringing  about.  Unfortunately,  there  are  many  undergraduates  in  our 
own  University  who  do  not  understand  the  possibilities,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
advantages,  of  studying  law  in  a  Faculty  of  the  University.  The  story  of  legal 
education  in  Ontario  has  been  so  confusing  that  there  is  some  excuse  for  this 
lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  general  public.  The  matter  has  not  been 
made  any  clearer  to  University  undergraduates  by  the  fact  that,  for  reasons  not 
relevant  here,  the  Faculty  of  Law  has  been  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  University 
and  thus  cut  off  from  contact  with  those  elements  of  the  University  from  which 
it  might  have  expected  to  draw  its  prospective  members.  Furthermore,  the  isolated 
quarters  themselves  have  been  so  crowded  during  the  last  two  years  that,  unfortu- 
nately, rumours  of  this  crowding,  true  and  exaggerated,  have  played  a  role  in 
routing  prospective  law  students  into  other  channels.  It  is  also  unfortunate  that  the 
Faculty  of  Law  has  received  less  publicity  and  claim  for  public  support  than  any 
other  faculty  in  the  University.  I  need  only  refer  again  to  the  fact  that  despite 
the  unfortunate  off-campus  location  of  the  Faculty,  the  Report  of  the  Planning 
Committee  contained  no  plans  for  the  return  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  to  the  campus, 
and  in  the  original  announcement  of  the  campaign  for  funds  for  the  expansion  of 
the  University,  one  finds  no  mention  of  any  allotment,  present  or  future,  to  cover 
a  law  building — a  very  real  necessity  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  light  of  the  fact  that  three  other  Ontario  law  schools  have  built  or 
are  in  the  process  of  building  new  and  modern  law  schools,  this  silence  on  the 
part  of  the  University  of  Toronto  concerning  its  Faculty  of  Law  is  particularly 
unfortunate. 

This  University  has  struggled  for  years  against  the  narrow  professionalism  which 
prevented  University  participation  in  the  liberal  education  of  lawyers.  With  uni- 
versities now  admitted  to  full  participation  in  the  legal  education  process,  it  is 
unthinkable  that  the  University  which  took  the  lead  in  achieving  this  objective 
should  not  also  take  the  lead  in  providing  adequate  accommodation,  centrally 
situated  among  the  disciplines  which  it  is  the  function  of  law  in  its  widest  sense  to 
regulate.  Perhaps  this  has  been  impossible  in  the  last  two  years,  although  it  seems 
strange  that  universities  with  no  previous  history  in  the  field  of  legal  education 
have  already  taken  steps  which  should  before  this  have  been  taken  by  the  University 
of  Toronto.  One  thing  is  sure.  The  University  of  Toronto  has  an  unequalled  oppor- 
tunity, not  merely  of  serving  as  another  law   school   training   craftsmen   for  the 
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profession,  but  of  being  an  outstanding  law  school  in  the  sense  of  a  national  law 
school — something  which  this  country  as  yet  lacks.  This  can  only  be  achieved  by 
retaining  a  staff  of  the  highest  calibre;  by  the  maintenance  of  the  highest  standards 
of  education;  and  by  providing  buildings  suitable  for  the  teaching  of  law  and  situated, 
as  law  buildings  should  be,  in  the  centre  of  the  various  activities  which  furnish  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  the  discipline.  The  first  two  the  Faculty  of  this  University  has.  The  last 
of  these  three  items  it  has  not,  and  unless  steps  are  taken  to  provide  them,  a  serious 
question  remains  as  to  the  length  of  time  the  first  two  will  be  capable  of  being 
sustained. 

Since  the  Faculty  of  Law  is  one  of  the  three  oldest  faculties  of  this  University, 
and  bearing  in  mind  the  tradition  of  the  place  of  law  in  University  education  and 
the  positions  of  leadership  and  trust  open  to  law  graduates,  it  is  surprising,  to  say 
the  least,  that  despite  my  repeated  urgings  of  the  last  two  or  three  years,  there  are 
still  no  concrete  plans  either  to  raise  money  to  promote  the  objectives  of  the  Faculty 
of  Law  or  to  find  a  fitting  place  on  the  campus  for  the  integration  of  law  with 
other  University  disciplines.  This  is  a  situation  that  I  trust  will  be  shortly  remedied. 
Indeed,  it  must  be  remedied  if  this  Faculty  is  to  maintain  its  influence  and  its 
status  as  a  centre  attractive  to  the  scholar  teacher  and  undergraduate  student. 

I  have  not  mentioned  the  problem  of  graduate  students  in  law,  although  this 
is  a  matter  which  has  been  of  some  concern  to  the  Faculty  at  this  University  and 
in  other  universities  in  this  country.  There  is  no  doubt  that  we  are  equipped  and 
willing  to  carry  on  graduate  work.  The  difficult  question  concerns  the  possibility  of 
obtaining  graduate  students.  At  the  present  time,  with  an  undergraduate  course  in 
law  necessitating  a  minimum  of  seven  years'  study  before  admittance  to  practice, 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  build  a  centre  for  graduate  study  in  law  without  money 
to  finance  students  willing  to  undertake  such  studies.  At  the  present  time,  as  in  the 
past  number  of  years,  most  Canadian  students  willing  to  do  graduate  work  have 
gone  to  the  United  States.  Originally  this  was  so  because  schools  in  Canada  were 
not  capable  of  providing  opportunities  for  graduate  work  comparable  to  those  offered 
by  schools  such  as  Harvard,  Columbia  and  Yale.  That  reason  no  longer  exists. 
What  does  attract  students  to  the  United  States,  however,  is  the  availability  of 
large  sums  of  money  to  those  pursuing  graduate  work.  Although  it  may  be  desirable 
for  Canadian  students  to  do  part  of  their  graduate  work  in  a  jurisdiction  other 
than  that  in  which  they  have  done  undergraduate  work,  certainly  our  Canadian 
schools  have  an  opportunity  of  attracting  graduate  students  in  law  from  other 
parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  have  had  frequent  inquiries  from  students  in 
England,  Australia  and  India,  all  of  whom  expressed  a  preference  for  doing 
graduate  work  in  Canada  rather  than  England  or  the  United  States,  but  practically 
all  of  whom  in  the  end  were  compelled  to  go  to  the  United  States  in  view  of  the 
financial  assistance  that  country  was  in  a  position  to  offer.  This  is  a  situation  which 
cannot  be  ignored  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  means  can  be  found  by  which 
graduate  study  in  law  can  be  encouraged.  The  reputation  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Faculty  of  Law  is  such  as  to  attract  graduate  students  from  various  parts  of 
the  Commonwealth,  but  at  the  present  time  the  expense  of  eight,  nine  or  ten  years 
in  academic  work  is  more  than  most  students  can  afford  without  financial  help. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  the  Faculty  has,  for  seven 
years,  subsidized  at  least  one  student  a  year  from  the  province  of  Quebec  who 
wished  to  pursue  studies  in  common  law  as  a  supplement  to  his  undergraduate  work 
in  the  civil  law  of  Quebec.  Several  students  from  Quebec  are  now  annually  applying 
for  assistance  of  this  kind  and  with  the  limited  funds  at  our  disposal  we  are  only 
capable  of  meeting  the  requests  of  one  or  two.  Canada  has  reason  to  be  grateful 
for  this  support  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  but  support  of  this  kind  should 
be  forthcoming  from  Canadian  sources  since  its  results  are  of  primary  advantage  to 
this  country.  During  the  present  year,  Professor  Weston,  again  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Carnegie  Corporation's  grant  in  connection  with  Comparative  Law,  spent 
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a  year's  leave  of  absence  in  France,  pursuing  studies  in  French  Law  as  a  background 
for  the  work  he  will  be  doing  on  his  return  in  the  field  of  Comparative  Law,  particu- 
larly with  relation  to  the  province  of  Quebec.  Also  during  the  current  year,  the 
fourth  volume  in  our  Comparative  Law  Series,  Canadian  Jurisprudence:  The  Civil 
Law  and  Common  Law  in  Canada,  was  published. 

While  most  Canadian  law  schools  have  been  content  to  furnish  merely  those 
basic  subjects  qualifying  for  admittance  to  the  profession,  the  Faculty  of  Law  of 
this  University  has  always  taken  a  wider  view  of  its  functions.  Basically,  it  exists  to 
provide  an  education  for  persons  seeking  to  enter  the  legal  profession  but,  in  addi- 
tion, and  with  full  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  law  is  not  a  static  thing  and 
requires  men  to  direct  its  course  and  policy,  it  has  provided  courses  which  afford  an 
opportunity  of  studying  not  merely  the  "what"  and  "how"  but  the  "why"  and 
"where."  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  our  work  in  the  field  of  Comparative 
Law.  During  the  last  year  we  felt  the  time  was  ripe  to  provide  an  opportunity  for 
undergraduate  students  to  do  advanced  work  in  certain  fields  and,  with  this  in 
mind,  we  have  added  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Canadian  law  schools  an 
advanced  course  in  Corporations.  In  addition,  we  felt  that  to  meet  the  pressing  prob- 
lem of  reconciling  the  differences  between  two  world  camps  attention  should  be 
directed  to  an  understanding  of  the  role  of  law  in  those  countries  such  as  Russia 
which  do  not  follow  the  traditions  of  the  common  law  of  England,  or  the  civil 
law  of  Rome.  From  modest  beginnings  and  experiments,  work  of  this  nature  may 
assist  in  supplying  a  bridge  through  the  medium  of  law  between  those  parts  of  the 
world  which,  without  understanding  and  without  a  "law"  common  to  both,  will 
undoubtedly  annihilate  each  other. 

For  many  years,  the  University  of  Toronto  Law  Journal  has  been  subsidized 
from  the  funds  available  for  scholarly  publications.  It  has  been  an  annual  volume 
and,  as  such,  has  never  achieved  a  wide  circulation,  although  its  reputation  is  firm 
and  high  amongst  the  legal  periodicals  of  the  common  law  world.  For  several  years, 
students  of  this  Faculty  have  produced  their  own  Review,  written  and  published 
by  themselves.  The  time  has  now  come  when  serious  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  possibility  of  an  amalgamation  of  the  students'  Review  and  the  University 
of  Toronto  Law  Journal  under  student  editorship.  This  has  been  the  history  of 
such  journals  as  the  Harvard  Law  Review,  and  many  other  American  legal  periodi- 
cals, as  well  as  the  Cambridge  Law  Journal  in  England.  The  encouragement  of  legal 
writing  and  the  free  expression  of  opinion  are  certainly  objectives  to  be  encouraged 
in  any  law  faculty.  Whether  this  amalgamation  could  be  carried  out  under  the 
auspices  of  the  committee  administering  the  fund  which  subsidizes  the  scholarly 
journals  of  this  University  or  whether  a  project  of  this  nature  should  be  separately 
financed  by  the  University  is  a  question  for  the  future.  The  students'  publication  as  it 
presently  exists  is  in  itself  testimony  to  the  leadership  which  this  Faculty  can  provide 
in  legal  scholarship  in  Canada. 

During  the  past  year,  Professor  R.  S.  Mackay  resigned  to  accept  a  teaching 
position  at  the  new  faculty  being  established  in  London  at  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario  in  the  coming  session  1959-60.  While  we  all  regret  the  loss  of  an  able  and 
co-operative  colleague,  we  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  he  will  carry  with  him  the 
experience  gained  at  Toronto  and  something  of  the  spirit  and  aims  of  this  Faculty 
to  the  establishment  of  a  new  school  in  London.  To  replace  him,  we  have  been 
fortunate  in  bringing  Professor  John  Willis  back  to  this  Faculty  from  his  teaching 
position  at  the  Faculty  of  Law  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia.  Professor  Willis* 
wide  experience  in  practice,  governmental  and  international  services,  as  well  as  in 
the  teaching  field  in  Canada,  will  add  to  our  strength  and  support  our  claim  to  a 
pre-eminently  strong  faculty. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  once  again  express  my  gratitude  and  appreciation 
for  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all  my  colleagues  in  both  the  teaching  and  the  adminis- 
trative branches.  It  is  on  their  behalf  that  I  again  express  the  hope  that  before  too 
long  this  Faculty  will  return  to  the  campus  in  a  building  capable  of  affording  the 
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University  and  the  community  the  opportunity  of  taking  full  advantage  of  their 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  legal  education.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 
AND  ENGINEERING 

During  the  year  detailed  plans  for  the  new  engineering  building  on  St.  George 
St.  were  prepared,  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  record  that  at  the  time  of  writing  the 
contract  for  its  construction  has  been  let  and  that  excavation  for  the  foundation  is 
under  way.  This  means  that  the  first  step  in  the  expansion  of  this  Faculty  is  taking 
place,  and  that  the  sorely  needed  modern  accommodation  for  Electrical,  Civil  and 
Aeronautical  Engineering  is  within  sight.  It  is  of  considerable  general  engineering 
interest  that,  in  order  to  make  possible  a  very  much  better  and  more  efficient 
Engineering  Building,  the  Forestry  Building,  weighing  an  estimated  3,500  tons,  was 
moved  250  feet  up  St.  George  St.  Our  Forestry  colleagues'  complaisance  in  the  face  of 
this  uprooting  is  greatly  appreciated.  It  is  also  a  pleasure  to  record  that  badly  needed 
new  quarters  for  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  have  been  completed  on  land  provided 
by  the  University  adjacent  to  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  (Dufferin 
Division),  with  major  financial  assistance  from  the  Defence  Research  Board. 

A  new  undergraduate  course,  to  be  known  as  "Industrial  Engineering,"  has 
been  established  and  will  be  offered  for  the  first  time  in  September,  1959.  At  the 
same  time  the  course  in  "Engineering  and  Business"  will  be  discontinued.  The  older 
divisions  of  engineering,  such  as  mechanical,  chemical,  and  electrical,  require  men 
with  the  specialized  knowledge  and  experience  relevant  to  those  divisions.  Latterly, 
however,  quite  distinct  from  such  requirements,  there  has  developed  in  many 
industries  what  may  properly  be  regarded  as  a  new  branch  or  division  of  engineering, 
for  which  are  required  engineers  with  specialized  knowledge  of  a  kind  not  normally 
found  in  the  conventional  branches.  This  specialized  knowledge  may  be  best  described 
as  applied  mathematics.  For  example,  an  industry  may  be  engaged  in  the  production 
of  a  wide  variety  of  products.  Without  in  any  way  involving  the  methods  of 
production  of  those  products,  though  an  understanding  of  them  is  highly  desirable, 
very  complex  questions  arise,  such  as  the  proper  rate  and  diversity  of  procurement 
of  the  raw  materials,  manufacturing  schedules,  the  building-up  or  cutting-down  of 
inventories,  and  the  distribution  system.  Such  problems  can  be  very  complex  indeed, 
and  something  better  than  intuition  in  their  attempted  solution  is  desirable.  Certain 
aspects  of  applied  mathematics,  together  with  the  use  of  modern  computing  devices, 
offer  the  hope  of  better  approximations  to  the  desired  answers,  provided  the 
persons  using  them  have  an  engineering  background  and  a  specialized  knowledge 
of  applied  mathematics.  It  is  believed  that  these  requirements  are  met  in  the  new 
course.  Such  a  course  will  make  demands  upon  the  students'  intellect  at  least  as 
great  as  the  demands  arising  in  the  existing  courses,  and  will  provide  the  rigour  im- 
plicit in  any  engineering  discipline.  Moreover,  this  course  will  fit  the  student,  it  is 
believed,  to  enter  a  field  of  growing  industrial  importance. 

Consideration  over  the  past  three  years  of  the  course  in  Engineering  and 
Business  has  led  to  the  conclusion  that  this  desirable  union  of  two  fields  of  interest 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  combined  in  a  four-year  course.  It  seems  to  be  impossible, 
in  four  years,  to  maintain  the  engineering  content  at  a  level  consistent  with  the  aims 
of  our  Engineering  Faculty  and  at  the  same  time  include  the  quantity  of  "business" 
subjects  naturally  desired  by  those  responsible  for  that  part  of  the  programme. 
Further,  twice  as  many  students  from  the  "conventional"  courses  in  this  Faculty  go 
on  to  graduate  work  in  Business  Administration  as  do  students  from  Engineering 
and  Business,  indicating  quite  clearly  that  the  former  students  are  quite  willing,  in 
order  to  achieve  this  desirable  blending  of  two  disciplines,  to  invest  two  additional 
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years  in  that  pursuit  after  obtaining  an  engineering  degree.  We  think  this  is  a 
sounder  approach  and  have  therefore  discontinued  the  course  in  Engineering  and 
Business. 

The  Sub-critical  Reactor,  inaugurated  last  June,  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  a  full  year.  Its  performance  has  come  fully  up  to  expectations  and  a  satisfactory 
number  of  graduate  engineers  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
by  it  for  instruction  in  the  field  of  nuclear  engineering. 

In  my  report  for  the  1955-6  session  I  noted  that  engineering  graduates  were 
required  to  do  additional  work  before  being  qualified  to  proceed  in  one  year  at 
the  Ontario  College  of  Education  in  the  courses  leading  to  a  High  School  Specialist's 
Certificate.  In  view  of  the  marked  changes  that  have  occurred  during  the  past 
twenty  years  in  engineering  courses  and  the  need  for  high  school  teachers  of 
science  and  mathematics,  this  obstruction  seemed  to  me  to  be  not  only  outdated 
and  unnecessary  but  actually  harmful.  Amicable  discussions  have  led  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  course  leading  to  a  "Type  A"  certificate  in  Applied  Science,  for  which  most 
graduates  of  this  Faculty  are  qualified  upon  graduation.  This  is  a  forward  step 
and  has  led  to  a  gratifying  number  of  applicants  for  the  course.  It  is  surely  a  good 
thing  that  a  modicum  of  high  school  teachers  should  have  had  an  engineering  edu- 
cation. 

First-year  enrolment  dropped  by  about  10  per  cent  instead  of  remaining  about 
the  same,  or  increasing,  as  expected.  This  situation  was  general  throughout  North 
America.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  one  predicted  that  this  would  occur,  it  seems 
pointless  to  adduce  reasons  for  it,  which  would  be  very  easy,  because  that  would 
merely  be  being  wise  after  the  event.  There  is  no  reason  whatever,  however,  to  let 
this  disturb  long-term  planning.  The  "smoothed"  curve  remains  a  reliable  guide. 

The  facts  discussed  in  the  last  paragraph  will  postpone  for  a  while  the 
necessity  to  select  our  quota  of  first-year  students  from  those  applying,  but  the  day 
will  inevitably  come  when  that  necessity  will  be  upon  us.  In  preparation  for  that 
day  and  also  in  order  that  better  guidance  of  prospective  engineering  students 
may  be  achieved,  conversations  with  the  appropriate  authorities  are  currently  pro- 
ceeding, in  the  hope  that  a  body  of  knowledge  and  experience  will  be  available  when 
the  need  for  it  arises. 

The  Department  of  Engineering  Drawing  has  had  a  long  and  honourable 
career  in  the  Faculty.  Times  change,  however,  and  it  is  considered  wise  at  this  time 
to  incorporate  it  for  the  most  part  in  Civil  Engineering,  with  a  lesser  part  going  to 
Mechanical  Engineering.  The  important  teaching  functions  performed  by  the 
Department  will,  of  course,  continue,  but  it  is  felt  that  they  can,  for  the  future,  be 
better  performed  by  the  new  arrangement. 

Professor  W.  J.  T.  Wright  retires  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Engineering 
Drawing  on  June  30,  but  becomes,  by  appropriate  action  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Engineering  Drawing  upon  July  1.  Such  a  promotion  cannot 
be  better  deserved.  The  very  many  years  of  devoted  teaching  and  administration 
would  alone  merit  such  a  recognition,  but  Professor  Wright's  contribution  to  the 
life  of  the  Faculty  goes  far  beyond  that.  His  interest  in  students  as  individuals,  and 
his  help  to  what  might  almost  be  described  as  generations  of  them  are  well  known 
within  and  without  the  Faculty,  and  found  quite  unusual  expression  by  the  students 
themselves  in  honouring  him  at  their  Graduation  Ball,  and  by  the  establishment  of  the 
W.  J.  T.  Wright  Athletic  Trophy.  His  service  as  Director  of  Studies  during  the 
"Ajax"  period,  when  there  were  3,800  first-  and  second-year  Engineering  students 
in  one  place  at  one  time,  was  outstanding,  and  required  an  unusual  degree  of 
wisdom  and  understanding.  The  University  could  do  with  more  Professor  Wrights. 

Normally  one  refers  to  retiring  professors  one  by  one,  but  in  the  case  of 
Professor  W.  B.  Dunbar  and  Professor  A.  Wardell,  who  are  both  retiring  this  year 
as  Professors  of  Engineering  Drawing,  it  seems  to  be  appropriate  to  speak  of  them  to- 
gether. As  friends  they  joined  the  stafT  at  the  same  time,  as  friends  they  will  retire  at 
the  same  time,  and  in  between  they  have  both  given  freely  of  themselves  to  literally 
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thousands  of  engineering  students.  It  is  an  exacting  task  to  teach  the  young 
engineer  the  necessity  for  care  and  accuracy  in  his  work  and  very  easy  to  become 
weary  of  looking  for  and  insisting  upon,  in  detail,  a  high  standard.  These  two 
men  have  exemplified  tireless  devotion  to  excellence,  and  the  thanks  of  their 
hundreds  of  students  and  of  the  Faculty  go  with  them. 

One  of  the  revivifying  processes  at  a  university  is  the  sending  of  members  of 
staff  away  for  a  year  or  so  to  some  other  centre  of  learning — the  so-called  "sabbatical" 
leave.  The  "one-in-seven"  connotation  no  longer  has  any  literal  meaning  under 
modern  conditions,  but  the  practice  is  a  most  valuable  one,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
record  that  Professor  B.  Etkin  has  spent  the  year  at  the  Royal  Aeronautical  Estab- 
lishment, Farnborough,  England,  and  Professor  G.  Sinclair  and  Mr.  D.  J.  L.  Kennedy 
at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

The  new  procedure,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  of  dealing  with  interviews 
between  prospective  employers  and  members  of  the  graduating  class,  was  repeated, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  K.  Bradford,  Director  of  the  University  Placement 
Service.  It  was  an  undoubted  success  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  procedure 
has  now  become  "normal." 

The  family  of  the  late  Chester  B.  Hamilton,  an  outstanding  engineer  and  a 
graduate  of  this  Faculty,  have  established  a  $500  undergraduate  scholarship  in  his 
memory.  Also,  the  Northern  Electric  Company  has  established  a  $500  scholarship, 
and  under  the  will  of  the  late  Frederick  W.  Schumacher  a  scholarship  of  the  approxi- 
mate value  of  $500  was  set  up.  The  latter  two  are  tenable  also  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 
We  are  grateful  for  these  gifts.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  AEROPHYSICS 

The  year  1959  is  the  golden  anniversary  of  the  first  powered  flight  in  Canada. 
From  the  very  beginning  the  University  of  Toronto  was  destined  to  play  an  important 
role  in  Canadian  aeronautical  development.  A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Toronto,  "Casey"  Baldwin,  flew  a  powered  aircraft  over  a  frozen  lake  in  New 
York  State  on  March  12,  1908,  and  became  the  first  Canadian  to  accomplish  this 
feat.  A  classmate,  John  McCurdy,  made  the  first  powered  flight  in  Canada  in  the 
Silver  Dart  over  the  ice  of  Baddeck  Bay,  Bras  d'Or  Lakes,  in  Cape  Breton  Island, 
on  March  23,  1909.  Both  men  worked  under  the  direction  of  Alexander  Graham 
Bell  as  members  of  the  famous  Aerial  Experiment  Association. 

In  1918,  the  University  of  Toronto  established  the  first  organized  centre  of 
aeronautical  research  in  Canada  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Parkin,  who 
later  (1929)  undertook  the  organization  of  aeronautical  research  in  the  National 
Research  Council.  The  University  of  Toronto  became  the  first  university  in  Canada 
to  offer  instruction  in  aeronautics  with  the  establishment  in  1935  of  an  option  in 
Engineering  Physics  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  T.  R.  Loudon.  In  1949, 
teaching  and  research  in  aeronautical  engineering  and  science  were  given  a 
permanent  place  in  the  University  of  Toronto  by  the  establishment  of  the  Institute 
of  Aerophysics  under  a  grant  from  the  Defence  Research  Board.  Today  the  Institute 
remains  the  only  university  division  in  Canada  which  devotes  full  time  to  aero- 
nautical education.  We  wish  to  record  here  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  encourage- 
ment and  assistance  received  from  the  late  Dr.  S.  E.  Smith  who  was  President  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  when  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics  was  founded. 

It  was  appropriate  that  in  its  decennial  year,  the  Institute  should  begin  a 
programme  of  relocation  by  occupying  a  new  building  on  a  site  adequate  for 
future  expansion.  The  new  space,  along  with  that  retained  in  the  old  building  at 
Downsview  Airport,  provides  the  Institute  with  sufficient  accommodation  for  about 
forty  graduate  students.  However,  the  division  of  our  graduate  facilities  between 
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two  sites  has  introduced  serious  problems,  and  the  complete  relocation  of  the  Institute 
on  the  new  site  as  required  by  the  agreement  with  the  Defence  Research  Board  is 
now  a  matter  of  some  urgency.  Our  space  needs  for  undergraduate  students  are 
being  met  by  the  inclusion  of  three  laboratories  and  four  offices  in  the  new  engineer- 
ing building  to  be  constructed  on  the  campus. 

The  research  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  being  steadily  improved  and  increased. 
With  the  acquisition  of  a  hypersonic  shock  tunnel  and  a  low  density  plasma  tunnel 
now  under  development,  the  Institute  will  have  equipment  for  the  study  of  problems 
in  fluid  mechanics  anywhere  between  take-off  and  space  flight.  In  connection 
with  future  space  propulsion  research,  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  properties  of  gases  at  extremely  high  temperatures.  A  few  years  ago  we  con- 
sidered 1 5,000 CF.  as  the  upper  limit  attainable  in  our  facilities,  but  the  application 
of  the  new  subject  of  magneto  gas  dynamics  has  now  raised  this  to  1,000,000°  F.  and 
the  attainment  of  higher  temperatures  is  a  matter  of  development.  We  are  also 
enlarging  our  borders  in  the  direction  of  aerostructures.  A  modest  beginning  has 
been  made  in  the  field  of  fatigue  properties  of  aircraft  materials  with  a  view  to 
future  extension  into  the  thermal  effects  on  structures  associated  with  high  speed 
flight.  The  Institute  is  also  engaged  in  work  of  immediate  application,  such  as  the 
study  of  aerodynamic  noise  and  vertical  take-off.  The  Institute  issues  an  Annual 
Progress  Report  which  this  year  lists  forty-two  research  projects.  We  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  continued  support  of  the  Defence  Research  Board,  the  U.S.  Air 
Force  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  the  U.S.  Office  of  Naval  Research. 

In  the  past  our  objective  has  been  the  simulation  of  flight  conditions  in  the 
laboratory.  Recent  results  now  point  the  way  to  investigations  in  the  upper  atmo- 
sphere. The  Institute  is  represented  on  the  recently  appointed  Associate  Committee 
for  Space  Research  and  will  participate  in  a  series  of  launching  trials  as  part  of  a 
programme  of  investigations  in  the  slip  and  free-molecule  flow  regimes.  Parallel 
with  this  development,  the  Institute  has  set  up  a  course  in  aeronautical/astronautical 
engineering.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF 
HOUSEHOLD  SCIENCE 

In  the  1958-9  session,  490  students  were  enrolled  in  the  Faculty.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 90  are  proceeding  to  a  degree  in  Household  Science;  259  are  enrolled  in  the 
General  Course  with  42  making  it  their  area  of  concentration.  In  the  Department 
of  Food  Chemistry,  141  students  are  enrolled.  Of  this  number,  68  are  registered  in 
two  or  more  courses  in  Food  Chemistry.  A  number  of  these  students  have  come 
from  foreign  countries  to  study  Food  Chemistry  in  this  University.  Eight  graduate 
students,  one  of  whom  received  a  National  Research  Council  Fellowship,  are 
engaged  in  various  research  projects  in  the  Department  of  Food  Chemistry.  Some 
valuable  findings  on  the  mode  of  action  of  certain  chemical  food  additives  effective 
as  fungistatic  agents  were  obtained  by  Professor  Butterfield.  A  programme  on 
fundamental  research  in  starch  chemistry  is  being  continued  by  the  Food  Chemistry 
Department.  In  the  Department  of  Household  Science,  two  graduate  students 
were  engaged  in  the  obesity  research  programme  in  co-operation  with  the  Women's 
College  Hospital.  Another  Master's  student  is  participating  in  the  research  pro- 
gramme of  the  Metabolic  Unit  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children.  It  is  indeed 
gratifying  to  report  that  Dr.  Elizabeth  Laird  has  made  a  very  substantial  increase 
in  the  Annie  L.  Laird  Scholarship  fund.  This  will  provide  a  fellowship  of  approxi- 
mately $1,000  for  a  student  proceeding  to  a  Master's  degree. 
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An  effective  internship  programme,  integrating  professional  summer  experience 
with  hospital  or  commercial  dietetic  training,  has  been  initiated  in  Toronto  this 
year  in  co-operation  with  the  Canadian  Dietetic  Association.  This  programme  is 
designed  to  shorten  the  one  year  of  professional  training  after  graduation  to 
encourage  recruitment  for  administrative  and  research  personnel. 

A  course  in  basic  nutrition  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Extension  was  given 
by  Dr.  McLaren,  Miss  Wardlaw  and  Miss  Gorham.  Ninety-four  teachers,  dietitians, 
nutritionists,  public  health  nurses,  and  homemakers  were  enrolled  for  the  fall 
lecture  series.  It  was  evident  that  there  is  a  need  for  adult  education  in  this  field. 

In  February,  the  staff  presented  a  one-day  symposium  covering  various  areas 
in  Home  Economics  to  the  Home  Economics  Section  of  the  Ontario  Teachers' 
Federation. 

The  Alumnae's  enthusiastic  support  of  the  Department  continues  to  be  gratify- 
ing. Various  graduation  classes  have  donated  many  fine  gifts  to  the  building. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  teaching  and 
administrative  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  during  this  past  year.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  ONTARIO  COLLEGE  OF  EDUCATION 

The  profession  of  teaching  is  becoming  very  popular.  The  caricatures  of  the 
past  are  gone,  for  better  or  for  worse,  forever.  Entirely  new  images  of  the  scholar- 
teacher  are  emerging,  and  learning  is  again  a  respectable  pursuit. 

On  June  15,  the  Special  Ten  Weeks  Summer  Course  for  1959  attracted  930  pros- 
pective high  school  teachers,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  over  the  1958  class.  Of  this 
group  124  held  degrees  from  universities  outside  Ontario  but  within  the  Common- 
wealth and  45  held  degrees  from  outside  the  British  Commonwealth. 

Add  to  930  the  number  of  students  who  secure  certificates  by  all  routes  avail- 
able and  the  total  number  of  qualified  people  entering  high  school  teaching  annually 
amounts  to  about  1,650.  The  number  of  candidates  for  the  winter  course  increases 
steadily  from  year  to  year.  Within  the  next  three  years  the  total  number  per  year, 
it  is  expected,  will  be  increased  by  33  per  cent.  No  serious  shortage  of  high  school 
teachers  is  apparent,  but  a  dearth  of  specialist  teachers  for  academic  subjects  persists. 
The  future  for  academic  specialist  teachers  was  never  brighter  than  it  is  today. 

Among  recent  changes  already  effective  or  approved  for  implementation  in 
the  programme  of  teacher  education  are  a  few  that  should  be  mentioned  here.  Time 
and  stress  on  the  teaching  of  the  basic  academic  subjects  have  been  increased  more 
than  100  per  cent.  The  academic  options  chosen  by  candidates  are  now  increased 
from  two  to  three.  The  teacher-student  ratio  in  the  classroom  is  being  reduced  from 
fifty  to  thirty.  In  order  to  achieve  these  objectives  it  has  been  necessary  to  increase 
the  instructional  staff.  From  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Schools  Mr.  R. 
G.  Casson  has  been  promoted  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in  Science,  Mr.  J.  R. 
Life  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in  Physical  and  Health  Education,  Mr.  A.  D. 
Lockhart  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Methods  in  History,  Mr.  J.  W.  MacDonald  to 
Lecturer  in  Methods  in  English,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  MacLean  to  Assistant  Professor  of 
Methods  in  Mathematics.  Mr.  W.  E.  Bergey  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor 
of  Industrial  and  Vocational  Education.  In  addition  the  following  appointments  have 
been  made  to  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Schools:  Mr.  S.  H.  Bull  in 
English  and  History,  Mr.  W.  R.  Cunnington  in  Mathematics,  Mr.  D.  B.  Rhodes 
in  History,  and  Mr.  D.  J.  Rutledge  in  English. 

During  the  year  thirty-six  students,  in  a  winter  course  consisting  of  315,  were 
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awarded  citations  for  outstanding  academic  and  professional  achievement  as  student- 
teachers.  Of  this  group,  twenty-three  held  Type  A  standing  and  fifteen  Type  B. 
Women  outnumbered  men  twenty-one  to  fifteen.  This  was  a  first  attempt  to  place 
a  merit  rating  on  teachers. 

Although  a  third  floor  in  the  new  wing  was  completed  and  made  available  for 
classes  last  summer,  space  is  already  at  a  premium  and  more  accommodation  for  the 
greatly  increased  enrolment  in  all  departments  will  have  to  be  found  in  the  near 
future.  Granted  that  the  chief  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  Ontario  College  of 
Education  is  to  provide  teacher  education  for  potential  high  school  teachers  holding 
basic  certificates,  the  fulfilment  of  this  obligation  is  by  no  means  its  only  responsibility. 

Programmes  leading  to  graduate  degrees  in  Education  continue  to  attract  in- 
creasing numbers  of  teachers  and  other  school  officials  from  Ontario  and  elsewhere. 
In  the  year  under  review  6  doctorates,  84  master's  degrees,  and  159  Bachelor  of 
Education  degrees  were  granted.  This  represents  an  increase  of  almost  30  per  cent 
in  the  past  two  years.  Financial  assistance  for  full-time  graduate  students  in  regular 
academic  sessions  remains  a  pressing  problem,  although  some  school  boards  are 
beginning  to  grant  leave  of  absence,  with  subsistence  pay,  to  selected  teachers  pursu- 
ing advanced  studies. 

The  Canadian  Educational  Association  Short  Course  in  Educational  Leadership 
was  held  again  at  the  Ontario  College  of  Education  from  May  11  to  May  29.  This 
course  provided  instruction  and  opportunity  for  exchange  of  views  to  about  eighty 
superintendents  and  administrators  from  the  length  and  breadth  of  Canada. 

Of  a  class  of  forty-five  in  Industrial  Arts,  thirty-eight  candidates  were  recom- 
mended for  certificates.  The  Industrial  Arts  staff  visited  each  Teachers'  College  in 
Ontario  in  an  effort  to  recruit  additional  candidates  in  this  field  in  which  there  is  a 
shortage. 

Owing  to  the  recent  industrial  recession  the  class  in  Vocational  Education  was 
unusually  large.  Thirteen  trades  were  represented  and  sixty-eight  candidates  were 
successful  at  the  examinations.  Shortages  still  occur  in  the  printing  and  electrical 
trades. 

In  the  current  session  of  the  Library  School  registration  was  about  10  per  cent 
higher  than  in  recent  years.  As  usual  the  students  were  drawn  from  all  parts  of 
Canada  and  abroad,  and  they  held  degrees  from  nineteen  different  universities. 
Placement  figures  remain  about  the  same  with  demand  considerably  beyond  supply. 
These  graduates  enter  all  types  of  libraries.  This  year  46  per  cent  went  into  public 
library  work;  33  per  cent  accepted  positions  in  Canadian  colleges  and  universities; 
and  21  per  cent  were  employed  in  special  libraries.  As  the  demand  for  librarians 
increases  the  Library  School  continues  to  grow,  thus  necessitating  increased  quarters 
for  classrooms,  laboratory,  and  library. 

The  Department  of  Educational  Research  has  enlarged  its  studies  of  the  identifi- 
cation and  utilization  of  student  resources  through  an  extension  of  the  original 
Atkinson  Study  (an  additional  grant  of  $50,000  was  awarded  by  the  Atkinson 
Charitable  Foundation),  and  by  starting  a  very  extensive  longitudinal  study  of  high 
school  students.  The  new  study,  to  be  known  as  the  Carnegie  Study  in  recognition  of 
its  being  partly  financed  by  a  grant  of  $90,000  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation  of 
New  York,  will  begin  in  September,  1959,  and  will  involve  all  the  approximately 
100,000  Grade  IX  students  in  the  province.  During  the  year  under  review  several 
major  activities  were  continued,  including  revision  of  the  schedules  of  grants  to  local 
school  authorities,  testing  of  all  Grade  XII  students  of  the  General  Course  in  the 
province,  experimentation  with  the  objective  tests  at  the  Grade  XIII  level,  and  the 
study  of  achievement  in  the  skill  subjects  in  the  high  school  in  co-operation  with  the 
Ontario  Secondary  School  Headmasters'  Association.  Altogether  this  department  is 
engaged  at  present  in  thirty-six  research  studies.  Of  particular  significance  to  research 
in  Education  in  this  province  during  the  year  were  the  establishment  of  the  Ontario 
Educational  Research  Council  and  the  publication  of  the  Ontario  Journal  of  Educa- 
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tional  Research.  The  former  is  closely  associated  with,  and  the  latter  entirely  the 
responsibility  of,  the  Department  of  Educational  Research. 

The  Guidance  Centre  has  been  extremely  active  during  the  past  year.  Increased 
demand  for  materials  offered  by  the  Centre  suggests  a  growing  realization  of  the 
importance  of  providing  adequate  guidance  services  in  the  schools. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Schools  approaches  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  its 
founding,  and  this  will  be  celebrated  in  1960.  With  its  staff  of  22  masters  and  425 
pupils,  this  boys'  school  (Grades  VII  to  XIII  inclusive)  continues  to  provide  demon- 
stration lessons,  experiments  in  education,  and  classes  for  practice  teaching.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  activities,  the  School  maintains  an  enviable  scholastic  record. 

A  summary  of  this  report  must  mention  the  attraction  that  teaching  as  a  career 
has  for  a  great  many  people,  the  consequent  need  for  more  accommodation  and  staff, 
and  the  shifting  of  emphasis  from  sociological  practices  to  educational  processes  in 
teacher  education.

THE  DEAK  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  FORESTRY 

The  present  Forestry  Building  was  erected  in  1925.  At  the  time  it  was  recognized 
that  this  was  the  most  important  step  that  had  been  taken  in  the  development  of  the 
Faculty  since  its  establishment  eighteen  years  earlier — the  culmination  of  many  years 
of  planning  and  effort,  and  a  point  of  accomplishment  which  "put  new  life  into  the 
Faculty,  giving  an  impetus  to  the  work  of  staff  and  students  alike."  The  ceremonies 
marking  the  official  opening  were  attended  by  members  of  the  profession  from  all 
parts  of  Canada  and  from  the  United  States. 

The  relocation  of  the  building  during  the  past  year,  while  undertaken  primarily 
to  facilitate  the  plans  for  University  expansion,  has  made  possible  an  increase  in 
laboratory  and  study  accommodation  and  provides  the  basis  for  further  expansion 
in  the  future. 

In  particular  the  basement,  which  previously  had  been  used  mainly  for  services 
and  storage,  now  includes  an  excellent  laboratory  unit  for  study  and  research  in  wood 
technology.  The  purpose  of  this  is  not  so  much  to  extend  our  work  into  the  field  of 
wood  technology  as  such,  but  rather  to  be  able  to  study  the  effects  of  certain  develop- 
ments in  forest  management  on  the  structure  and  properties  of  the  end  product,  wood. 

The  new  basement  also  provides  accommodation  for  a  students'  common  room 
which  has  recently  been  completed  and  furnished.  The  wall  panelling  in  this  room, 
of  oak  and  walnut  hardboard,  is  being  provided  by  the  Abitibi  Power  &  Paper  Co., 
while  the  furniture,  appropriate  to  the  setting,  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Van  Dusen, 
who  graduated  from  the  Faculty  in  1913.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  Abitibi  and 
Mr.  Van  Dusen  for  providing  our  undergraduates  of  the  future  with  such  pleasant 
surroundings. 

The  room  on  the  ground  floor  previously  used  by  undergraduates  is  now  avail- 
able for  seminars,  meetings,  and  as  a  reading  room — a  type  of  accommodation  that 
has  long  been  needed  in  the  Faculty. 

For  the  session,  there  were  nine  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  proceeding  to  the  M.Sc.F.  degree,  a  considerable  increase  over  previous  years. 
Of  this  total,  four  were  specializing  in  various  aspects  of  forest  biology,  and  five  in 
management  and  economics.  Enquiries  from  prospective  candidates  and  various  forest 
research  organizations  indicate  that  the  demand  for  advanced  studies  at  both  the 
master's  and  the  doctoral  levels  will  increase  greatly  in  the  years  ahead.  It  would 
seem  reasonable  that  every  effort  be  made  by  this  Faculty  to  meet  this  demand,  at 
least  in  those  areas  where  it  has  already  established  some  authority.  During  the  past 
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year  it  was  only  possible  to  accommodate  the  graduate  students  in  forestry  by  making 
use  of  space  temporarily  available  at  47  St.  George  St.  Plans  are  now  being  prepared 
for  an  extension  of  each  of  the  floors  of  the  Forestry  Building  over  the  new  part  of 
the  basement.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  to  meet  our  future  requirements  in  certain  fields 
not  adequately  served  at  the  present  time,  as  for  example,  forest  mensuration  and 
forest  economics. 

Faculty  research  at  the  University  Forest  and  the  Glendon  Hall  laboratory  was 
continued  along  the  same  general  lines  as  in  the  past  two  years,  the  principal  subjects 
of  investigation  being  growth  cycles  and  water  relations  of  woody  plants  (J.  L. 
Farrar),  mineral  nutrition  in  forest  plantations  (K.  A.  Armson),  evaluation  of  defect 
and  estimation  of  net  volume  production  in  natural  forests  (D.  V.  Love),  and 
histological  studies  of  bark  of  commercial  tree  species  (A.  D.  Hall).  As  noted  else- 
where, a  number  of  reports  on  these  projects  have  been  published  during  the  year. 
Also  theses  on  the  following  subjects  were  accepted  in  partial  fulfilment  of  M.Sc.F. 
degree  requirements: 

Salm,  Jacob.    Review  of  Current  Forest  Nursery  Practice, 
van  den  Driessche,  R.  J.   Natural  Root  Grafting  in  Red  Pine. 

Williams,  J.  R.  M.    Root  Development  and  Height  Growth  of  Red  Pine  in  Relation 
to  Soil  Conditions. 

Graduate  students  working  under  Dr.  Farrar  have  also  carried  out  investigations 
of  winter  damage  and  drought  effects  on  seedling  and  transplant  stock. 

Further  support  for  the  graduate  programme  in  forestry  came  about  during  the 
year  with  the  establishment  of  a  fellowship  of  the  value  of  $1,800  by  the  Toronto 
Anglers'  and  Hunters'  Association  to  encourage  research  and  advanced  study  in 
forest  management.  This  is  the  second  fellowship  established  by  the  Toronto  Anglers' 
and  Hunters'  Association  for  forestry  work  in  recent  years,  the  first  one  being  in 
forest  soils. 

Facilities  for  analytical  work  at  the  Glendon  Hall  laboratory  were  much  im- 
proved during  the  year  by  the  installation  of  a  number  of  pieces  of  equipment  on 
long-term  loan  from  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  which  also  made  available 
the  part-time  services  of  a  laboratory  technician.  Also,  additional  nursery  land  has 
been  prepared  on  the  lower  levels  of  this  property,  and  a  misting  chamber  for  the 
propagation  of  stem  cuttings  has  been  built  in  the  greenhouse. 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  towards  establishing  an  arboretum 
on  the  grounds  of  the  Dunlap  Observatory.  This  programme  is  being  developed  in 
co-operation  with  Dr.  J.  F.  Heard,  Director  of  the  Observatory. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Forest  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  used  as  a 
centre  for  research  and  the  training  of  foresters,  forest  rangers,  surveyors,  and  archi- 
tects, but  only  recently  has  it  been  possible  to  carry  out  logging  operations  on  anything 
but  a  small  scale  and  only  in  areas  close  to  the  main  highway.  Over  the  past  three 
years,  however,  about  nine  miles  of  permanent  road  have  been  built  on  the  area,  and 
as  a  result  these  operations  have  increased  somewhat  in  size  and  have  been  distri- 
buted more  favourably  with  reference  to  forest  types  and  age  classes. 

During  the  past  year  a  total  of  some  200  cords  of  fuelwood  and  more  than 
1,000,000  board  feet  of  sawtimber  were  cut  on  the  Forest,  providing  a  gross  income 
of  approximately  $20,000  from  the  sale  of  stumpage,  logs,  lumber,  and  fuel  wood. 
Expenditure  on  administration  and  operations,  including  the  running  of  a  small 
sawmill  for  a  short  period,  totalled  about  $6,000.  The  balance  was  spent  on  forest 
development,  including  $10,000  on  road  construction. 

On  a  number  of  occasions  in  past  annual  reports  I  have  stated  the  urgent  need 
for  the  appointment  to  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of  a  forest  pathologist  and  a  librarian. 
It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  both  these  appointments  were  made  during 
the  1958-9  session.  Mr.  Erik  Jorgensen,  M.F.,  formerly  with  the  Federal  Division  of 
Forest  Biology,  has  been  given  responsibility  for  the  programme  of  research  and 
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teaching  in  forest  pathology;  although  he  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Faculty,  accommoda- 
tion for  Professor  Jorgensen  has  kindly  been  provided  by  the  Department  of  Botany, 
where  he  will  have  readily  available  the  literature,  records,  and  material  directly 
associated  with  his  work. 

With  the  appointment  of  Miss  Gwenda  Bowman  as  Librarian  and  with  the 
additional  accommodation  now  becoming  available,  the  Library  should  be  of  ever- 
increasing  usefulness  to  the  Faculty  and  also  to  the  fairly  large  number  of  graduates 
working  in  the  vicinity  of  Toronto. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  very  real  appreciation  to  the 
officers  of  the  University,  members  of  the  Faculty  staff  and  student  body,  the  Forestry 
Alumni  Association,  and  a  number  of  people  and  organizations  outside  the  University, 
all  of  whom  through  direct  contribution  or  close  co-operation  have  indicated  their 
interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Faculty  during  the  past  year.

THE  DEAH  OF  THE  ROYAL  CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC 

It  was  a  happy  event,  and  one  to  which  we  had  all  been  looking  forward  for 
many,  many  months,  when  the  President  appeared  on  television  with  his  plans  of  the 
new  campus  and  showed  the  position  and  form  which  the  new  Conservatory  would 
take  in  the  scheme  of  things.  That  all  the  planning  and  discussion  of  recent  years 
have  at  last  come  to  fruition  is  indeed  something  to  be  grateful  for. 

As  the  City  of  Toronto  grows,  we  find  that  the  centre  of  gravity  of  the  School  of 
Music  moves  gradually  outwards  to  the  periphery,  with  the  result  that  the  branches 
show  a  continual  increase,  especially  in  the  more  rapidly  developing  areas.  No  one  is 
going  to  suffer  an  hour's  streetcar  ride  there  and  back,  with  a  small  child,  to  attend 
the  Main  Building  when  music  lessons  can  be  arranged  at  a  local  branch.  We  shall 
probably  find  that  the  more  the  city  grows,  the  more  the  Main  Building  of  the  School 
of  Music  will  find  itself  an  island  in  the  ocean  of  streets  surrounding  it ;  so  the  branch 
operation  is  becoming  more  and  more  justified  every  year. 

We  expect  to  be  able  to  move  within  the  next  two  years  and,  with  the  adequate 
space  which  will  then  be  at  our  disposal,  we  shall  hope  for  great  developments  in  all 
branches  of  the  work  at  the  Conservatory. 

Faculty  of  Music 

During  the  academic  year  1958-9,  there  were  122  students  enrolled  in  the 
Faculty  of  Music.  Of  these,  12  were  in  General  Music,  60  in  Music  Education,  20  in 
the  Artist  Diploma  Course,  16  in  the  Licentiate  Diploma  Course  and  14  in  both  the 
Artist  and  the  Licentiate  Diploma  Courses.  Of  special  interest  was  the  fact  that  two 
Canada  Council  scholarship  students  from  overseas  were  enrolled  in  the  Faculty — one 
from  Cuba,  in  the  Licentiate  Diploma  Course  in  Piano;  the  other  from  Germany  in 
the  Artist  Diploma  Course  in  Organ.  Sixteen  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music,  10  the  Artist  Diploma  and  4  the  Licentiate  Diploma.  The  Doctor  of  Music 
degree  was  conferred  on  two  candidates  through  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 
The  Faculty  continued  to  serve  the  University  at  large  by  offering  all  musical  instruc- 
tion for  the  honour  course  in  Music  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  (6  students) ,  to  36  students 
in  the  General  Arts  course,  and  to  87  in  Religious  Knowledge  option  courses. 

The  Faculty  of  Music  lectures  continued  for  a  second  year  and  were  well 
attended  by  music  students,  other  University  students,  staff  and  the  general  public.  A 
further  enrichment  of  listening  opportunities  was  provided  by  a  successful  and  happy 
co-operation  with  the  Women's  Musical  Club  through  which  the  Faculty  of  Music 
students  and  staff  were  invited  to  attend  the  afternoon  recitals  of  the  Club. 
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The  University  Orchestra,  conducted  by  Professor  Rosevear  and  with  Walter 
Kemp  (Third  Year,  General  Music)  as  assistant  conductor,  presented  its  annual 
concert  in  Convocation  Hall,  assisted  by  the  University  Chorus.  Departing  from  a 
tradition  of  some  years,  the  University  Chorus,  conducted  by  Professor  Johnston  and 
assistant  conductor  George  Dunkley  (Third  Year,  Music  Education),  moved  to  the 
Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  for  its  annual  concert.  The  Chorus  also  participated  in  the 
traditional  invitation  joint  concert  sponsored  by  the  Hart  House  Glee  Club. 

An  "Open  House"  held  in  March  for  secondary  school  students  interested  in 
careers  in  music  was  a  highly  successful  experiment  in  public  relations  for  both  the 
Faculty  and  the  University  as  a  whole.  In  all,  134  students,  representing  schools  as 
far  distant  as  Sarnia  and  Kingston,  came  to  Toronto  for  the  all-day  programme. 
Many  music  teachers,  a  good  proportion  of  them  Faculty  graduates,  also  attended. 
The  visitors  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  informal  performances  by  student  soloists 
and  chamber  music  groups,  to  tour  the  campus,  lunch  at  Hart  House,  and  learn  of 
the  Faculty's  offerings.  Co-operation  of  the  Undergraduate  Association  in  this  event 
was  enthusiastic  and  extremely  valuable. 

A  matter  of  special  interest  is  that,  during  the  spring,  first  steps  were  taken  in  the 
establishment  of  an  Electronic  Music  Studio,  this  in  co-operation  with  the  National 
Research  Council  and  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Myron  S.  Schaeffer  of  Western  Reserve  was  added  to  the  staff  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Theory  and  History,  while  Leslie  Holmes  of  the  Singing  staff  retired  at 
the  close  of  the  academic  year.  Mrs.  K.  R.  Kilburn,  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  for  six 
years,  and  Secretary  to  the  Director  since  1946,  also  resigned  at  that  time.  Her  devo- 
tion to  duty  and  interest  in  the  students  will  be  remembered  with  deep  appreciation. 
The  resignation  of  the  secretarial  assistant,  Miss  Margaret  Lovell,  was  also  accepted 
with  regret.  Miss  Frances  Douglas  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  Faculty 
Secretary. 

The  traditional  series  of  vesper-hour  organ  recitals  in  Convocation  Hall  once 
more  was  presented  by  Dr.  Healey  Willan,  University  Organist,  assisted  by  guest 
organists.  Mr.  Leland  Richardson's  recitals  on  the  Hart  House  carillon  provided 
melodious  accompaniment  to  academic  ceremonial  occasions  and  during  the  summer 
months. 

School  of  Music 

Last  year,  reference  was  made  to  the  policy  of  reducing  the  faculty  and  student 
body  to  more  compact  units  and  this  policy  has  been  followed.  Despite  this,  there  was 
an  increase  in  registration  in  the  main  building  and  in  the  branches.  The  successful 
innovation  of  the  string  instrument  scholarships,  which  was  mentioned  in  last  year's 
report,  has  resulted  in  a  first-rate  nucleus  of  young  string  players  being  formed.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  group  will  eventually  produce  several  outstanding  players  and  reports 
on  the  progress  of  the  first  year's  students  show  that  the  pupils  were  well  chosen  by 
the  committee.  This  is  by  far  the  most  important  operation  at  present  taking  place  in 
the  School  of  Music.  The  future  of  Canada's  musical  life  may  depend  upon  just  this. 
In  the  Examination  Department,  it  is,  of  course,  the  usual  old,  old  story  of  utterly 
inadequate  space,  with  ever-rising  numbers  of  candidates.  The  Department  struggles 
on  with  what  facilities  it  has  and  this  season  there  is  again  an  all-time  record  in  the 
number  of  candidates,  which  has  now  soared  well  over  the  40,000  mark;  thus 
demonstrating  again  the  "national"  aspect  of  the  Royal  Conservatory. 

The  piano  committee  of  the  Board  of  Studies  has  been  very  busy  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  new  series  of  graded  books  to  be  issued  in  1961. 

Apart  from  the  special  string  instrument  classes,  by  far  the  most  important 
project  is  the  special  courses  of  instruction  in  all  musical  subjects  at  various  levels, 
which  were  introduced  into  the  School  of  Music  last  year  and  designed  as  preparatory 
courses  for  the  Faculty  of  Music.  These  have  been  an  outstanding  success  and  very 
high  standards  were  achieved.  The  urgent  need  for  these  courses  was  made  very  clear 
by  the  fact  that  a  number  of  well-qualified  applicants  could  not  be  accepted,  and  it 
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would  be  deplorable,  in  view  of  our  long-range  planning,  if  it  should  not  be  made 
possible  to  expand  these  courses. 

The  Conservatory  Symphony  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean,  gave  a 
concert  with  student  soloists,  and  also  a  concert  with  the  Conservatory  Choir  under 
the  direction  of  the  Principal,  when  the  first  Canadian  performance  of  Michael 
Tippett's  striking  oratorio,  A  Child  of  Our  Time,  was  given.  There  were  also  the 
usual  remarkable  number  of  student  concerts  and  recitals. 

The  Opera  School  had  one  of  its  finest  seasons,  with  a  performance  of  unusual 
excerpts  in  the  Recital  Hall  and  culminating  in  the  presentation  of  two  one-act  operas 
in  Hart  House  Theatre,  Menotti's  Amelia  Goes  to  the  Ball  and  Benjamin's  Prima 
Donna.  The  operas  were  held  by  the  press  and  public  alike  to  be  among  the  highlights 
of  Toronto's  musical  season,  and  made  quite  evident  the  standards  we  can  expect 
when  the  school  is  working  in  a  proper  opera  theatre.  Early  in  the  season  the  staff  of 
the  opera  school  was  greatly  strengthened  by  the  engagement  of  the  distinguished 
guest  director  Dr.  Elemer  Nagy.  Many  opera  school  students  appeared  in  the 
Toronto  Opera  Festival  and  on  CBC  television  and  radio.  There  were  also  a  number 
of  operatic  concerts  given  for  musical  organizations  throughout  the  province. 
Dr.  Nagy  has  been  re-engaged  for  next  season  and  a  reorganization  of  the  time-table, 
to  give  more  time  for  ensemble  work  and  excerpt  performance,  has  been  planned. 
There  will  also  be  additional  training  in  such  subjects  as  stage  movement,  television 
technique  and  diction. 

As  a  natural  outcome  of  the  special  string  instrument  classes  for  children,  the 
junior  and  intermediate  orchestras  and  chamber  music  groups  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Montague  have  flourished  as  never  before.  Remarkable  performances  of  chamber 
works  were  given  by  these  very  young  people,  culminating  in  a  performance  of  the 
Mendelssohn  Octet,  which  was  quite  astonishing  when  one  considered  the  age  of  the 
participants.  Here  again,  in  these  activities,  the  musical  future  of  our  country  is  being 
decided. 

Summer  School 

I  wish  to  report  that  the  1958  Summer  School  was  a  modest  success,  with  111 
students  taking  course  instruction  (as  compared  to  161  last  year),  and  240  students 
taking  private  instruction  (as  compared  to  280  last  year).  The  unusual  and  unex- 
pected attendance  of  the  1957  Summer  School  was  not  repeated,  and  it  would  appear 
that  the  normal  pattern,  of  a  limited  school  based  on  teachers'  courses,  has  been 
resumed. 

The  Orff  course,  which  was  this  year  given  for  one  week  instead  of  two,  was  a 
particular  success,  and  the  Opera  Workshop,  while  showing  a  smaller  registration, 
was  much  the  best  since  it  was  first  introduced  to  the  Summer  School  a  few  years  ago. 
There  was  an  excellent  programme  of  special  concerts,  all  well  attended,  and  I  must 
again  thank  Miss  Douglas  for  her  splendid  work  as  Social  Convener,  particularly 
during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  Summer  School  when  Mr.  Schabas  was  in  Stratford. 

It  is  planned  to  organize  the  1959  Summer  School  on  the  same  general  basis  as 
those  of  1957  and  1958,  but  without  a  visiting  instructor,  that  is,  a  teachers'  refresher 
course  type  of  summer  school  run  in  the  most  economical  manner.  However,  it  must 
be  kept  in  mind  that  the  increasing  number  of  such  courses  now  being  given  across 
the  country  in  various  centres  makes  it  increasingly  difficult  to  draw  teachers  to 
Toronto  in  July. 

Concert  and  Placement  Bureau 

The  Concert  and  Placement  Bureau,  through  the  Public  Relations  Department, 
continued  its  work  of  arranging  approximately  seventy  concerts  for  students, 
graduates  and  staff  members  across  Canada.  It  administered  sixteen  concerts  for  the 
duration  of  the  1958  Canadian  National  Exhibition  and  twelve,  on  a  bi-monthly  basis, 
October  to  April,  at  the  Toronto  Art  Gallery.  It  arranged  a  week's  tour  of  the  Hart 
House  Orchestra  for  Ontario  and  assisted  in  the  Orchestra's  trip  to  the  Brussels 
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World  Fair.  An  innovation  during  the  past  year  was  a  Faculty  of  Music  Open  House, 
administered  by  the  Public  Relations  Department,  which  also  sponsored  visits  by 
faculty  members  to  selected  high  schools  in  Ontario. 

The  Bureau  arranged  from  a  standpoint  of  artist  selection,  programme  and 
script,  a  weekly  series,  "The  Royal  Conservatory  Presents,"  on  Radio  Station  CFRB, 
Toronto.  As  of  this  date,  36  half-hour  programmes  have  been  given,  with  over  one 
hundred  different  students  participating  since  its  inception.  One  experimental  tele- 
vision programme  was  presented  through  CHCH,  Hamilton. 

This  year's  "Special  Events  Series"  again  comprised  eight  concerts:  three  by  the 
Hollywood  String  Quartet ;  and  single  performances  by  Janos  Starker,  cellist ;  Toronto 
Baroque  Ensemble;  Gerard  Souzay,  baritone;  Peter  Pears,  tenor,  and  Julian  Bream, 
lute  and  guitar;  Jean-Pierre  Rampal,  flute,  and  Robert  Veyron-Lacroix,  harpsichord. 
The  Bureau  collaborated  with  the  Director  of  the  Faculty  of  Music  in  the  preparation 
and  administration  of  its  annual  Lecture  Series,  held  Thursdays  at  3  p.m.  Attendance 
at  both  series  was  excellent.  Visiting  lecturers  included:  Hugh  Le  Gaine,  Director  of 
Electronic  Music,  National  Research  Council ;  Mavor  Moore,  Drama  Critic,  Toronto 
Telegram]  Otto  Mayer-Serra,  Mexican  musicologist;  Gilles  Le  Febvre,  Director  of 
Les  Jeunesses  Musicales;  Theodore  Allen  Heinrich,  Director,  Royal  Ontario  Museum; 
Peter  Pears,  tenor;  and  Northrop  Frye,  Principal  of  Victoria  College,  University  of 
Toronto.  Publicity  and  administration  of  student  recitals  and  programmes  by  the 
school  ensembles  were  also  handled  through  the  Bureau,  including  the  concerts  by 
the  Conservatory  Choir  and  Orchestra  and  the  Opera  School  premieres  of  two 
one-act  operas. 

Printing,  advertising  and  requests  for  employment  were  looked  after  by  the 
Department.  The  Director  represented  the  school  at  two  music  teachers  conventions 
in  Canada  and  one  in  the  United  States.  He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  the  American 
Association  of  College  and  University  Concert  Managers.  He  also  served  as  Assistant 
to  the  Principal  for  the  1958  Summer  School. 

Branch  Activities 

The  academic  year  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  one  of  increased  activity  in  the 
Conservatory's  branches.  Continuing  the  trend  of  the  past  few  years,  more  students 
have  been  enrolled,  the  number  of  pupils  heard  in  audition  has  reached  an  all-time 
high,  and  the  standard  of  both  tuition  and  the  students'  performance  has  continued 
to  improve. 

For  some  time  we  have  been  concerned  with  decreasing  enrolment  at  the 
Danforth  Branch  which  has  been  due  largely  to  the  changing  character  of  the  area 
concerned.  We  recently  came  to  the  conclusion  that,  since  this  condition  is  not  likely 
to  improve  in  the  near  future,  this  branch  should  suspend  operations  as  of  June  30, 
1959.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  accommodate  students  in  this  area  in  annexes 
of  the  Beach  and  Leaside  branches,  and  Miss  Chace,  the  principal  of  the  branch  now 
being  closed,  will  continue  as  a  member  of  the  piano  faculty. 

We  have  long  felt  that  increased  co-operation  between  our  public  and  high 
schools  and  the  Conservatory  would  be  of  benefit  to  all  concerned  and  it  is  with  the 
greatest  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  progress  in  this  connection.  The  school 
music  officials  in  Scarborough  have  made  a  survey  of  all  their  students  who  have 
evinced  musical  interest  and  the  response  from  those  who  have  indicated  a  desire  to 
study  under  Conservatory  auspices  has  been  beyond  any  expectation.  As  a  result,  we 
are  currently  planning  to  expand  our  operation  in  this  area  next  autumn  and  I  see 
no  reason  why  this  expansion  should  not  usher  in  an  era  of  tremendously  increased 
activity  in  the  branch  operation,  particularly  in  the  field  of  tuition  in  orchestral 
instruments. 

Once  more  I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Sara  Lawson  for  her  splendid 
work  in  the  Dean's  Office.

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THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  GRADUATE  STUDIES 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  5  per  cent  in 
graduate  enrolment,  but  even  more  significant  is  the  increase  of  nearly  20  per  cent 
in  the  number  of  students  engaged  full  time  on  graduate  programmes.  Thus,  after 
remaining  nearly  static  for  a  number  of  years,  enrolment  is  growing  as  we  had 
expected,  and  this  growth  in  turn,  if  the  trend  continues,  demands  increasing  vigilance 
as  to  the  quality  of  those  admitted.  In  fact,  it  may  well  be  that  in  a  few  years  the 
School  will  have  to  refuse  some  candidates  whose  paper  qualifications  would  meet 
our  existing  admission  requirements;  this  will  involve  much  more  careful  screening 
than  has  been  necessary  in  the  past. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  degree  committees  and  the  executive  committee  devoted 
much  time  and  thought  to  a  revision  and  clarification  of  the  admission  regulations 
for  degree  candidature ;  in  the  current  calendar,  these  were  unclear  and  in  some  cases 
ambiguous.  The  proposals,  after  lengthy  consideration  by  Council  at  one  regular  and 
one  special  meeting,  were  approved  and  now  appear  in  the  Calendar  for  1959-60. 
Probably  the  most  important  change,  however,  concerns  the  status  of  applicants 
whose  qualifications  were  not  acceptable  for  immediate  degree  candidature.  In  the 
past,  these  were  admitted  as  "graduate  students  not  proceeding  to  a  degree"  and 
consideration  of  these  doubtful  cases  and  the  special  programmes  of  study  necessary 
for  each  applicant  placed  an  impossible  burden  on  the  hard-worked  degree  com- 
mittees. In  future,  such  applicants  will  not  be  registered  as  graduate  students  but  as 
Special  Students  and  the  responsibility  for  deciding  on  the  courses  prerequisite  for 
possible  degree  candidature  at  a  later  date  now  rests  with  the  graduate  departments. 
If  the  graduate  department  is  in  any  doubt  as  to  the  proper  action  in  any  individual 
case,  it  is  of  course  welcome  to  consult  the  appropriate  degree  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  undertook  a  general  revision  of  the  Calendar  as 
a  whole,  the  first  time  this  had  been  done  in  the  history  of  the  School.  Certain  general 
suggestions  were  made  to  the  graduate  departments  intended  to  result  in  a  condensa- 
tion of  the  departmental  announcements  and  greater  uniformity  in  the  format  of  the 
announcements.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the  departments  co-operated  and  the  result 
is  a  considerably  more  concise  and  intelligible  document  than  we  had  before. 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  generally  high  quality  of  the  Ph.D. 
theses  presented  and  defended;  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  emphasize  that  the  quality 
of  a  graduate  school  rests  primarily  on  the  quality  of  its  Ph.D.  The  foreign  language 
requirement  for  the  doctorate  still  presents  a  problem  for  the  candidate  whose  mother 
tongue  is  not  English  although  the  substitution  (with  specific  Council  approval)  of 
an  instrumental  discipline  for  one  language  has  eased  the  situation  to  some  extent. 
Nevertheless,  it  may  well  be  necessary  to  consider  again  the  vexed  question  of  the 
language  requirement  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

A  more  general  problem  affecting  all  graduate  schools  on  this  continent  is  that 
of  the  foreign  student  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  is  unable  to  satisfy  the  normal 
requirements  for  a  graduate  degree.  Some  of  these  students  are  inordinately  con- 
cerned with  the  possession  of  a  graduate  degree  and  certain  graduate  schools  have 
adopted  the  dubious  and  frankly  cynical  practice  of  employing  lower  standards  when 
dealing  with  them.  It  is  our  belief  that  this  is  vicious  and  not  to  be  tolerated  at  this 
University,  regardless  of  what  outside  pressures  may  be  applied.  There  must  be  no 
"second  class"  graduate  degrees  from  Toronto.  If,  as  now  seems  probable,  the 
Educational  Testing  Service  establishes  essay-type  examinations  such  as  were  sug- 
gested in  the  last  report  of  the  Association  of  Graduate  Schools  (referred  to  in  my 
last  report),  it  seems  possible  that  by  insisting  on  would-be  applicants  taking  these 
tests  we  might  have  a  useful  criterion  for  rejecting  those  obviously  unfit  for  graduate 
work  at  this  University. 

Probably  the  most  important  and  certainly  the  most  encouraging  development 
of  the  past  year  has  been  the  striking  increase  in  the  funds  available  for  fellowships. 
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In  1957-8,  52  awards  (tenable  in  1958-9)  of  a  total  value  of  $48,000  were  made; 
in  1958-9  these  had  grown  to  57  awards  of  a  total  value  of  $89,000.  There  were 
several  reasons  for  the  increase :  notably,  the  new  Sidney  Smith  Open  Fellowship,  the 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  existing  University  of  Toronto  Open  Fellowships  to 
$1,250  and  $1,500  plus  academic  fees  in  both  cases,  and  the  establishment  of  four 
new  University  of  Toronto  Open  Fellowships  of  the  value  of  $1,800  plus  academic 
fees.  It  is  a  pleasure  on  behalf  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  to  express  our 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  its  action.  In  addition,  funds  supplied  by  the 
University  of  Toronto  Associates  and  the  payments  to  the  Graduate  School  made  by 
the  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  Foundation,  in  connection  with  their  own  Fellow- 
ship holders  at  this  University,  made  it  possible  to  award  four  additional  Open 
Fellowships  of  $1,800  plus  academic  fees.  Another  notable  addition  to  our  fellowship 
list  consisted  of  the  four  $1,800  fellowships  established  in  the  Computation  Centre. 

The  closer  relations  between  this  University  and  the  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship 
programme  should  also  be  noted.  Some  Canadians  in  the  past  may  have  suspected 
that  the  programme  was  intended  to  lure  promising  young  Canadians  to  the  United 
States.  Anyone  with  knowledge  of  the  purpose  of  the  programme  will  know  that  this 
is  not  the  case;  on  the  contrary,  one  of  its  avowed  aims  as  far  as  Canada  was  con- 
cerned was  to  encourage  two-way  traffic  between  the  two  countries.  The  fact  that  for 
the  academic  year  1959-60  we  shall  have  nine  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships  at  this 
University  as  compared  with  four  in  the  past  year  shows  that  this  purpose  is  being 
achieved. 

Finally,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  emphasize  the  role  the  Visiting  Lecturers'  Fund 
continues  to  play  in  the  Graduate  School.  A  glance  at  the  list  of  distinguished  scholars 
and  scientists  visiting  this  campus  in  the  past  year  suggests  the  stimulus  they  have 
provided  to  graduate  work  in  the  University.

THE  DEAN.  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  DEMTISTRY 

As  the  1958-9  session  draws  to  a  close,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  teaching 
next  session  will  commence  in  the  new  dental  building.  At  the  time  of  submitting  the 
report  from  this  division  of  the  University  one  year  ago,  preparations  were  being 
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made  for  the  first  official  ceremony  connected  with  the  new  building.  The  cornerstone 
was  laid  by  the  Honourable  L.  M.  Frost,  Q.C.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L.,  Prime  Minister  of 
Ontario,  at  a  ceremony  under  the  chairmanship  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  W.  E. 
Phillips,  C.B.E.,  LL.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University. 
President  C.  T.  Bissell,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  D.  Litt,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.C.,  participated  in  this 
:eremony,  which  was  his  first  official  function  as  President  of  the  University.  Subse- 
quent progress  by  the  architects,  contractors  and  the  staff  of  the  Superintendent's 
department  has  been  remarkable. 

While  the  new  building  is  very  modern  and  the  equipment  most  up-to-date, 
those  members  of  the  staff  who  have  been  directly  concerned  with  the  seemingly 
endless  planning  of  the  physical  plant  have  always  been  deeply  conscious  that  their 
:hief  concern  must  be  to  provide  for  dental  education  for  the  future.  Thus  the  needs 
rf  students,  the  staff  and  the  profession  have  been  the  key  to  the  planning. 

The  physical  facilities  have  been  designed  to  permit  the  introduction  of  signifi- 
:ant  changes  in  the  teaching  programme.  These  should,  first,  stimulate  student  moti- 
/ation  in  the  early  years  of  the  course,  and  secondly,  simplify  the  transition  which 
the  student  makes  later  in  the  course  from  the  inanimate  dentoform  in  the  laboratory 
to  the  live  patient  in  the  clinic. 

We  have  also  been  alive  to  the  necessity  of  carefully  indoctrinating  students  in 
*ood  human,  professional  and  public  relations.  The  development  of  these  attitudes 
mil  not  be  the  outcome  of  the  adequacy  of  a  new  building,  or  the  effectiveness  of  new 
equipment;  nor  will  they  be  developed  in  proportion  to  the  efficiency  of  the  latest 
techniques  or  materials.  The  attainment  of  these  qualities  will  be  a  measure  of  the 
example  set  by  the  instructors,  individually  and  collectively.  The  selection  of  staff 
then  assumes  maximum  importance.  We  believe  we  are  attracting  a  staff  whose 
stature  will  be  even  more  impressive  than  the  building. 

Full-time  additions  to  the  staff  in  the  session  1958-9  have  included  Dr.  Egil  P. 
rlarvold  from  Oslo,  Norway,  who  became  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department 
Df  Orthodontics,  and  Dr.  Guy  Poyton  of  London,  England,  who  was  appointed 
Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department  of  Dental  Radiology.  The  staff  will  be 
:onsiderably  augmented  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  1959-60  in  preparation 
:or  the  instruction  of  larger  classes  and  the  functioning  of  increased  facilities. 

The  research  activities  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  are  integrated  within  the 
Division  of  Dental  Research,  and  the  scope  of  the  research  programme  will  be 
expanded  in  the  new  building.  One  of  the  significant  studies  initiated  during  the  past 
^ear  utilizes  dental  tissues  for  the  investigation  of  the  important  problem  of  radiation 
hazards  from  "fallout."  Teeth,  unlike  bone,  have  relatively  little  "turnover"  in  the 
organic  and  inorganic  components;  hence  the  possibility  that  these  tissues  may 
ict  as  kymographs  of  atmospheric  fallout.  The  Department  of  Physics  and  the 
Research  Institute  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  are  co-operating  in  this  research 
programme. 

The  Burlington  Orthodontic  Research  Study  is  in  its  sixth  year  of  operation, 
rhis  study  is  a  clinical  and  radiographic  record  of  the  facial  and  dental  growth  and 
levelopment  of  approximately  85  per  cent  of  3-  to  12-year-old  children  in  Burlington, 
Dntario.  A  history  of  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  incipient  malocclusion  for 
:ach  child  is  being  taken.  The  information  gained  from  this  study  concerning  the 
;tiology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  malocclusion  will  facilitate  the  teaching  of 
)rthodontics  to  undergraduate  students,  and  to  general  practitioners,  and  thus  greatly 
xtend  orthodontic  services  beyond  the  small  number  of  children  that  are  being 
reated  today  by  specialists. 

During  recent  months  a  pilot  study  has  been  initiated  relating  to  the  value 

f  aptitude  tests  for  prospective  students  in  dentistry.  This  study  will  be  a  joint  project, 

>ringing  together  representatives  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Education  and  the  staff  of 

he  Faculty  of  Dentistry.  Dr.  R.  M.  Grainger  was  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the 

acuity  to  give  leadership  in  this  study. 

The  Council  of  the  Faculty  has  decided  to  offer  the  course  in  dental  nursing 
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again  in  the  session  1959-60.  A  direct  approach  was  made  to  the  principals  anc 
vocational  guidance  officers  in  all  the  Collegiate  Institutes  in  Ontario  after  discus 
sion  with  senior  officials  in  the  Department  of  Education,  in  the  hope  that  interestec 
candidates  may  be  fully  informed  about  the  availability  of  the  course. 

During  the  session  1958-9,  the  total  registration  of  students  in  the  Faculty  wa 
450.  This  figure  compares  with  427  in  the  previous  session.  It  is  anticipated  that  ii 
the  session  1959-60  registration  in  dentistry  will  exceed  the  500  mark. 

At  the  third  Annual  Awards  Night,  held  on  Monday,  September  29,  winnei 
of  approximately  fifty  awards  were  given  official  recognition,  and  an  opportunit 
was  provided  for  the  donors  to  meet  the  recipients.  Mr.  J.  R.  Coulter,  Headmaste 
of  St.  Andrew's  College,  addressed  the  gathering.  It  was  significant  that  the  firs 
and  second  Canadian  Dental  Association  War  Memorial  Scholarships  were  won  b 
Toronto  students.  These  scholarships  are  in  open  competition  available  to  senio 
students  in  all  the  Canadian  dental  schools. 

To  the  awards  recorded  in  the  1958  list  there  have  been  added  during  th 
session  1958-9  the  Paul  K.  Takahashi  Scholarship,  and  the  Fred  Campbell  Memori; 
Scholarship.  Through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Paul  Takahashi  an  annual  scholarship  i 
the  amount  of  $100  will  be  awarded  to  the  student  of  the  graduating  year  wh 
ranks  highest  in  the  subject  of  periodontics.  The  Fred  Campbell  Scholarship,  als 
of  the  value  of  $100,  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  R.  Bowman,  and  has  been  establishe 
in  memory  of  her  late  husband.  It  is  to  be  awarded  annually  to  the  student  of  tl 
second  year  of  the  course  in  Dental  Hygiene  who  ranks  highest  in  general  proficiency 
Two  new  book  awards  have  also  been  added  in  1958-9. 

As  in  past  sessions,  the  activities  of  the  staff  include  a  long  list  of  papers  an 
addresses  presented  at  meetings  in  the  United  States  and  the  provinces  of  Canad; 
in  addition  to  the  extramural  assignments  with  the  local  county  dental  societies 
Ontario.  In  all,  18  members  of  the  staff  addressed  22  county  societies  during  the  yea 

Once  again,  I  record  in  all  sincerity  my  thanks  to  the  teaching  and  administn 
tive  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation  during  a  year  which  has  been  mac 
both  busy  and  difficult  because  preparations  for  the  new  building  have  bee 
added  to  routine  faculty  operations.

THE  DEAH  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  PHARMACY 

The  enrolment  of  81  in  the  first  year  of  the  course  in  pharmacy  was  higher  1 
10  per  cent  than  in  the  preceding  session.  Nine  additional  new  students  we 
admitted  to  higher  years.  Of  these  90,  53  per  cent  were  from  Metropolitan  Toront 
44  per  cent  were  from  other  parts  of  Ontario  and  3  per  cent  (3  students)  were  fro 
outside  Canada  (one  from  Hong  Kong,  one  from  Germany,  one  from  Cuba).  It 
anticipated  that  a  more  or  less  steady  increase  in  enrolment  may  occur  during  the  ne 
few  years.  The  profession  will  welcome  such  a  rise  in  order  that  the  shortage 
qualified  pharmacists  may  be  alleviated. 

In  1955,  the  Report  of  the  Dean  contained  the  following  comment  respecti 
physical  accommodation  for  the  Faculty:  "Looking  to  the  future  .  .  .  additior 
accommodation  will  be  needed  particularly  with  respect  to  laboratory  space.  We  a 
hopeful  that  .  .  .  this  may  be  achieved  and  at  the  same  time  the  Faculty  hous 
nearer  to  the  main  campus."  Each  year  as  our  research  programme  has  expand 
and  the  teaching  staff  has  increased  modestly  in  numbers,  we  have  become  mc 
and  more  aware  of  these  two  needs.  During  this  session  the  situation  has  becoi 
acute.  We  have  two  associate  professors  sharing  one  office  and  four  assistant  p 
fessors  dividing  two  others.  Nine  graduate  students,  a  research  associate,  ten  sen 
undergraduates,  and  two  technicians  have  been  trying  to  do  research  work  in 
laboratories  totalling  1,028  square  feet  in  area.  Our  Faculty  Secretary  has  her  d< 
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in  the  Council  Room.  It  has  been  a  source  of  encouragement  to  realize  that  the 
schedule  calls  for  the  moving  of  the  Faculty  to  larger  quarters  in  the  present  Dental 
Building  in  1960  after  it  has  been  renovated  and  adapted  to  our  needs. 

It  was,  therefore,  with  much  enthusiasm  that  we  started  early  in  the  session  to 
make  detailed  plans  of  our  requirements  to  this  end.  These  have  been  in  the  archi- 
tects' hands  for  a  few  weeks  now.  We  are  looking  forward  with  keen  anticipation  to 
the  completion  of  the  necessary  steps  leading  to  our  occupancy  of  the  new  quarters 
by  September,  1960.  It  is  this  anticipation  which  enables  our  colleagues  of  the  staff 
to  bear  present  inconveniences  with  good  humour  and  fortitude. 

The  graduate  study  and  research  programmes  continue  to  develop  steadily. 
There  were  nine  graduate  students  in  the  Graduate  Department  of  Pharmacy  during 
the  session.  Three  completed  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Pharmacy,  to  make  a  total  of  eleven  who  have  thus  qualified  since  the  degree  was 
established  in  1953.  In  addition  to  graduate  research  projects,  a  certain  number  of 
Droblems  are  studied  each  year  by  those  fourth-year  students  who  elect  to  do  a  thesis. 
Some  of  these  turn  out  well.  In  August,  1958,  one  of  the  members  of  the  graduating 
lass,  D.  W.  Sherman,  was  awarded  the  coveted  E.  L.  Woods  Memorial  Prize  for  the 
Dest  undergraduate  thesis  from  Canadian  schools  of  pharmacy. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  Professor  G.  R.  Paterson's  studies  on  the 
ardiotonic  principle  of  Ornithogalum  umbellatum,  particularly  in  respect  to 
haracterization  of  the  glycoside.  In  the  work  on  Acorus  calamus  by  Professor  R.  M. 
Baxter  and  Dr.  S.  Kandel,  three  pharmacologically  active  compounds  have  been  iso- 
ated;  two  of  them  have  been  identified.  Interesting  developments  in  their  project 
m  the  biosynthesis  of  Ergot  alkaloids  have  occurred.  In  experiments  on  the  fungus 
Tricophyton  mentagrophytes,  the  induction  of  a  form  of  growth  which  permits  of 
urbidimetric  measurement  has  been  achieved  by  Professors  G.  C.  Walker  and 
H.  M.  Baxter. 

In  order  that  the  research  programme  may  be  stepped  up  three  factors  need 
o  be  supplied.  ( 1 )  More  graduate  students.  It  is  difficult  to  find  a  sufficient  number 
)f  competent  students  who  are  willing  to  forego  for  several  years  the  high  salaries 
)ffered.  The  shortage  of  graduate  students  also  creates  a  problem  in  respect  to 
aboratory  demonstrators  for  undergraduate  courses.  (2)  More  financial  aid  by 
ndustry.  It  is  hoped  that  other  companies  will  follow  the  lead  of  the  Warner-Lam- 
>ert  Co.  in  establishing  fellowships  of  at  least  $1,500  a  session.  (3)  Much  more 
aboratory  space.  This  will  be  available  in  the  quarters  being  provided  for  Pharmacy 
n  the  University  expansion  programme. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  regret  that  better  progress  has  not  been  made  in  a 
uitable  graduate  programme  for  hospital  pharmacists.  The  need  is  great,  but  there 
re  a  number  of  problems,  many  of  which  are  beyond  the  control  of  the  University, 
vhich  would  make  the  successful  operation  of  such  a  programme  extremely  difficult, 
t  is  hoped  that  the  next  session  may  see  an  improvement  in  the  situation. 

A  successful  Open  House  was  held  by  the  Undergraduate  Pharmaceutical 
ociety  in  early  February.  The  quality  of  the  displays  and  the  experiments  arranged 
y  the  students  was  generally  good;  some  were  excellent.  The  Society  is  to  be  com- 
nended  for  the  manner  in  which  the  organizational  details  and  the  operational 
rrangements  were  carried  out.  Despite  bad  weather  more  than  one  thousand 
ttended.  Pharmaceutical  groups  brought  visitors  from  as  far  away  as  London. 
Ve  believe  it  was  a  worthy  contribution  to  the  public  relations  programme  of  the 
niversity. 

Late  in  the  session  the  Faculty  Council  lost  both  of  its  representatives  from  the 
)ntario  College  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  H.  M.  Corbett  had  been  Registrar  of  the 
"ollege  since  1942  until  his  retirement  on  March  1,  1959.  Between  1953  and  1958 
e  had  also  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  and  as  one  of  the  two  O.C.P.  repre- 
entatives  on  the  Council.  In  this  capacity  he  served  the  Faculty  well.  We  shall  miss 
im  but  wish  for  him  many  years  of  happy  retirement.  The  other  representative  of  the 
"ollege  since   1953  has  been  Lieutenant-Colonel  R.  W.  Meikleham  of  Gait,  who 
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was  elected  President  of  the  College  in  1958.  President  Meikleham  has  been  a 
faithful  member  of  the  Council.  He  is  a  genuine  friend  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy 
and  of  the  University.  It  is  with  regret  I  must  report  his  resignation  due  to  ill  health. 

Early  in  the  session  we  were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  passing  of  Dean  Emeritus 
R.  O.  Hurst.  The  late  Mr.  Hurst  had  served  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  well 
and  long  as  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and  from  1937  to  1952  as  Dean  of  the 
school  operated  by  the  College  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy 
in  the  University  in  1953.  In  his  will,  provision  was  made  for  a  trust  fund  to  be 
given  to  the  University  for  the  library  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy.  The  income  will 
be  used  to  establish  and  maintain  a  special  part  of  the  library  consisting  basically  of 
official  pharmaceutical  compendia — pharmacopoeias  and  formularies — this  to  be 
designated  the  "R.  O.  Hurst  Memorial  Library."  In  this  appropriate  way  his  name 
will  be  perpetuated  for  future  generations  of  students  in  the  library  which  meant 
so  much  to  him  and  which  he  initially  did  so  much  to  build  up. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  several  donors  for  new  awards  established  during 
the  session  as  follows: 

Omar  M.  Mitchell  Memorial  Scholarship,  given  by  Mrs.  Mitchell — $100 
to  an  honour  student  on  the  examinations  of  the  second  year. 

John  A.  Houston  Co.  Ltd.  Scholarship,  presented  by  the  John  A.  Houston  Co. 
Ltd.,  Toronto— $250  to  an  honour  student  on  the  examinations  of  the  third  year. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  Toronto  Pharmacists  have  increased  the  amount  of 
annual  bursary  assistance  from  $400  to  $900.  They  now  provide  an  admission 
bursary  of  $300  and  three  undergraduate  bursaries  of  $200  each.  The  Auxiliary 
also  maintains  a  Student  Loan  Fund. 

Information  has  also  been  received  that  local  admission  bursaries  have  been 
established  by  pharmaceutical  associations  in  London,  Ottawa,  Thunder  Bay,  and 
the  Quinte  area.  To  our  knowledge  the  following  areas  also  have  recently  established 
local  admission  awards  for  pharmacy:  Essex  County,  Brantford,  South  Waterloo, 
Niagara  Falls  and  Hamilton. 

The  Canadian  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Pharmacy  continues  strongly 
to  support  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy.  During  the  session  a  total  of  $3,750  was 
received  for  undergraduate  scholarships,  admission  bursary,  research  grants,  and 
teaching  fellowships.  Interest-free  loans  to  students  amounting  to  $1,393  were  also 
provided  by  the  Foundation. 

Dr.    J.    Graham   Nairn   was   appointed   Assistant   Professor   in    Pharmacy.   A 
graduate  in  the  first  class  to  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Pharmacy, 
Dr.  Nairn  completed  his  graduate  studies  in  the  University  of  Buffalo.  His  special 
research  interests  lie  in  the  synthesis  of  certain  biologically  active  organic  com 
pounds,  pyrimidines  and  related  compounds. 

During  the  session  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  continued  to  serve 
in  many  capacities  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  profession.  Apart  from  serving  as 
officers  of  various  national  pharmaceutical  groups  they  have  all  participated  in 
seminars  held  in  various  parts  of  the  province  for  the  benefit  of  pharmaceutical 
practitioners  by  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  them  all  and  to  my  non-academic  colleagues  for  their 
unfailing  loyalty  and  support.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  ARCHITECTURE 

The  School  of  Architecture  moved  into  its  new  quarters  in  September,  1958 
and  for  the  first  time  for  many  years  all  students  and  staff  were  housed  in  one 
building,  Victoria  Rink,  277  Huron  St.,  a  spacious  robust  building  with  character 
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By  a  few  adjustments  to  the  original  plan,  notably  by  converting  the  gallery  to  use 
by  the  fifth  year  and  by  the  judicious  application  of  white  and  grey  paint  instead  of 
the  customary  institutional  cream  and  green,  the  building  has  proved  to  be  reason- 
ably adequate  and  even  congenial.  There  remains,  of  course,  the  urgent  need  for 
more  lecture  and  seminar  rooms,  studios  for  the  town  planners,  laboratory  space 
for  research,  exhibition  space  and  so  forth,  that  can  only  be  met  by  a  new  building, 
or  by  the  imaginative  conversion  of  the  old  one,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
both  staff  and  students  have  responded  favourably  to  their  new  environment.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  School  will  be  given  time  to  consolidate  its  gains  undisturbed  before 
the  final  move  into  permanent  quarters. 

In  common  with  other  Schools  of  Architecture  in  North  America  we  are  con- 
cerned at  the  high  incidence  of  failure  in  the  junior  years,  due  largely  perhaps  to  the 
method  of  registering  applicants  solely  on  the  strength  of  Grade  XIII  attainments, 
and  to  the  lack  of  any  reliable  means  of  assessing  aptitude  and  design  ability  (or, 
to  use  a  popular  contemporary  term,  "creativity")  before  admission.  The  decline 
of  interest  in  art  subjects  both  academic  and  practical  and,  indeed,  their  total 
neglect  in  the  upper  levels  of  many  high  schools,  denies  us  a  significant  means  of 
measuring  aptitude  for  architecture  at  Grade  XIII  level. 

In  the  light  of  British  experience,  however,  we  arranged  last  summer  personal 
interviews  with  about  one-half  the  candidates  seeking  admission,  requiring  them 
to  present  visual  evidence  (drawings  or  models)  and  an  English  essay  or  notebook. 
The  attainments  during  the  first  year  of  those  selected  from  this  group,  compared  with 
those  admitted  solely  on  Grade  XIII  eligibility,  have  been  most  encouraging.  It  is 
hoped  that  all  or  almost  all  future  applicants  will  present  themselves  for  personal 
interview  during  the  summer  so  that  in  collaboration  with  the  Registrar  we  may 
succeed  in  obtaining  only  those  students  with  the  best  qualifications,  real  enthusiasm 
and  aptitude  for  the  profession.  To  this  end  also,  the  Senate  granted  our  request 
to  reduce  the  admission  requirements  in  the  three  mathematics  papers  from  66 
per  cent  to  60  per  cent,  since  technical  subjects  are  no  more  important  in  our  course 
than  the  arts  and  humanities,  and  we  had  reason  to  believe  that  potentially  good 
architectural  students  were  not  coming  forward  because  of  the  special  mathematics 
requirement  and  the  implication  that  we  were  offering  a  technical  course. 

In  an  attempt  to  attract  students  of  high  calibre  we  sent  this  year  a  personal 
letter  to  all  high  school  principals  in  the  greater  Toronto  area  outlining  a  proposal 
to  arrange  a  special  exhibition  of  students'  work  at  the  School  of  Architecture 
with  explanatory  talks.  This  brought  an  encouraging  response  and  about  fifty  students 
visited  the  School  on  the  two  afternoons  allocated  in  May,  saw  the  exhibition,  and 
attended  talks  on  the  course  and  profession  of  architecture;  many  of  these  we  expect 
will  seek  enrolment  next  session. 

The  work  of  the  School  as  a  whole  has  been  very  good  considering  the  difficulties 
of  adjusting  to  a  new  physical  environment  from  which  carpenters,  electricians,  and 
painters  have  been  rarely  absent.  We  anticipate  that  the  morale  and  academic 
discipline  of  the  students,  and  consequently  the  standard  of  their  work,  will  steadily 
improve  now  that  all  years  are  together  in  one  building. 

During  the  session  the  School  has  received  two  valuable  new  awards:  the 
Murray  Associates  Scholarship  of  $300  which  will  be  awarded  annually  to  the 
fifth-year  student  obtaining  the  highest  aggregate  of  marks  in  the  subjects  of 
architectural  construction  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  who  shows  evidence  of 
competence  to  apply  his  knowledge,  and  the  American  Standards  Products  (Canada) 
Limited  Scholarship  of  $800  for  travel  in  Europe.  The  objective  of  this  award  is 
to  enable  a  fourth-year  student  to  do  research  in  Europe  for  his  undergraduate 
fifth-year  thesis  project.  The  first  scholar,  Mr.  J.  H.  Fisher,  will  study  multiple 
housing  projects  in  Britain  and  Scandinavia  and  present  a  report  on  his  return. 
Mr.  J.  Nowski,  a  former  Goulstone  Fellow,  has  just  left  for  Britain  where  he  will 
make  a  comparative  study  of  eighteenth  century  and  modern  domestic  buildings 
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from  the  aesthetic  point  of  view;  his  findings  should  be  of  considerable  interest. 
Mr.  Thos.  Ibronyi,  reading  for  his  Master's  Degree,  has  done  excellent  preparatory 
work  on  his  subject,  "Building  in  the  North";  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  visit  the  Mackenzie  River  area  before  completing  his  thesis  next  year. 

At  staff  level  there  has  been  a  lively  response  to  an  appeal  for  active  research 
in  the  many  and  varied  fields  of  architectural  scholarship,  and  grants  in  aid  have 
been  received  from  the  University  and  the  Canada  Council.  Professor  Raymore 
is  now  at  work  on  a  much-needed  book  on  the  subject  of  Architectural  Specifica- 
tions and  Supervision;  Professor  Lee  is  studying  methods  of  research  in  the  field  of 
advanced  structures;  Professor  Acland  is  travelling  in  Central  and  Eastern  Europe 
to  seek  material  for  an  authoritative  treatise  on  the  design  and  structure  of 
Romanesque  and  Gothic  buildings;  Mr.  Grossman  will  visit  India  in  order  to 
gather  material  for  a  comparative  study  of  the  relations  of  painting  and  sculpture  to 
architecture  in  Asian  and  Western  societies.  Professor  Arthur  has  been  granted  leave 
of  absence  for  a  year  in  order  to  complete  his  major  work  on  the  History  of  Archi- 
tecture in  the  City  of  Toronto. 

The  Canada  Council  has  generously  given  grants  in  which  we  share  to  enable 
two  representatives  of  each  of  the  five  Canadian  schools  of  architecture  to  attend 
the  annual  seminar  for  teachers  organized  by  the  American  Association  of  Collegiate 
Schools  of  Architecture  and  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  (held  this  year  at 
Grindstone  Lake,  Wisconsin)  and  future  meetings  of  the  Banff  Seminar  for  Archi- 
tects; both  meetings  are  of  major  importance  to  teachers  in  our  field. 

In  collaboration  with  the  department  of  Art  and  Archaeology  we  obtained  a 
grant  of  $2,500  from  the  Canada  Council  for  photographing  representative  drawings 
and  models  of  all  the  available  entries  of  the  architectural  competition  for  the 
Toronto  City  Hall,  an  event  of  considerable  historical  significance  that  would 
otherwise  have  passed  unrecorded.  Copies  of  the  microfilm  and  photographic  prints 
have  been  lodged  with  the  University  Library  and  the  School  of  Architecture.  The 
master  copies  are  in  the  archives  of  the  Public  Library.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  Nathan  Phillips,  Mayor  of  Toronto,  to  the  City  Planning  Authorities,  and  to 
Mr.  Campbell,  Chief  Librarian,  Toronto  Public  Libraries,  for  invaluable  help  and 
co-operation  in  this  project. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  profession  is  taking  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  School.  Lectures  and  criticisms  of  students'  work  are  freely  given  by  distinguished 
practising  architects,  and  the  Alumni  Association  is  showing  signs  of  life  after  a 
period  of  inactivity.  Our  special  lectures  by  distinguished  visitors — Professor  Alfred 
Roth  of  Zurich,  Professor  Chermayeff  of  Harvard,  Professor  Henry  Russell  Hitch- 
cock of  Smith  College,  Professor  Nikolaus  Pevsner,  of  Birkbeck  College,  University 
of  London — have  been  open  to  the  profession  and  well  attended.  And  the  Ontario 
Association  of  Architects  made  a  handsome  gift  of  $1,000  in  order  to  establish 
securely  the  school  library  of  coloured  slides  of  architectural  subjects. 

The  Division  of  Town  and  Regional  Planning  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Gordon  Stephenson  continues  to  do  excellent  work,  but  it  is  regrettable  that  more 
students  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  courses  offered  since  there  is  a  growing 
demand  in  Canada  for  able  and  thoroughly  trained  planners.  However,  we  shall 
not  be  in  a  position  to  make  our  full  contribution  in  this  important  area  until  we 
can  offer  a  two-year  graduate  course  in  addition  to  the  present  one-year  Diploma 
course.  I  would  therefore  endorse  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor,  Acting 
Director  Milton  S.  Osborne,  that  the  curriculum  of  the  Division  be  extended  to 
include  a  two-year  postgraduate  course  leading  to  a  graduate  degree. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  administration  for  their  tolerance,  and  to  my  staff 
for  their  willing  co-operation  during  this  my  first  year  as  Director  of  the  School  of 
Architecture.

The  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  medical  profession  and  allied  pro- 
fessions in  physical  recreation  and  its  importance  in  the  health  of  our  population 
has  been  followed  with  great  interest  by  the  members  of  the  staff.  It  is  expected  that 
studies  of  methods  of  assessing  physical  fitness  will  continue  in  the  School.  The 
research  programme  will  be  expanded  to  include  cardiorespiratory  investigations 
related  to  various  physical  conditioning  programmes.  The  co-operation  of  individuals 
at  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  as  well  as  students  and  staff  in  the  University, 
has  greatly  assisted  in  this  important  investigative  work  during  the  past  year. 

The  Beverly  Vickers  Memorial  Trophy  was  presented  for  the  first  time  this 
spring  to  the  woman  student  in  the  first  year  who  in  the  opinion  of  a  council  of 
representatives  of  the  School  faculty,  the  Undergraduate  Association  and  the 
Women's  Athletic  Association  is  most  worthy  in  scholarship,  leadership  and  all 
round  proficiency. 

The  School  was  privileged  to  have  several  distinguished  visitors  during  the  year. 
Captain  Edward  Hale  (R.N.  Ret.),  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  of  London,  England,  and  Professor  Philip  Smithells,  School  of  Physical 
Education,  University  of  Otago,  New  Zealand,  visited  the  School  in  January 
and  addressed  the  staff  and  students  of  the  School,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the 
R.  Tait  McKenzie  Honour  Society.  Dr.  Hannah  Todd  of  the  University  of  Rochester 
was  also  a  guest  of  the  School  during  the  spring  term. 

The  members  of  the  staff  of  the  School  appreciate  the  great  interest  in  the 
School  shown  by  the  Council  members  from  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Medicine.

THE  ACTIMG  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
SOCIAL  WORK 

Graduation 

At  the  Fall  Convocation,  1958,  one  candidate  was  presented  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Social  Work,  eleven  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work, 
and  two  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Social  Work.  At  the  Spring  Convo- 
cation in  1959,  six  candidates  were  presented  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social 
Work  and  forty-five  candidates  were  presented  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Social 
Work. 

Enrolment  and  Courses  of  Instruction 

One  candidate  successfully  completed  his  departmental  examinations  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Social  Work  and  is  proceeding  with  work  on  his  dissertation; 
although  no  candidates  were  enrolled  for  full-time  study  for  this  degree,  there  were 
16  students  enrolled  in  three  courses  offered  in  the  School  at  the  doctoral  level.  There 
were  32  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  for  full-time  work 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work,  and  they  will  complete  their  required 
calendar  year  of  work  on  July  31,  1959;  in  addition,  there  were  18  students  in  their 
second  year  registered  for  part-time  study,  either  completing  the  requirements  for 
the  degree  or  taking  individual  courses.  One  special  student  was  enrolled  for  full- 
time  study  in  the  second  year. 

Fifty-one  full-time  and  3  part-time  students  were  registered  in  the  School  as 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Social  Work;  and  12  students  were  regis- 
tered as  special  students  in  the  first  year,  of  whom  3  were  engaged  in  full-time  study. 
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Two  courses  were  given  for  146  students  registered  in  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  one 
course  for  14  students  in  the  course  in  hospital  administration  in  the  School  of 
Hygiene.  Seven  students  from  the  course  in  Town  and  Regional  Planning  were 
enrolled  in  one  of  the  regular  courses  in  the  School.  Courses  not  carrying  academic 
credit  were  offered  through  the  Extension  Department;  114  students  were  enrolled 
in  two  evening  courses,  and  36  students  were  enrolled  for  full-time  work  in  the 
Summer  School  from  June  1  to  June  25  for  workers  not  able  to  take  the  regular 
courses  in  the  School. 

The  School  has  not  yet  had  to  face  the  problems  of  expansion  which  almost 
certainly  lie  not  far  ahead.  The  number  of  applications  for  admission  to  the  School 
for  1959-60  was  already  107  on  June  15,  1959,  as  compared  with  87  in  June  last 
year.  This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  20  per  cent  in  the  number  of  applications:  the 
effect  on  actual  enrolments  will  not  be  known  until  September. 

As  the  numbers  of  graduates  from  the  undergraduate  courses  of  Canadian 
universities  continue  to  expand,  the  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  pro- 
fessional schools  will  undoubtedly  increase.  The  demand  for  social  workers  continues 
to  be  substantially  greater  than  the  supply.  The  total  number  of  graduates  each  year 
at  present  from  all  the  eight  schools  of  social  work  in  Canada  probably  does  not  fill 
all  the  vacancies  in  the  profession  due  to  retirements  and  deaths.  New  vacancies  are 
created  annually  as  existing  services  increase  their  complements  of  professional  staffs 
and  new  areas  of  service  are  created.  Among  the  areas  of  service  now  greatly  expand- 
ing their  needs  for  qualified  workers  are  the  corrections  services,  as  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Fauteux  Report  are  implemented,  and  the  mental  health  services  in 
which  a  number  of  provincial  governments,  including  notably  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  are  making  or  planning  substantial  developments. 

Financial  Aid  to  Students 

Provision  of  financial  aid  to  students  will  have  a  marked  influence  upon  future 
enrolment.  Entry  into  a  school  of  social  work  represents  a  considerable  financial 
burden  for  the  student,  or  his  parents.  It  follows -undergraduate  work  as  the  fourth 
and  fifth — or  fifth  and  sixth — years  of  attendance  at  a  university;  or  it  represents  a 
withdrawal  from  remunerative  employment  on  the  part  of  those — and  their  numbers 
are  growing — who  return  to  the  School  after  a  period  of  work  without  full  qualifica- 
tions. Summer  employment  is  less  easy  for  students  to  secure  than  in  the  years 
immediately  after  the  war,  and  the  salaries  of  qualified  workers,  when  they  enter  into 
practice,  are  not  large  enough  to  justify  a  student  acquiring  substantial  obligations 
in  the  form  of  loans  for  education. 

The  School  has  been  fortunate  in  having  an  impressive  list  of  scholarship  awards, 
which  are  listed  in  the  School  calendar.  The  United  Community  Fund  of  Metro- 
politan Toronto  has  continued  to  appropriate  a  substantial  sum  for  allocation  as 
bursaries  to  students  in  need  of  assistance  and  generous  support  for  this  purpose  has 
been  given  from  the  University's  own  bursary  and  loan  funds.  The  Province  of 
Ontario,  through  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  the  Department  of  Reform 
Institutions,  and  the  Department  of  Health  (in  connection  with  the  Mental  Health 
Training  Grants),  provides  or  administers  training  grant  programmes  under  which 
students  are  given  grants  for  maintenance  and  tuition  in  return  for  commitments  to 
accept  employment  in  specific  types  of  work.  Other  government  departments  and 
private  social  welfare  organizations  in  Canada  also  offer  similar  training  grants  to 
members  of  their  staffs  on  educational  leave  and  to  students  entering  the  School. 
These  training  grants  are  generous  and  often  make  it  possible  for  a  person  to  attend 
the  School  who  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  do  so.  Many  students  who  have  not 
yet  been  in  employment  are  reluctant  to  commit  themselves  to  a  specific  type  of 
employment  before  they  have  completed  their  education  and  before  they  have  been 
able  to  assess  the  kind  of  work  for  which  they  are  best  suited.  For  the  School,  this 
complex  network  of  conditional  aid  creates  quite  serious  administrative  and  educa- 
tional problems. 
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The  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  establishing  a  com- 
mittee to  study  the  question  of  financial  aid  for  students  in  order  to  plan  the  most 
effective  way  in  which  private  funds  can  be  used  to  encourage  a  steady  increase  in 
qualified  graduates. 

The  School  acknowledges  its  gratitude  and  the  gratitude  of  its  students  to  all 
of  these  donors  of  financial  aid  to  students,  without  which  many  good  students  would 
be  unable  to  undertake  the  fundamental  academic  study  which  ought  to  be  the 
foundation  of  professional  practice. 

Field  Instruction 

Field  instruction,  analogous  to  clinical  instruction  in  medical  education,  is  an 
integral  part  of  social  work  education.  During  the  year,  provision  was  made  for  field 
instruction  to  92  students  in  23  teaching  centres.  While  each  field  placement  comes 
under  the  educational  supervision  of  a  senior  member  of  the  School  faculty,  the 
necessary  facilities  for  all  these  students  and  the  actual  instruction  (by  45  qualified 
instructors  approved  by  the  School)  for  66  of  these  students  was  given  by  the 
organizations  or  institutions  that  provided  the  teaching  centres.  Instruction  for  the 
remaining  26  students  was  included  in  the  duties  of  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
School.  The  School  owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  organizations  and  institu- 
tions, public  and  private,  which  share  in  this  way  the  responsibilities  of  professional 
education.  The  Social  Planning  Council  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  is  now  under- 
taking, in  collaboration  with  the  School,  a  careful  study  of  the  problems  and  oppor- 
tunities of  maintaining  and  developing  field  instruction  in  teaching  centres. 

The  necessary  expansion  of  social  work  education  to  meet  the  increasingly  un- 
satisfied demand  for  qualified  social  workers  and  to  match  the  increasing  numbers 
graduating  from  the  undergraduate  courses  of  Canadian  universities  will  be  con- 
trolled in  no  small  degree  by  the  number  of  adequate  places  for  instruction  in 
teaching  centres. 

Premises  and  Equipment 

The  School  continued  to  operate  under  the  somewhat  restrictive  conditions 
of  its  present  premises.  By  dint  of  crowding  staff  members  in  shared  offices,  dispersing 
clerical  staffs  and  records,  which  should  be  kept  together,  into  several  offices  on 
different  floors,  and  by  skilful  scheduling  of  classes  and  seminars  it  will  be  just 
possible  to  accommodate  the  School's  operations  for  the  next  academic  session.  A 
thorough  overhaul  of  the  library  shelves,  and  the  removal  of  a  good  deal  of  reference 
material  to  the  Main  Library,  has  cleared  sufficient  shelf  space  for  essential  accessions 
of  198  volumes  in  the  past  year  to  the  School's  irreplaceable  specialist  library. 

A  welcome  addition  to  the  research  facilities  this  year  was  the  purchase  of  a  new 
and  more  adequate  calculating  machine  for  the  research  laboratory.  Repainting  and 
refurnishing  of  a  number  of  offices  and  seminar  rooms,  originally  equipped  in  the 
post-war  boom  with  now  worn-out  war  surplus  furniture,  will  improve  the  physical 
conditions  of  work  within  the  limits  of  what  can  be  done  in  the  present  accom- 
modation. 

The  announcement  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year  that  the  Council  of  the 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  will  be  asked  to  approve  a  contribution  to 
the  University's  building  programme  earmarked  for  a  new  building  to  house  the 
School  is  most  encouraging. 

The  Educational  Programme 

No  significant  changes  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  of  the  School.  The 
Council  on  Social  Work  Education  has  completed  its  massive  curriculum  study,  to 
which  several  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  acted  as  consultants,  and  the 
thirteen  volumes  of  the  report  of  this  study  are  to  be  published  this  year.  The  careful 
examination  of  this  authoritative  study  will  be  an  obligation  for  all  schools  of  social 
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work  for  the  next  few  years  and  may  lead  to  suggestions  for  improvement  in  the 
curriculum. 

The  faculty  have  given  a  great  deal  of  consideration  during  the  year  to  the 
implications  of  a  proposal,  foreshadowed  in  the  Director's  report  for  1958-9,  to 
rearrange  the  work  in  the  second  or  graduating  year  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Social  Work.  The  faculty  are  satisfied  that  there  may  be  educational  advantages  in 
concentrating  successively  on  academic  work,  on  field  instruction  and  on  graduate 
research  in  a  carefully  articulated  plan  of  study  rather  than  in  continuing  the  present 
arrangements  which  require  simultaneous  activity  by  the  student  in  all  three  kinds  of 
education.  The  proposal  cannot  be  put  into  practice  for  the  year  1959-60  for  logistical 
reasons;  when  it  is  attempted,  the  results  will  be  kept  under  close  observation  for  an 
experimental  period. 

A  change  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  way  in  which  students  fulfil  the 
research  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Social  Work.  Sixteen  students  have 
chosen  to  follow  the  pattern  of  previous  years  and  to  undertake  individual  research 
projects.  They  are  being  given  consultation  and  guidance  by  appropriate  members  of 
the  faculty.  The  remaining  twenty  students  undertaking  the  research  requirement 
have  chosen  to  join  one  of  three  group  projects,  in  which  a  member  of  the  faculty 
has  acted  as  research  director  of  a  study  of  a  single  problem  and  each  student  has 
taken  individual  responsibilities  within  the  framework  of  a  larger  project  than  is 
feasible  or  possible  for  any  one  student  on  his  own.  It  seems  probable,  in  the  light  of 
present  experience,  that  at  least  one  of  these  projects  will  result  in  significant 
publication. 

Research  and  Publication 

In  addition  to  its  continuous  programme  of  research  by  graduate  students  for 
the  Master's  degree  and  the  Doctor's  degree,  the  School  has  continued  to  make  its 
contribution  to  the  advancement  of  knowledge  in  social  work  and  social  welfare. 

The  Round  Table  on  Man  and  Industry  closed  its  sessions  in  November,  1958, 
with  a  useful  record  of  research,  much  of  it  of  a  preliminary  technical  nature,  upon 
which  further  studies  can  be  developed.  In  addition,  the  Chief  Consultant  to  the 
Round  Table,  Sir  Geoffrey  Vickers,  has  recast  his  original  contributions  into  a  book, 
The  Undirected  Society,  which  is  now  in  the  press.  The  Cassidy  Memorial  Research 
Professor  of  1955-6,  Professor  Gordon  Hearn,  published  a  monograph  Theory- 
building  in  Social  Work  in  the  fall  of  1958.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  both  Sir 
Geoffrey  and  Professor  Hearn,  exploring  quite  different  problems  and  using  quite 
different  approaches  to  their  topics,  have  come  to  focus  on  the  general  systems  theory 
now  being  explored  by  a  number  of  scholars  in  the  natural  as  well  as  the  social 
sciences.  This  may  be  a  significant  coincidence  for  future  research  in  social  work. 
Other  staff  publications  are  listed  in  the  publications  section  of  the  President's  Report. 

The  operations  of  the  Cassidy  Memorial  Research  Fund,  since  1953,  have 
demonstrated  the  value  to  scholarship  of  available  research  funds  of  quite  modest 
proportions.  In  addition  to  studies  already  published  under  the  Fund's  sponsorship 
there  are  several  important  reports  in  more  limited  circulation  and  a  number  of 
projects  completed  and  in  progress,  as  well  as  one  further  book  in  proof  form.  The 
time  must  soon  come  when  in  order  to  maintain  this  essential  activity  of  a  graduate 
school  there  should  be  a  continuous  provision  in  the  normal  budget,  of  perhaps  10 
per  cent  of  the  whole,  which  can  be  devoted  to  research.  Otherwise  the  pressures  of 
an  expanding  enrolment  will  quietly  consume  the  slim  margin  of  time  and  talents 
available  for  original  work.  The  volume  of  empirical  knowledge  is  growing  rapidly. 
The  urgent  need  now  is  for  energetic  and  persistent  research  for  valid  generalizations 
for  use  in  both  the  advancement  of  knowledge  and  the  improvement  of  practice. 

Staff 

The  Director  of  the  School,  during  his  leave  of  absence,  has  completed  an 
extensive  world  tour,  studying  social  problems  and  community  development  particu- 
larly in  the  Far  East. 
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New  members  joining  the  academic  staff  this  year  were  Professor  Marjory  Seeley, 
Professor  A.  J.  Byles  and  Mr.  Ben  Lappin.  Visiting  members  of  the  staff  were  Sir 
Geoffrey  Vickers,  V.C.,  in  October  and  November,  1958,  and  Dr.  Howard  Jones  of 
the  University  of  Leicester,  England.  Mr.  Mladen  Zvonarevic,  a  Canada  Council 
"non-resident  fellow"  from  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Zagreb,  Yugoslavia,  was 
attached  to  the  School  for  the  academic  year.  Distinguished  visitors  during  the  year 
have  included  Dr.  George  F.  Davidson,  Deputy  Minister  of  Canada's  Department  of 
Health  and  Welfare,  and  Chairman  of  the  International  Conference  of  Social  Work ; 
Dr.  Werner  W.  Boehm  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  Director  of  the  Curricu- 
lum Study  of  the  Council  of  Social  Work  Education  (now  a  recipient  of  a  Cassidy 
Memorial  Research  Fund  award)  ;  and  Professor  Sydney  Berengarten  of  the  New 
York  School  of  Social  Work. 

Professor  Josephine  D.  Chaisson  has  resigned  her  position  as  of  the  end  of  the 
academic  year.  Professor  Richard  Medhurst  attained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Social 
Work  at  the  University  of  Southern  California.  Professor  E.  Ray  Godfrey  has  been 
appointed  a  United  Nations  Consultant  on  Social  Work  Education  in  France  and 
will  be  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  year  1959-60.  Mr.  Ben  Lappin,  who  joined  the 
staff  in  1958-9  as  Lecturer,  will  be  on  leave  in  1959-60  to  undertake  his  course  work 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Social  Work.  He  has  been  awarded  the  Harry  L.  Lurie 
Fellowship  which  is  given  annually  in  North  America  by  the  Harry  L.  Lurie  Fellow- 
ship Committee.  This  is  the  first  award  of  this  Fellowship  to  a  Canadian  scholar. 

New  staff  members  appointed  for  the  academic  year  1959-60  are  Professor  John 
Spencer,  at  present  a  Simon  Research  Fellow  of  the  University  of  Manchester; 
Professor  John  Horwitz,  lately  Associate  Director  of  the  Curriculum  Study  of  the 
Council  on  Social  Work  Education;  Mr.  James  Gripton,  Director  of  Training  and 
Personnel  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Metropolitan  Toronto;  and  Miss  Helen 
Marshall  from  the  staff  of  the  Ontario  Alcoholism  Research  Foundation. 

A  notable  addition  to  the  School's  scholarly  resources  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  decision  of  the  Junior  League  of  Toronto  to  donate  to  the  University  sufficient 
funds  to  establish  in  the  School  and  maintain  for  a  period  of  from  three  to  five  years 
a  Special  Lectureship  in  Corrections.  As  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  there  is  a 
growing  interest  in  the  problems  related  to  the  treatment  and  after-care  of  offenders 
against  the  law.  Research  and  teaching  in  this  field  must  necessarily  be  related  to  a 
number  of  academic  disciplines,  such  as  psychology,  psychiatry,  sociology  and  law,  as 
well  as  to  social  work.  This  position  has  not  yet  been  filled,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  make  an  appointment  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  task  of  an  Acting  Director  is  one  which  places  unfamiliar  burdens  not  only 
upon  the  incumbent  but  also  upon  his  colleagues.  I  wish  to  express  to  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  School  and  to  the  students  my  thanks  for  their  support  in  the  past 
year;  and  to  my  colleagues  in  the  University  and  especially  to  the  officers  of  the 
University  administration  for  their  kindness  to  me  personally  in  what  has  been  an 
exacting  but  enlightening  task.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

Enrolment  this  year  totalled  315,  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  Of  this,  133 
students  were  in  the  degree  courses  and  182  in  certificate  courses,  including  twelve 
international  students  from  nine  countries.  Added  to  these  were  138  graduate  nurses 
enrolled  in  three  one-week  extension  courses,  given  at  the  request  of  the  Canadian 
Nurses'  Association  and  of  the  Nursing  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health. 
Although  students  in  the  certificate  courses  still  outnumber  those  in  degree  courses, 
the  proportion  has  been  changing  gradually  in  favour  of  the  latter. 

Financial  considerations  undoubtedly  restrict  numbers  in  the  degree  courses, 
although  the  assistance  available  has  been  increasing  slowly.  There  are  now  two 
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scholarships  and  three  bursaries  available  from  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the 
Registered  Nurses'  Association  of  Ontario  and  other  private  sources.  In  addition, 
there  is  the  hope  of  participating  in  the  new  Ontario  Provincial  Student-Aid  pro- 
gramme. However  there  is  one  source  of  financial  help  from  which  our  degree 
students  are  at  present  excluded.  A  large  number  of  bursaries  are  awarded  from  the 
National  Health  Grants  to  students  in  the  certificate  courses,  but  not  to  those  in  the 
degree  courses.  As  students  in  our  basic  degree  course  receive  a  more  complete 
training  in  public  health  nursing  than  it  is  possible  to  give  in  the  certificate  course  of 
eight  months,  it  is  not  clear  why  they  are  not  eligible  for  a  bursary  for  one  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  nationally  and  locally,  offers  several 
generous  bursaries  which  are  available  to  our  basic  students  in  their  final  year. 

Expressions  of  concern  about  the  shortage  of  nurses  are  again  much  to  the  fore. 
This  "shortage"  is  not  just  one  of  numbers,  for  the  nature  of  nursing  has  been  chang- 
ing very  rapidly,  and  new  demands  being  made  upon  it  require  an  increase  in  quality 
as  well  as  in  quantity.  This  qualitative  improvement  would  seem  more  possible  than 
any  great  increase  in  the  proportion  of  high  school  graduates  who  will  choose  nursing 
in  preference  to  social  work  or  teaching  since  nursing  has  always  had  a  high  per- 
centage of  these.  It  is  probably  true,  however,  that  with  better  educational  oppor- 
tunities nursing  might  attract  a  certain  group  on  whom  it  has  hitherto  not  drawn 
to  any  extent  under  the  conditions  of  the  past. 

One  need  widely  felt  by  the  nursing  profession,  and  by  others,  is  the  opportunity 
to  do  research  in  nursing,  with  the  training  for  this,  through  graduate  study.  While 
we  are  sincerely  gratified  that  our  graduates  are  eligible  for  graduate  work  in  certain 
other  fields,  and  while  it  is  doubtless  of  advantage  for  a  few  nurses  to  do  such  work 
in  law  or  psychology,  these  opportunities  do  not  meet  the  need  for  research  in  nursing, 
and  contribute  only  indirectly  to  the  building  of  a  body  of  nursing  knowledge. 

We  realize  the  problem  existing  in  the  fact  that  nursing  is  not  based  on  one 
science  only,  or  on  any  one  subject,  but  nursing  surely  is  not  the  only  profession  where 
this  is  true.  Medicine  or  any  other  profession  whose  work  is  entirely  with  people  has 
to  be  broad — has  to  take  material  from  many  fields.  On  the  other  hand,  to  say  that 
there  is  not  a  sufficient  body  of  knowledge  in  nursing  seems  to  indicate  the  need  for 
finding  this.  In  any  case  our  hope  is  that  those  responsible  for  graduate  standards  will 
at  least  give  their  sympathetic  consideration  to  our  need.  Meantime,  a  few  members 
of  our  teaching  staff  are  working,  as  time  permits,  on  nursing  problems;  and  for 
higher  degrees. 

During  the  year  the  School  has  received  thirty-five  visitors  from  other  countries. 
These  included  two  senior  officials  of  the  Northern  Ireland  Hospitals  Authority, 
Dr.  Olga  Milosovic,  Secretary  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  of  Jugoslavia,  and  Miss 
Winnifred  Morgan,  the  director  of  an  experimental  nursing  school  in  connection 
with  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary,  which  is  based  on  the  demonstration  school  which 
the  Canadian  Nurses'  Association  conducted  in  Windsor.  During  the  meeting  of  the 
Vice-Chancellors  last  summer,  we  were  visited  by  Lady  Adrian,  wife  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  Cambridge  University,  and  Lady  Taylor,  wife  of  the  Principal  and 
Vice-Chancellor  of  Aberdeen  University,  both  of  whom  are  much  concerned  with 
nursing  education  in  their  own  countries,  and  who  had  heard  of  our  School  from 
former  visitors.  The  directors  of  two  Canadian  university  schools  of  nursing  which 
are  inaugurating  basic  degree  courses  visited  the  School  to  discuss  their  programmes. 

In  October,  during  Home-Coming  Week-end,  the  School  celebrated  its  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary.  Graduates  in  many  countries  responded  most  generously  to  requests 
for  information  and  exhibits  of  their  work.  We  were  impressed  anew  by  the  variety 
of  senior  positions  which  these  graduates  are  filling.  We  were  greatly  pleased  by  the 
number  of  alumnae,  some  from  great  distances,  who  were  able  to  attend,  and  by  the 
interest  shown  by  members  of  other  departments  of  the  University  who  visited  the 
exhibits  and  attended  the  tea  given  by  the  Alumnae  Association  on  the  closing  day. 

At  the  end  of  the  session  we  are  losing  two  valued  members  of  the  teaching  staff. 
Professor  M.  McPhedran  goes  to  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  as  assistant  director 
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of  the  new  school  of  nursing  there.  Mrs.  Hall  is  resigning  to  accompany  her  husband 
to  Northern  Ontario.  Both  will  be  missed  greatly.  Professor  H.  M.  Carpenter  has  been 
awarded  the  Fellowship  for  Graduate  Study  offered  by  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
Society  to  enable  a  nurse  to  undertake  graduate  study,  and  will  be  on  leave  of  absence 
next  year,  working  toward  the  doctor's  degree.  The  Toronto  Club  of  the  Soroptomist 
International  has  awarded  a  bursary  for  graduate  study  to  Miss  J.  MacPhail,  who 
will  also  be  on  leave  of  absence  for  this  purpose.  Miss  K.  King  returns  from  Yale 
University  to  resume  her  teaching  here.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  HYGIEHE 

The  School  of  Hygiene  plays  a  threefold  role  in  the  educational  programme  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  by  offering  instruction  in  public  health  subjects  to 
graduates,  by  providing  courses  for  undergraduates,  and  by  conducting  research. 

At  the  present  time,  when  much  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  future  of  the 
University  as  a  whole,  it  is  appropriate  for  a  constituent  unit  such  as  the  School  of 
Hygiene  to  review  existing  programmes  of  instruction  with  a  critical  eye,  and  to 
explore  the  need  for  new  courses.  A  review  of  the  teaching  functions  of  the  School 
of  Hygiene  was  in  fact  started  two  years  ago  and  has  continued  actively  during  the 
current  session. 

The  senior  course  in  the  School  of  Hygiene  is  that  leading  to  the  Diploma  in 
Public  Health.  For  many  years,  this  course  provided  valuable  postgraduate  training 
for  physicians  in  several  branches  of  public  health  work.  In  this  age  of  specialization, 
however,  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  provide  training  for  careers  in  many  branches  of 
public  health  through  the  Diploma  in  Public  Health  course.  The  School  of  Hygiene 
has  now  moved  far  towards  the  establishment  of  a  complete  programme  of  diploma 
courses  to  cover  the  needs  of  physicians  and  other  professional  workers  in  specialized 
fields,  and  offers  courses  leading  to  diplomas  in  Industrial  Health,  Veterinary  Public 
Health,  Dental  Public  Health,  Hospital  Administration  and  Bacteriology. 

It  has  become  evident  that  the  function  of  the  parent  Diploma  in  Public  Health 
course  is  to  provide  the  academic  background  needed  by  physicians  who  are  to  serve 
local  municipalities  as  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  A  detailed  study  of  the  daily  work 
and  responsibilities  of  such  officials  will  shortly  be  undertaken,  so  that  in  due  course 
appropriate  changes  may  be  introduced  in  the  curriculum  of  this  important  diploma. 

During  the  present  session,  the  first  class  of  graduates  was  enrolled  in  the 
Diploma  in  Bacteriology  course.  This  course  provides  intensive  training  in  all  aspects 
of  medical  microbiology,  with  particular  emphasis  on  virology  and  mycology,  two 
areas  of  inceasing  importance  to  the  hospital  and  public  health  bacteriologist.  Nine 
graduates  enrolled  in  the  first  course,  five  of  whom  were  physicians.  The  educational 
qualifications  of  the  students  were  high  and  two  of  them  held  the  Ph.D.  degree.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  course,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  North  America,  will  assist  in  providing 
well-qualified  medical  bacteriologists  for  universities,  hospitals  and  public  health 
laboratories  in  Canada  and  abroad.  Generous  financial  assistance  provided  by  the 
National  Health  Grants  Program  of  the  Ontario  and  Canadian  governments  has 
greatly  aided  the  establishment  of  this  course. 

Another  development  of  importance  is  the  introduction  of  a  course  leading  to  a 
Diploma  in  Nutrition,  to  start  in  September,  1959.  This  course,  which  replaces  a 
course  leading  to  the  Certificate  in  Public  Health  (Nutrition  option),  will  prepare 
physicians  and  other  university  graduates  for  careers  in  the  scientifically  and  eco- 
nomically important  field  of  nutrition  in  Canada  and  overseas.  Much  of  the  work 
will  be  given  by  Professor  E.  W.  McHenry  and  his  colleagues,  with  some  courses  in 
the  Faculty  of  Arts. 
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The  School  of  Hygiene  now  offers  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  programmes 
of  postgraduate  instruction  in  public  health  subjects  of  any  North  American  univer- 
sity. This  programme  should  enable  the  School  to  maintain  and  enhance  its  reputa- 
tion as  a  teaching  centre  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  School  continues  to  play  an  important  role  in  world  health  by  training 
suitably  prepared  graduates  from  countries  where  public  health  work  presents  an 
even  greater  need  than  it  does  in  Canada,  and  of  the  83  students  enrolled  during  the 
current  session,  14  were  from  other  countries,  namely  Ecuador,  Thailand,  Ceylon, 
India,  Pakistan,  Jamaica,  Trinidad,  and  St.  Lucia,  as  well  as  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Despite  the  many  specialist  courses  now  available  in  the  School,  there  is  still  at 
least  one  important  omission,  for  no  Canadian  university  offers  training  in  the  field 
known  as  "medical  care  administration,"  "health  insurance"  or  "health  services 
administration."  Workers  in  this  field  serve  as  administrators  in  prepaid  insurance 
schemes,  on  pension  boards,  on  workmen's  compensation  boards,  in  federal  and  pro- 
vincial Departments  of  Health,  in  privately  operated  insurance  companies,  and  on  the 
newly  established  Hospital  Services  Commissions.  Few  holders  of  senior  posts  in  these 
organizations  have  had  specialized  academic  training  at  the  university  level  for  their 
present  positions.  The  University  of  Toronto,  with  its  large  staff  of  teachers  in  public 
health,  business  administration,  and  political  and  social  sciences,  is  in  an  unusually 
strong  position  to  offer  training  in  this  area.  The  co-operation  of  many  staff  members 
in  other  branches  of  the  University  will  be  required,  and  discussions  to  this  end  have 
been  started. 

Although  the  primary  role  of  the  School  of  Hygiene  in  the  University  of 
Toronto  is  held  to  be  the  provision  of  educational  facilities  for  graduates  as  above 
described,  a  hardly  less  significant  role  is  the  instruction  of  undergraduates.  The 
Departments  of  Epidemiology  and  Biometrics,  Microbiology,  Physiological  Hygiene, 
Public  Health,  and  Public  Health  Nutrition  are  actively  engaged  in  teaching  under- 
graduates enrolled  in  the  following  branches  of  the  University  to  the  number  of  about 
900  each  year:  the  Faculty  of  Arts;  the  Faculty  of  Medicine;  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry; 
the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy;  the  Faculty  of  Household  Science;  the  School  of  Physical 
and  Health  Education ;  and  the  School  of  Nursing.  These  departments  are  willing  and 
indeed  eager  to  undertake  additional  teaching  responsibilities  in  the  undergraduate 
field. 

The  staff  members  of  all  seven  departments  in  the  School  of  Hygiene  have  been 
active  in  research  during  the  present  year,  and  substantial  grants-in-aid  have  been 
received  from  the  following  sources:  Defence  Research  Board,  National  Cancer 
Institute,  National  Research  Council,  National  Health  Grants  Program  of  the  On- 
tario and  Canadian  Governments,  W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation,  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  the  University  of  Toronto  Advisory 
Committee  on  Scientific  Research,  Hoffmann-La  Roche,  Inc.,  the  International 
Nickel  Company  of  Canada,  Ltd.,  and  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories. 

Changes  in  staff  during  the  current  year  have  been  few  but  important.  Miss  Ruth 
M.  Briggs,  who  has  served  most  faithfully  and  efficiently  as  Librarian  in  the  Hygiene 
Building  for  many  years,  was  transferred  to  the  Dufferin  Division  of  the  Connaught 
Medical  Research  Laboratories,  as  part  of  the  reorganization  of  that  branch  of  the 
University.  The  School  of  Hygiene  library  is  now  a  branch  of  the  main  University 
Library,  with  Mrs.  F.  E.  Willett  as  Librarian.  Through  the  collaboration  of  Mr. 
Blackburn,  Chief  Librarian,  and  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association,  it  has  been 
possible  to  continue  almost  all  of  the  scientific  periodicals  previously  available. 

Dr.  Helen  C.  Plummer,  who  held  the  part-time  appointment  of  Associate  in  the 
Department  of  Microbiology  in  the  School,  retired  on  June  30,  1959.  Dr.  Plummer 
has  taught  Bacteriology  to  nurses  and  other  students  for  many  years,  and  her  services 
will  be  greatly  missed. 

Dr.  R.  G.  Struthers  retired  as  Special  Lecturer  in  Tropical  Hygiene  after  sixteen 
years  of  valuable  service  to  the  School  in  various  capacities.  He  will  be  succeeded  by

Dr.  L.  E.  Elkerton  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Ontario  who,  like  Dr.  Struthers, 
has  had  wide  experience  of  public  health  conditions  in  the  tropics. 

Dr.  J.  Grant  Cunningham,  Head  of  the  Division  of  Industrial  Hygiene,  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  Ontario,  has  served  in  a  part-time  capacity  as  Head  of  our 
Department  of  Physiological  Hygiene  during  the  current  session.  Without  the  services 
of  Dr.  Cunningham,  it  might  have  been  necessary  to  suspend  the  recently  reorganized 
programme  of  training  physicians  for  the  field  of  industrial  health.  Although  Dr. 
Cunningham  retired  on  June  30,  1959,  as  Head  of  the  Department  of  Physiological 
Hygiene  of  the  School,  under  the  age  limit,  he  will  continue  to  teach. 

Dr.  John  R.  Brown  of  the  London  School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine, 
University  of  London,  will  succeed  Dr.  Cunningham  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Physiological  Hygiene.  Dr.  Brown,  a  graduate  in  medicine  and  in 
physiology  of  the  University  of  London,  has  had  many  years'  experience  of  teaching 
and  research  in  this  important  area  of  the  public  health  field,  and  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  build  on  the  foundations  so  well  laid  by  Dr.  Cunningham. 

In  concluding  this  report  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1959,  it  is  appropriate  to 
record  a  conversation  with  the  late  President  Sidney  Smith  over  three  years  ago,  in 
which  he  forecast  for  the  School  of  Hygiene,  then  reorganized  and  strengthened  under 
his  stimulating  guidance,  a  new  role  in  the  University  of  Toronto — a  role  in  which 
the  School  was  to  collaborate  fully  and  on  a  basis  of  equality  of  scholarly  contribution 
with  those  other  departments  of  the  University  dedicated  to  the  study  of  the  manifold 
problems  of  human  well-being.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  collaboration  will  prove 
increasingly  valuable  to  the  University  as  a  whole.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF  CHILD  STUDY 

This  was  a  transitional  year  at  the  Institute.  The  five-year  programme  of  research 
into  the  mental  health  development  of  the  child,  financed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, ended  on  June  30,  1958.  The  findings  were  submitted  to  the  Government  this 
spring  in  a  report  entitled  "Studies  of  the  Growth  of  Security."  Some  aspects  of  the 
research  have  been  published  already.  Additional  material  is  in  preparation  for 
publication,  so  that  in  due  course  most  of  the  material  will  be  available  to  the  public. 

On  July  1,  1958,  the  Institute,  with  the  expanded  facilities  and  programme 
which  had  developed  during  the  previous  five  years,  became  fully  absorbed  into  the 
University.  This  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era.  Considerable  reorganization  was 
undertaken.  Instead  of  mental  health  research  being  the  central  core  of  activity,  a 
programme  is  being  developed  interweaving  research  and  teaching.  The  elementary 
and  nursery  schools,  the  new  clinic  for  well  children,  the  parent  education  activities 
are  being  used  not  only  as  laboratories  but  also  as  demonstration  centres  for  students 
in  our  own  Diploma  Course,  from  other  University  faculties,  and  from  the  local  and 
wider  community. 

A  year  of  reorganization  is  not  usually  one  of  fruition.  However,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  studies  of  the  mental  health  of  infants  and  young  children, 
children's  emancipation  from  parents,  social  relationships,  and  longitudinal  progress 
in  reading.  The  validation  of  theory  by  testing  its  practicality  in  our  schools  and  by 
adapting  it  to  community  needs  has  continued  to  be  stressed.  The  wider  impact  of 
our  efforts  has  been  forcefully  demonstrated  this  year  by  the  number  of  texts  and 
other  publications  from  elsewhere  which  have  incorporated  references  to  discoveries 
and  techniques  which  have  been  developed  through  our  own  research.

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THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  INSTITUTE  OF 
BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

The  1958-9  session  has  been  one  of  curtailed  development  pending  the  results 
of  a  comprehensive  study  concerned  with  future  policies  and  plans  for  the  Institute. 
However,  the  year  has  not  been  devoid  of  progress — the  number  of  full-time  students 
increased;  enrolment  in  evening  classes,  both  degree  and  non-degree,  was  maintained 
at  a  satisfactory  level;  research  done  by  both  staff  and  students  was  expanded; 
co-operation  with  the  business  community  in  matters  of  education  continued. 

Registration  in  our  full-time  graduate  course  in  Business  Administration  has  been 
increasing  each  year  since  1954  to  the  present  number  of  43.  If  this  trend  continues, 
as  expected,  we  will  face  the  problem  of  the  optimum  class  size  for  graduate  study 
and  may  have  to  duplicate  classes  in  some  subjects.  We  have  had  this  problem  in  our 
part-time  degree  programme  for  some  time,  including  this  year,  but  we  have  been 
able  to  accommodate  most  applicants  by  adjusting  the  sequence  of  their  optional 
subjects:  240  part-time  students  enrolled  for  an  average  of  1.4  subjects  per  student. 
Fifty  students — 24  from  the  full-time  programme  and  26  from  the  part-time  pro- 
gramme— received  their  Master  of  Commerce  degree  at  the  spring  convocation. 

The  Administrative  Development  Programme,  our  non-degree,  evening  pro- 
gramme, was  again  oversubscribed  for  most  subjects,  with  248  students  from  123 
business  firms  participating.  Two  subjects  which  had  been  given  before,  Personnel 
Psychology  and  Marketing  and  Distribution  Research,  were  dropped  for  this  year 
and  two  new  ones,  Personnel  Administration  and  Operational  Research,  were  added. 
A  survey  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  assured  us  that  this  programme  satisfies  a  real 
educational  need. 

Our  curriculum  now  includes  a  dissertation  in  addition  to  the  course  material 
and  some  worthwhile  research  has  been  carried  out  by  the  students  in  fulfilling  this 
requirement.  Members  of  the  staff  also  have  been  able  to  allot  more  time  to  this 
important  phase  of  their  work  and  significant  study  is  being  done  in  a  number  of 
business  areas. 

In  the  spring  of  1958,  senior  executives  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  invited 
our  faculty  to  explore  their  operations  with  them:  in  the  fall  we  invited  them  to  the 
University  to  explore  the  general  topic  of  Education  and  Business.  The  same  subject 
was  the  topic  for  a  one-day  conference  with  the  Investment  Dealers  Association.  Both 
meetings  broadened  our  understanding  of  the  business  men's  views  of  business  educa- 
tion and  provided  the  opportunity  for  us  to  explain  our  programme  and  policies.  Our 
contacts  with  these  and  other  professional  business  associations,  through  the  exchange 
of  speakers,  participation  in  conferences,  arrangement  of  plant  visits  and  general 
discussions  have  enlarged  the  understanding  of  our  mutual  problems. 

The  loss  last  year  of  three  members  of  our  teaching  staff  created  some  difficulties, 
but  two  new  full-time  appointments  together  with  the  help  of  special  lecturers  from 
the  business  community  allowed  us  to  conduct  all  classes  with  only  minor  adjustments. 
J.  A.  Sarjeant,  B.A.Sc,  M.Com.,  formerly  with  Standard  Iron  and  Steel  Works  Ltd., 
was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  and  M.  S.  Moyer,  M.Com.,  was  appointed  Lec- 
turer. I  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Institute,  those  from  other  departments  of  the 
University  and  those  from  business  for  their  wholehearted  effort  and  co-operation 
under  somewhat  trying  conditions.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

The  broadened  scope  of  Extension  activities,  both  on  and  off  the  campus,  has 
been  acknowledged  in  the  recent  change  of  title  to  "Division  of  University  Extension." 
One  evidence  of  this  growth  is  the  enrolment.  During  this  session  18,006  registered 
for  courses  and   1,200  more  attended  occasional  lectures,   an  indication  that  the 
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freedom  of  choice  permitted  in  non-degree  courses  appeals  to  the  mature  student 
whose  primary  concern  is  the  development  of  his  intellectual  and  cultural  interests. 

General  Course  (Extension) 

During  the  year  77  students  received  their  B.A.  degree;  30  at  the  November 
Convocation  and  47  in  June.  Enrolments  in  both  the  summer  and  winter  courses 
showed  substantial  increases:  963  students  attended  the  summer  session,  and  1,730 
the  winter  session,  a  total  registration  of  2,693.  The  increase  in  the  summer  session 
was  due  in  part  to  high  school  teachers  taking  further  courses  to  qualify  for  the 
Type  "A"  Certificate. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Librarian  a  plan  has  been  devised  whereby 
the  General  Course  student  in  Extension  will  have  the  same  access  to  reference 
material  as  has  his  daytime  counterpart.  A  special  collection  has  been  established  in 
the  Wallace  Room,  the  nucleus  of  which  was  donated  to  the  Library  by  this  Division. 

Changes  in  the  curriculum  continue.  This  year  Russian  was  introduced  on  a 
trial  basis  and  proved  highly  successful.  The  large  initial  enrolment  of  65  has  made 
it  possible  to  offer  both  first-  and  second-year  courses  next  session. 

Evening  Course  in  Business 

There  were  520  students  registered  in  this  course,  the  only  evening  course  for 
which  the  University  awards  a  certificate.  The  small  decrease  in  first-year  enrolment 
followed  upon  the  application  of  more  rigorous  standards  of  admission,  while  the 
larger  numbers  continuing  into  the  second  and  third  years  provided  encouraging 
evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  imposing  the  higher  standard.  At  the  May  Convocation 
92  candidates  received  certificates,  1 1  of  whom  obtained  honours.  It  is  only  through 
the  passage  of  time  and  the  performance  of  graduates  that  a  professional  course 
makes  its  impact  on  business  in  a  large  community.  These  numbers  show  that  the 
value  of  some  formal  university  training  for  young  persons  of  ability  is  being  in- 
creasingly recognized  by  employers. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  instructors  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  Committee 
on  University  Extension  who  are  responsible  in  large  measure  for  setting  and  main- 
taining standards  in  the  course.  Recommendations  arising  out  of  a  review  of  the 
course  have  been  tabled  for  Senate  approval  in  the  1960-1  session. 

Evening  Tutorial  Classes 

These  classes,  for  which  no  credit  is  given,  are  designed  for  the  mature  adult 
with  an  interest  in  intellectual  pursuits.  In  all,  4,485  students  registered  for  93  courses, 
and  over  1,000  others  attended  occasional  lectures.  Several  courses  were  dropped  and 
15  new  courses  were  added.  Enrolment  figures  point  to  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
languages:  172  students  registered  for  Italian;  133  for  Spanish;  259  for  French;  and 
92  for  Russian.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure,  on  very  little  notice,  the 
extra  instructors  this  enrolment  required. 

We  live  in  a  society  whose  community  organization  seems  ingeniously  designed  to 
keep  husbands  and  wives  apart.  A  growing  number  of  husbands  and  wives  find  in 
the  Evening  Tutorial  classes  a  means  of  developing  new  intellectual  interests  together. 

In  keeping  with  our  policy  of  post-professional  training,  three  refresher  courses 
in  Nursing  were  conducted  in  collaboration  with  the  School  of  Nursing;  a  course  of 
ten  lecture-discussion  sessions  on  Aging  in  the  Modern  World  was  arranged  in  con- 
junction with  the  Ontario  Society  on  Aging  and  the  Canadian  Association  for  Adult 
Education;  and  a  course  in  Nutrition  for  dietitians  and  others  was  given  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Faculty  of  Household  Science. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  we  conducted  three  courses 
of  general  interest  to  the  public:  Preserving  Ontario's  History  (repeated  in  the 
spring),  Lands  of  the  Mediterranean  and  Caribbean,  and  Aspects  of  Archaeology. 
In  addition  to  this  programme,  we  collaborated  in  a  highly  successful  series  of  five 
free  public  lectures  at  the  Museum  to  mark  the  Darwin  Centennial.  The  theatre  was 
filled  to  capacity  every  night.  In  all,  some  2,000  persons  attended  the  series. 

In  co-operation  with  the  University  of  British  Columbia's  Extension  Department 
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a  two-week  tour  of  Mexico  was  arranged.  This  tour  was  especially  attractive  to  those 
who  attended  the  courses  in  Spanish  and  Ancient  Civilizations  of  Mexico.  This  was 
the  first  time  two  Canadian  universities  co-operated  in  a  tour  based  directly  on  course 
offerings  in  Extension.  The  success  of  the  venture  makes  it  clear  that  we  should 
develop  this  new  facet  of  adult  education. 

Business  and  Industry  Courses 

In  the  Business  and  Industry  section,  54  subjects  were  offered  this  session.  Of 
these,  15  were  new.  During  the  past  year  an  effort  was  made  to  make  classes  more 
effective  by  limiting  class  enrolments  and  providing  more  instructors.  For  these 
courses  14  lecturers  were  drawn  from  the  University  and  40  from  business  organiza- 
tions. The  total  enrolment  was  4,126  students,  a  considerable  increase  over  the 
previous  year. 

At  the  joint  request  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering,  two  graduate  level  courses  in  Electrical  Engineering  were 
offered  through  Extension.  Of  particular  interest  was  a  third  course  consisting  of 
fifteen  filmed  TV  lectures  on  Space  Technology  obtained  from  the  University  of 
California,  and  offered  here  with  the  assistance  of  the  Institute  of  Aerophysics.  These 
films  were  also  made  available  to  McMaster  and  Carleton  Universities,  a  delicate 
venture  in  scheduling  in  which  both  universities  co-operated  fully.  Our  enrolment 
was  208  out  of  a  total  of  350.  The  success  of  these  experiments  points  up  again  the 
role  this  Division  can  play  in  providing  post-professional  training. 

The  correspondence  method  of  instruction  continues  to  attract  large  numbers  of 
students  from  business  organizations.  In  order  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  these 
courses,  revisions  are  made  frequently  and  new  material  is  added.  This  year,  for 
example,  the  Chartered  Life  Underwriters'  Association  of  Canada  withdrew  its 
course  and  is  now  preparing  a  new  one  which  will  be  available  in  the  session  1959-60. 

There  is  under  consideration  a  proposal  that  a  "core  course"  consisting  of  those 
academic  subjects  most  frequently  requested  by  business  organizations  be  set  up  for 
students  in  both  the  Business  and  Industry  section  and  the  Correspondence  section. 
This  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  duplicating  subject  matters  for  each  of  a  number 
of  organizations ;  it  would  ensure  a  high  level  of  instruction  in  each  subject  and  would 
greatly  reduce  operating  costs.  Plans  have  now  developed  to  the  point  that  the  core 
course  idea  will  be  given  a  limited  experimental  trial  in  the  coming  session.  During 
the  year  a  number  of  organizations  have  sought  to  establish  new  correspondence 
courses  for  their  members.  In  each  case  discussions  are  proceeding  on  the  core  course 
basis. 

Television 

The  Chairman  and  representatives  of  the  University  TV  Committee  have  been 
active  in  promoting  interest  in  educational  television.  A  series  of  meetings  with 
representatives  of  cultural  groups,  educational  organizations  and  institutions  was 
held  and  recommendations  were  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Broadcast  Governors 
requesting  that  suitable  TV  channels  be  reserved  for  educational  purposes. 

The  University  in  co-operation  with  the  C.B.C.  presented  "Focus  on  Physics" 
as  part  of  its  Live  and  Learn  series  over  CBLT.  The  series  of  12  programmes  was 
arranged  by  this  Division  acting  with  the  University  Television  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Physics.  The  lucid  fashion  in  which  Professors  Patterson  Hume  and 
Donald  Ivey  explored,  explained  and  illustrated  their  subject  proved  so  popular  that 
the  series  was  repeated  locally  and  was  also  shown  over  the  Ottawa,  Halifax  and 
Vancouver  stations  of  the  C.B.C.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  American 
educational  television  authorities  whereby  "Focus  on  Physics"  will  now  be  distributed 
to  some  40  educational  television  stations  in  the  United  States. 

Additional  Services 

The  preceding  paragraphs  have  described  the  regular  work  of  the  Division.  In 
addition  a  number  of  special  courses  are  arranged  to  serve  the  needs  of  particular 
faculties  and  professional  organizations. 
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In  co-operation  with  the  School  of  Social  Work,  two  courses  were  offered  during 
the  winter  session  with  a  total  attendance  of  113  professional  social  workers.  In 
addition  some  36  beginners  attended  a  special  four-week  course. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Toronto  Institute  for  Pastoral  Training,  a  Summer 
Course  in  Clinical  Pastoral  Training  has  been  set  up  for  ordained  ministers.  The 
course  is  designed  to  provide  a  deeper  understanding  of  pastoral  care  and  to  develop 
greater  skill  in  ministering  to  the  needs  of  sick  people.  With  the  help  of  the  Dean  of 
Medicine  training  facilities  in  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  and  the  Toronto 
Psychiatric  Hospital  have  been  made  available.  The  staff  of  lecturers  is  composed  of 
authorities  in  religion,  medicine,  psychiatry  and  related  fields.  Admission  requirements 
are  high  and  enrolment  is  limited. 

For  several  years  we  have  conducted  examinations  for  the  Enabling  Certificate 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  required  of  graduates  of 
European  and  other  foreign  medical  schools  applying  for  a  Dominion  licence  to 
practise  medicine.  This  year  134  doctors  wrote  these  examinations.  This  service 
has  grown  so  far  beyond  our  expectations  that  we  have  requested  the  College  to 
invite  other  Ontario  universities  to  join  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  future  examina- 
tions. 

During  the  session  the  Projection  Service  provided  equipment  and  operators 
for  256  illustrated  lectures.  Of  these  169  were  course  lectures  in  Extension  and  60 
were  for  other  Departments,  Faculties  and  Colleges.  In  addition  regular  services 
were  supplied  to  the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada  and  the  Royal  Canadian 
Institute. 

The  further  extension  of  our  usefulness  to  the  community  and  the  enlargement 
of  our  services  to  the  University  will  aggravate  problems  which  at  present  are 
difficult  to  solve.  Laboratories  and  equipment  for  science  courses,  suitable  accommo- 
dation for  conferences  and  seminars  that  would  be  available  during  the  day  as  well 
as  at  night  are  some  of  our  urgent  needs  which,  we  hope,  will  be  met  in  the  near 
future. 

All  of  which  is  evidence  that  the  problems  of  the  academic  entrepreneur, 
whose  sphere  is  adult  education,  are  many.  His  primary  task,  however,  is  selection; 
his  need,  a  sense  of  timing.  To  conform  to  traditionalism  yet  retain  the  role  of  inno- 
vator; to  preserve  the  sanctity  of  a  noble  environment,  yet  encourage  the  rank  and 
file  to  enter,  calls  for  wisdom  and  at  times,  a  touch  of  ingenuity.  That  the  Division 
has  made  some  progress  is  shown  in  this  year's  programme.  In  this  undertaking 
I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  support  of  all  members  of  staff,  and  the  co-operation 
of  the  colleges,  faculties,  departments  and  institutes  of  the  University.

THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN. 

This  has  been  a  momentous  year  for  the  library,  memorable  not  only  for  work 
done  but  also  for  decisions  made  which  will  have  important  effects  on  the  future 
development  of  library  services  throughout  the  University. 

The  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Planning  for  Future  Library 
Facilities  completed  its  work  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  This  Committee, 
which  consisted  of  Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin  (Chairman),  Professor  T.  A.  Goudge, 
and  Vice-President  M.  G.  Ross,  secured  professional  advice  from  Dr.  S.  A.  McCarthy, 
Librarian  of  Cornell  University,  before  submitting  its  report  to  the  President.  In 
February,  this  report  was  referred  to  the  Library  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  in 
May,  with  only  a  few  amendments  to  details,  was  adopted  by  both  the  Library 
Committee  and  the  Senate.  As  adopted,  it  amounts  to  a  broad  new  plan  for  library 
service  in  the  University. 
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The  most  important  point  in  this  general  plan  is  that  it  treats  all  library  collec- 
tions on  the  campus  as  a  single  "library  system"  which  must  be  planned  as  a  unit 
in  order  to  provide  the  most  effective  bibliographic  support  to  teaching  and  research. 
It  thus  extends  the  interest  of  the  Senate  beyond  the  central  University  library,  to  the 
whole  system,  and  provides  a  framework  within  which  the  present  conglomeration 
of  related  and  unrelated  units  may  become  systematized. 

Within  the  library  system,  it  is  proposed  that  the  libraries  of  the  federated  Arts 
Colleges  be  invited  to  concentrate  on  serving  Arts  students  in  the  first  and  second 
years;  for  all  other  purposes  it  is  agreed  that  library  collections  and  services  will 
be  centralized  to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  material  and  of  staff,  "the  goal 
being  the  greatest  degree  of  centralization  possible,  consistent  with  legitimate  special 
needs  for  decentralization."  The  Presidential  Advisory  Committee  estimated  that 
about  one-third  of  all  material  now  outside  the  central  library  could  reasonably  be 
centralized,  and  it  is  agreed  that  the  resources  of  outlying  collections  will  be  made 
available,  as  soon  as  is  feasible,  through  a  union  catalogue. 

The  steadily  increasing  demands  on  the  central  library,  made  more  pressing  by 
a  further  degree  of  centralization,  obviously  call  for  considerable  growth  of  the 
central  facilities.  It  is  agreed  that  the  growth  should  provide  for  continued  develop- 
ment of  the  present  major  subject  divisions  in  the  central  library.  The  Advisory 
Committee's  estimate  is  that  157,000  square  feet  of  new  space  are  needed,  with  pro- 
vision for  future  additions  of  60,000  square  feet  of  bookstacks.  Since  there  is  not 
room  for  an  expansion  of  this  size  on  the  present  site,  the  site  of  the  "old  red 
school  house,"  the  Engineering  Building  at  the  south  end  of  the  central  campus,  is 
being  reserved  as  an  extension  to  the  central  library  site. 

While  the  Senate  has  thus  adopted  a  general  plan  for  library  development, 
much  remains  to  be  done  before  the  plan  becomes  a  reality.  In  order  that  the 
new  pattern  may  be  worked  out  effectively  and  with  broad  participation  by 
members  of  the  teaching  staff,  it  has  been  agreed  that  certain  alterations  are  needed 
in  the  organization  of  the  Library  Committee.  As  a  first  step,  an  Executive 
Committee  has  been  appointed,  to  act  within  the  general  plan  which  has  been 
adopted  and  to  report  to  the  Library  Committee  from  time  to  time.  This  Executive 
Committee,  with  the  President  in  the  chair,  held  its  first  meeting  just  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  Advisory  Committee's  report  included  recommendations  that  some  pro- 
cedures within  the  central  library  should  be  changed,  and  the  Library  Committee 
took  immediate  action  on  the  first  of  these.  In  February,  it  was  decided  that  the 
Library  of  Congress  classification  scheme  should  be  adopted  for  all  new  material, 
and  that  necessary  reclassification  of  the  existing  collection  should  proceed  with  all 
possible  dispatch.  The  change-over,  from  old  to  new,  was  brought  about  on  May  1, 
and  the  use  of  standard  procedures  will,  in  the  long  run,  bring  about  great  improve- 
ments in  bibliographic  service.  The  necessary  reclassification  and  recataloguing,  even 
with  generous  support  by  the  University  administration,  is  likely  to  take  about  ten 
years;  meanwhile  the  collection  will  be  split  into  two  parts,  the  shrinking  "old" 
collection  and  the  rapidly  growing  "new"  one.  Each  collection  will  have  its  own 
subject  catalogue  and  author  catalogue,  until  the  old  and  new  author  catalogues  are 
eventually  united;  it  is  proposed  that  the  old  subject  catalogue  should  eventually  be 
printed  as  a  subject  bibliography.  Users  of  the  catalogues  will  therefore  have  a 
series  of  changes  to  become  accustomed  to. 

There  were  several  other  changes  decided  upon  by  the  Library  Committee.  For 
instance,  it  was  decided  that  the  seven  remaining  "seminar"  collections,  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  old  wing,  should  be  disbanded.  These  collections  had  served 
a  useful  purpose  for  many  years,  especially  before  the  new  wing  was  built  with  reading 
facilities  in  the  stacks,  but  they  had  come  to  be  little  used  and  the  rooms  were 
needed  for  other  purposes. 

Two  other  changes  were  calculated  to  improve  service  by  improving  the 
library's  control  over  material.  First,  five  years'  experience  with  completely  open 
shelves  in  the  Stewart  Wallace  Room  had  demonstrated  that  this  arrangement  was 
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not  practical  for  handling  books  which  were  in  great  demand  as  assigned  reading; 
it  was  decided  that  material  in  this  room  should  be  lent  from  a  closed  section,  with 
only  reference  copies  being  left  on  open  shelves.  Second,  a  time  limit  of  two  weeks 
was  established  for  loans  to  extramural  readers,  and  two  weeks  with  possibility  of 
renewal  for  loans  to  graduate  students.  These  changes,  which  may  seem  at  first 
glance  to  be  restrictive,  will  actually  make  material  more  readily  available  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past. 

These  changes,  major  and  minor,  have  called  for  many  adjustments  of  routines 
in  every  part  of  the  library.  It  has  not  been  a  simple  matter  to  plan  them  or  to 
bring  them  about  while  service  continues  as  usual.  The  fact  that  these  things  have 
been  done  during  a  year  in  which  new  high-water  marks  were  established  in  almost 
every  phase  of  the  work  is,  I  think,  a  tribute  to  the  ability  and  spirit  of  staff  in  every 
department  of  the  library. 

Order  Department 

Miss  Agatha  Leonard  reports  acquisition  of  27,404  volumes  and  2,526  pamph- 
lets, a  total  of  29,930  items  (43  per  cent  more  than  in  the  previous  year) .  Since  889 
volumes  were  withdrawn  during  the  year,  this  brings  the  collection  up  to  708,987 
volumes  and  167,982  pamphlets,  or  876,969  items  altogether.  The  total  expenditure 
for  books,  periodicals  and  binding  was  $147,930;  of  this  amount,  $48,070  was  for 
periodicals  and  continuations,  and  $30,213  for  binding.  Of  9,247  gifts  and  free  items 
received  (30  per  cent  fewer  than  in  1957-8),  4,758  were  added  to  the  collection. 

Exchanges  of  duplicates  with  other  libraries  amounted  to  9,776  items,  8,184 
having  been  sent  out  and  1,592  received  in  return.  This  represents  an  increase  of  80 
per  cent  over  1957-8  and  212  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

Periodicals  Department,  including  the  Binding  Division 

Miss  Dorothea  Tod  reports  that  revision  of  the  subscription  list  resulted  in  the 
cancellation  of  23  subscriptions  and  1  exchange.  On  the  other  hand,  391  new 
subscriptions  and  3  new  exchanges  and  58  new  presentations  were  added,  making  a 
net  increase  of  428  new  titles  (57  per  cent  more  than  in  1957-8).  This  brings  to 
over  9,000  the  number  of  periodicals  regularly  received,  and  about  400  "pieces"  are 
received  daily. 

The  recorded  use  of  current  periodicals  (12,977  loans  in  all  fields)  was  up  14 
per  cent  from  last  year. 

In  the  Binding  Division,  9,569  volumes  were  sent  out  to  binderies,  2,580  pieces 
were  put  into  pamphlet  binders  or  boards,  and  3,226  volumes  were  mended.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  about  17  per  cent  in  material  bound  or  mended.  At  the 
end  of  the  session,  binding  was  practically  up  to  date. 

Catalogue  Department,  including  the  Government  Documents  Division 

The  adoption  of  standard  systems  of  classification  and  cataloguing,  after  69 
years  of  a  home-made  system,  has  called  for  a  complete  revolution  in  the  procedures 
of  the  Catalogue  Department.  Miss  Lorna  Fraser  likens  the  change  to  the  Ontario 
Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission's  conversion  from  25-cycle  to  60-cycle  current; 
the  comparison  is  apt,  whether  it  refers  to  the  reasons  for  changing  or  to  the  difficul- 
ties of  doing  so. 

In  November,  Miss  Fraser,  with  the  assistance  of  a  grant  from  the  Canada 
Council,  completed  an  extensive  study  of  cataloguing  developments  in  a  number  of 
American  universities.  In  the  desperately  busy  months  that  followed,  she  and  the 
senior  members  of  her  staff  drew  up  detailed  plans  for  the  conversion  which  took 
effect  on  May  1. 

Cataloguing  of  new  material  was  suspended  during  April,  while  members  of  the 
department  were  engaged  in  learning  to  use  the  new  scheme.  During  the  eleven 
months  of  active  cataloguing,  however,  the  department's  operations  showed  increases, 
in  many  aspects,  over  records  established  in  the  twelve  months  of  1957-8. 

Altogether  there  were  36,226  items  catalogued,  of  which  9,199  were  new  titles 
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(an  increase  of  3  per  cent) .  The  catalogues  were  altered  to  account  for  more 
than  3,000  volumes  which  were  either  withdrawn,  recatalogued,  or  transferred  to 
new  locations.  There  were  143,051  cards  made  or  altered  (an  increase  of  2  per 
cent)  of  which  39,626  new  cards  were  filed  in  the  main  catalogue.  To  the  union 
catalogue  in  the  National  Library  of  Canada  were  sent  16,889  cards,  and  878  to 
the  general  and  Cyrillic  union  catalogues  at  the  Library  of  Congress  (altogether  an 
increase  of  13  per  cent  over  1957-8). 

Recorded  use  of  the  Government  Documents  Reading  Room  was  up  12  per  cent. 

Rare  Books  and  Special  Collections  Department 

Miss  Marion  Brown  reports  that  the  use  of  this  department,  during  its  second 
full  year  of  operation,  increased  by  60  per  cent.  Of  the  items  used,  about  one-third 
were  University  of  Toronto  material,  one-fifth  were  from  the  DeLury  Collection,  and 
the  remainder  from  the  general  and  smaller  special  collections.  Of  readers  who  used 
the  room,  about  16  per  cent  were  undergraduates,  15  per  cent  graduate  students,  17 
per  cent  faculty  members,  and  52  per  cent  graduates  or  visiting  scholars. 

The  general  collection  has  now  been  shelved  by  size,  and  the  selection  and  prepa- 
ration of  material  continues.  Publications  of  this  University  have  been  collected  out 
of  the  general  stack  to  form  the  basis  of  a  University  of  Toronto  Archives  collection. 
A  set  of  architectural  drawings  of  University  College,  turned  over  to  the  library 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  for  inclusion  in  the  University 
Archives,  was  featured  in  one  of  the  exhibits  during  the  year. 

A  card  index  of  the  printers  of  books  in  the  Rare  Books  Room  (those  dated  in 
Europe  up  to  1600,  in  England  up  to  1640,  in  the  United  States  up  to  1800,  and 
in  Canada  up  to  1825)  was  prepared  during  the  year  and  will  be  maintained 
in  this  department. 

Circulation  and  Reference  Department 

Miss  Violet  Taylor  reports  that  the  rising  enrolment  was  reflected  in  a  propor- 
tionate increase  in  the  use  of  the  collections,  the  total  number  of  loans  for  home 
use  being  6.3  per  cent  higher  than  ever  before.  The  total  figure,  261,311  loans,  indi- 
cates that  use  of  the  library  has  increased  about  42  per  cent  during  the  last  four 
years,  while  University  enrolment  has  risen  by  26  per  cent. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  existing  collection  was  being  packed  back  towards  one 
end  of  each  stack  storey,  to  clear  shelves  for  the  "new"  collection  classified  according 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  scheme.  In  order  to  facilitate  administration  of  the  two 
separate  collections,  and  to  speed  up  the  return  of  books  to  the  shelves,  a  new 
charging  system  was  being  prepared. 

The  services  rendered  by  this  department,  and  by  other  service  divisions  of  the 
library,  are  indicated  by  the  following  figures:

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  DAVID  DUHLAP  OBSERVATORY 

A  markedly  increased  enrolment  at  this  University  for  graduate  work  in  astro- 
nomy focuses  attention  on  the  importance  of  maintaining  research  facilities  at  a 
level  consistent  with  modern  developments.  It  is,  therefore,  a  satisfaction  to  report 
that  plans  are  being  made  for  the  construction  of  a  new  stellar  spectrograph  which 
will  be  made  possible  by  a  major  equipment  grant  received  from  the  National 
Research  Council.  The  new  spectrograph  will  be  a  grating  instrument  designed  to 
take  much  better  advantage  of  the  light-gathering  power  of  the  74-inch  telescope 
than  is  possible  with  the  present  prism  spectrograph.  The  result  will  be  to  open 
up  new  fields  of  research  in  stellar  spectroscopy. 

Research  in  radio  astronomy,  now  being  pursued  actively  at  the  Observatory  by 
members  of  the  Observatory  staff  and  the  staff  in  Electrical  Engineering,  promises  to 
take  on  increased  importance  with  the  announcement  of  plans  for  a  national  radio 
observatory  to  be  built  in  Algonquin  Park.  The  radio  astronomy  group  here,  along 
with  other  Canadian  university  groups,  will  share  with  the  National  Research  Coun- 
cil in  the  planning  and  operation  of  the  Algonquin  Park  project. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  method  of  classifying  external  galaxies  from  their 
appearance  on  photographs  has  been  developed  at  the  Observatory  by  Dr.  Sidney 
van  den  Bergh.  The  new  classification  scheme,  which  has  important  implications 
for  theories  of  evolution  of  galaxies,  was  developed  from  studies  of  the  Palomar 
Sky  Atlas,  a  recent  gift  from  the  Atkinson  Foundation. 

Observations  for  the  International  Geophysical  Year  were  continued  during 
1958.  Daily  radio  observations  of  the  sun  were  made  with  two  different  antenna 
systems;  and  a  total  of  57  position  reports  of  artificial  satellites  were  made  to  Space 
Track  in  the  United  States  and  to  the  I.G.Y.  Satellite  Committee  of  the  U.S.S.R. 

Four  members  of  the  Observatory  staff  attended  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
International  Astronomical  Union  held  in  Moscow  in  September,  1958.  They 
reported  on  the  Observatory's  work  in  stellar  radial  velocities,   star  clusters  and 
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radio  astronomy,  and  assisted  in  the  formulation  of  plans  for  the  next  three  years' 
programme  of  international  co-operation  in  astronomical  research. 

Great  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  Observatory  grounds  has  been 
effected  by  the  construction  of  a  parking  lot  to  the  south  of  the  Administration 
Building  and  the  conversion  of  the  old  parking  area  in  front  of  the  building  to  a 
landscaped  area. 

Observing  time  with  the  74-inch  telescope  was  818  hours;  452  spectrograms, 
29  direct  photographs  and  245  recordings  with  the  photo-electric  spectrophotometer 
were  obtained.  The  number  of  visitors  shown  through  the  Observatory  was  7,200.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  COMPUTATION:  CENTRE 

During  the  past  session,  the  first  year  of  IBM  650  operation,  a  substantial  library 
of  programmes  for  this  machine  has  been  created :  manuals  for  programmers  have  been 
prepared  for  instructing  newcomers  efficiently  and  to  ensure  the  best  use  of  the 
machine  by  research  workers  throughout  the  University.  The  large  storage  on  mag- 
netic tapes  has  permitted  some  large  calculations  to  be  done.  Perhaps  the  most  notable 
of  these  was  the  computation  of  the  molecular  spectrum  of  ethane  in  the  Raman 
effect.  By  comparing  the  computed  spectrum  with  that  observed  in  the  laboratory 
Dr.  Richardson,  who  wrote  the  programme  for  the  calculation  and  made  the  spectro- 
scopic measurements,  was  able  to  achieve  a  much  better  analysis  of  the  spectrum 
than  has  been  achieved  heretofore.  In  the  machine  12,000  individual  molecular 
transitions  were  evaluated.  The  programme  can  be  adapted  to  a  variety  of  similar 
calculations  and  should  become  an  important  technical  aid  in  molecular  spectroscopy. 

The  facilities  of  the  Centre  are  now  being  used  for  time-table  allotments,  direc- 
tory preparation,  and  recording  and  sorting  examination  marks.  These  and  other 
uses  in  the  business  of  the  University  are  developing  rapidly.  Professor  Gotlieb  has 
done  a  very  great  deal  to  help  the  initiation  of  the  new  practices. 

The  Centre  has  been  asked  to  assist  the  University  Librarian  in  matters  involving 
new  techniques  in  library  work  and  in  the  field  of  information  retrieval.  Dr.  Worsley 
has  undertaken  this  responsibility.  Especially  in  science,  engineering  and  medicine, 
the  practical  problems  generated  by  the  modern  mass  of  information  are  engaging 
expert  attention  internationally.  The  University  therefore  has  a  strong  interest  in 
learning  of  the  practical  proposals  and  new  techniques  that  are  imminent. 

The  Computation  Centre  continues  its  association  with  the  University  of 
Illinois  in  computer  research. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  increased  financial  support  from  the  National 
Research  Council  and  the  continuing  grant  from  the  Defence  Research  Board.  Once 
again  there  is  occasion  to  note  with  gratitude  special  consideration  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  to  aid  the  effective  operation  of  the 
Centre.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  ROYAL  ONTARIO  MUSEUM 

A  series  of  probings  of  varying  degrees  of  delicacy  in  and  around  the  Royal 
Ontario  Museum  may  have  caught  the  notice  of  alert  observers  during  the  year 
1958-9.  Each  was  designed  to  add  to  the  stock  of  information  being  accumulated  by 
those  trying  to  forecast  with  reasonable  accuracy  the  future  shape  and  programme  of 
the  Museum.  In  some  cases,  immediate  prognostication  was  possible.  One  set  of  data 
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thus  obtained,  for  example,  was  directly  connected  with  the  imminent  upheavals 
which  will  accompany  the  construction  of  Toronto's  newest  subway.  The  high  tempo 
of  much  of  the  Museum's  activity  for  the  year  just  ended  will  be  in  contrast  to  the 
period  of  diminished  public  activity  that  contsruction  will  enforce,  through  a  limited 
access  to  the  building  and  the  necessity  of  protecting  fragile  objects  and  specimens. 
The  impending  construction  was  also  responsible  for  the  last  major  decision  of  the 
year:  to  undertake  the  long-discussed  removal  of  the  famous  Ming  Tomb  to  an 
outdoor  site  in  the  north  courtyard  during  this  period  of  grace;  otherwise  this  large 
undertaking  would  probably  have  had  to  be  postponed  for  several  years. 

Thus,  the  prerequisite  to  any  future  extensions  to  the  building  became  a  concrete 
plan  and  an  actual  commitment,  though  the  sequence  of  soundings  disappointingly 
failed  to  produce  any  evidence  that  funds  for  desperately  needed  extra  space  are  any 
closer  than  when  long-range  hopes  were  first  announced  in  1955,  nor  are  any  endow- 
ments yet  in  sight.  The  important  study  on  future  establishment  likewise  failed  to 
make  the  hoped-for  progress.  The  first  year  of  a  projected  five-year  survey  into  a 
number  of  important  imponderables  in  museum  operation  was  successfully  completed 
with  the  devoted  volunteer  help  of  the  Members'  Committee.  The  first  results  of  this 
sampling  of  4,800  persons  who  co-operated  most  helpfully  in  the  inquiry  into  the 
nature  and  needs  of  the  museum  visitor  have  already  aroused  strong  international 
interest  in  professional  circles. 

The  first  year  of  operation  under  the  recommendations  of  the  Woods  and 
Gordon  Report  on  salary  scales  and  promotions  made  possible  the  merit  transfers  into 
the  curatorial  ranks  of  seven  juniors  trained  in  the  Museum — two  to  the  rank  of 
Assistant  Curator  and  five  to  the  newly  created  Curatorial  Assistantships,  Grades  I  or 
II — and  caused  gratification  that  Museum  staff  have  now  attained  a  three-quarters 
parity  with  faculty  colleagues,  but  spurred  hopes  that  the  still  considerable  differential 
may  be  speedily  reduced.  Plans  were  formulated  and  partly  carried  out  for  a  material 
improvement  in  the  Museum's  lamentable  deficiencies  in  storage  facilities  and  though 
at  least  one  of  the  solutions  found  can  only  offer  temporary  alleviation,  the  immediate 
relief  provided  is  most  welcome.  Gallery  renovations  continued  at  a  stately  but  dis- 
cernible pace  and  several  major  improvements  in  the  way  of  reinstallation,  to  be 
recorded  in  their  due  place,  came  within  sight  of  completion  during  the  year. 

Cancellation  of  the  Museum's  Open  Nights  programme  because  of  the  over- 
burdening of  staff  and  the  unrewarding  attendance  was  more  than  offset  by  two 
highly  successful  series  of  free  lectures  and  special  activities  co-ordinated  with  the 
season's  principal  exhibitions.  One  series  of  lectures  took  the  form  of  a  commemora- 
tion of  the  centenary  of  the  publication  of  Darwin's  epochal  Origin  of  Species, 
and  to  the  surprise  of  many  was  so  popular  that  up  to  200  would-be  listeners  had  to 
be  turned  away  each  evening  when  the  theatre  was  filled.  These  stimulating  lectures 
were  delivered  by  Dr.  E.  T.  V.  Pengelley,  Department  of  Zoology,  and  Dr.  W.  J. 
Mayer-Oakes,  Department  of  Anthropology,  University  of  Toronto,  and  Dr.  Urqu- 
hart,  Dr.  Peterson  and  Dr.  Edmund  of  the  Museum.  The  second  series,  almost  equally 
popular,  brought  to  the  Museum  platform  Miss  Kathleen  Kenyon,  Director  of  the 
British  School  of  Archaeology  in  Jerusalem,  on  "Recent  Discoveries  at  Ancient 
Jericho,"  Mrs.  Lydia  Bond  Powel  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  on  "Wedgwood 
and  the  Wedgwoods,"  and  Mr.  Howard  Hansford,  Director  of  the  Percival  David 
Foundation  in  London,  on  the  celebrated  Chinese  ceramics  in  that  collection.  Total 
attendance  for  the  year  dropped  somewhat  from  the  1957-8  high  to  466,203. 

The  Museum  was  joint  host  with  the  Art  Gallery  of  Toronto  to  the  eleventh 
annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Museums  Association,  an  occasion  to  which  trustees, 
members  and  staff  devoted  much  time  and  effort  in  providing  facilities,  demonstra- 
tions and  hospitality,  and  which  was  honoured  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the 
City  and  the  University  with  festive  receptions  and  dinners.  The  meetings  were 
further  honoured  and  enriched  by  the  participation  of  the  President  of  the  British 
Museum  Association,  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton,  and  the  Director  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Museums,  Mr.  Joseph  Allen  Patterson. 
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Research,  an  unceasing  activity  in  all  departments,  made  its  findings  known  in 
the  customary  ways  through  publications  achieved  or  readied  for  printing,  through 
papers  read  at  the  meetings  of  learned  societies  here  and  abroad,  through  the  prepara- 
tion of  special  exhibitions  and  new  permanent  installations,  through  teaching  or  lec- 
turing and  public  talks  delivered  in  large  numbers  by  nearly  all  members  of  the  cura- 
torial staff,  through  the  laboratory  work  of  the  various  technical  staffs  and  by  a 
notable  increase  in  the  number  of  illuminating  labels  which  appeared  in  most 
gratifying  quantities  in  many  galleries.  It  is  seldom  realized  that  the  preparation  of  a 
concise  but  adequate  label  for  a  new  object  or  one  previously  neglected  may  repre- 
sent arduous  and  extended  new  research.  Less  gratifying  is  the  fact  that  funds  could 
not  be  found  to  launch  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  Magazine  for  which  a  national 
survey  had  indicated  a  real  need.  The  considerable  committee  time  devoted  to  the 
scholarly  preparation  of  most  of  the  material  for  the  projected  first  issues  has  been 
banked  against  a  more  propitious  season,  for  the  staff  has  not  abandoned  hope  that 
this  dream  will  find  its  realization. 

Two  changes  in  divisional  denomination  went  into  effect  and  have  substantially 
reduced  the  occupational  hazards  of  broken  jaws  and  finger  cramp  to  the  answerers 
of  telephones  and  the  addressers  and  signers  of  correspondence.  The  Division  of 
Zoology  and  Palaeontology  is  showing  new  vigour  as  the  Life  Sciences  Division 
and  the  Division  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy  has  a  suitably  stalwart  new  title  of 
Earth  Sciences.  Small  boys  proud  of  their  linguistic  accomplishments  may  still 
exercise  them  on  the  unchanged  names  of  the  constituent  departments  and  much 
confusion  with  departments  in  the  University  is  now  avoided.  A  prize  awaits  him 
who  devises  a  completely  acceptable  solution  to  the  unsolved  problem  posed  by 
the  cumbersome  name  of  the  Division  of  Art  and  Archaeology. 

The  business  of  Museum  travellers  has  carried  them  far  beyond  the  old  confines 
of  Canada  and  the  closer  states  south  of  the  border.  Among  others,  Dr.  Graham 
worked  in  Crete  and  Greece,  Dr.  Lemon  extended  his  previous  researches  in  Peru 
and  Mrs.  Stephen  studied  in  Japan.  During  the  summer  of  1958,  four  members  of 
the  staff  were  in  London  for  the  meetings  of  the  British  Museum  Association — 
the  Director,  Mrs.  Downie,  Mr.  Hillen  and  Dr.  Urquhart,  the  latter  concurrently 
working  with  an  international  committee  on  nomenclature.  The  Director  concen- 
trated on  Sicily,  while  Mr.  Hillen  studied  installations  all  over  western  Europe. 

The  Board  was  strengthened  by  the  appointments  of  Professor  L.  G.  Berry,  Mr. 
E.  W.  Bickle,  Dr.  G.  A.  LaBine,  Mr.  R.  G.  Meech  and  the  Honourable  Dana  Porter. 
The  Museum  joined  the  universal  lamentation  over  the  untimely  loss  of  its  devoted 
friend  and  counsellor,  Dr.  Sidney  Smith,  who  had  given  so  much  time  and  construc- 
tive thought  to  its  problems,  particularly  during  the  period  of  reorganization.  It  had 
also  to  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  C.  L.  Gundy.  It  wishes  to  record  its  gratification 
that  the  Honourable  J.  Keiller  Mackay  has  found  it  possible  to  maintain  his  valued 
and  active  participation  since  his  appointment  as  Lieutenant-Governor.  This  is 
perhaps  also  the  place  to  mention  that  few  things  have  given  the  whole  staff  of  the 
Museum  such  encouragement  as  the  two  full  days  given  to  becoming  more  closely 
acquainted  with  the  Museum,  its  staff  and  its  problems  by  the  new  President, 
Dr.  Claude  T.  Bissell,  and  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Murray  G.  Ross. 

The  Art  and  Archaeology  Division  was  as  usual  a  veritable  beehive  of  activity. 
Working  downward,  on  the  top  floor  one  found  the  conspicuous  start  of  a  general 
revision  of  the  show  and  study  collections  which  is  the  natural  consequence  of  the 
arrival  of  an  energetic  new  curator  in  the  Far  Eastern  Department,  in  the  person 
of  Dr.  Henry  Trubner,  formerly  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum.  Ultimate 
dispositions  depend  on  plans  for  the  future  Bloor  Street  wing,  but  meantime  a 
thinning  and  rearrangement  of  material  on  display  already  suggest  the  enrichment 
of  values  which  breathing  space  can  confer  on  objects  of  outstanding  quality  without 
diminishing  the  scholarly  benefits  of  context  and  systematization  in  adequately  repre- 
sentative quantity.  On  the  second  floor,  by  switching  the  Roman  Britain  and  Pales- 
tinian galleries,  Mr.   Lunn  has  brought  the  latter  into  proper  relation  with  the 
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Egyptian  galleries  and  work  is  now  in  progress  to  make  more  effective  use  of  the 
prehistoric  collections.  The  McCrea  Canadiana  models  have  made  a  surprising 
appearance  in  this  vicinity,  the  only  one  which  for  the  moment  offers  them  sufficient 
space.  The  Athens  gallery  is  much  further  along  but  remains  incomplete.  On  the  main 
floor  the  reinstallation  of  the  English  eighteenth  century  galleries  and  the  Pine  Room 
was  sufficiently  forward  that  one  of  the  former  was  already  in  limited  use  for  teaching 
purposes.  Considerable  redecorating  on  the  ground  floor  permitted  rehanging  of  the 
Paul  Kane  paintings  and  a  start  towards  new  presentation  of  Northwest  Coast  Indian 
material  was  made,  but  the  real  news  here  is  that  a  massive  dent  has  been  made  in 
the  appalling  storage  problems  which  have  for  so  long  all  but  paralysed  the 
Ethnology  Department's  gallery  plans.  The  famous  totem  poles  also  received  needed 
strengthening. 

The  Division's — and  the  Museum's — major  exhibition  of  the  year  was  the 
trail-blazing  and  deeply  provocative  "Masks:  The  Many  Faces  of  Man."  This  show, 
which  cut  across  a  dozen  academic  disciplines  and  enjoyed  the  assistance  of  all 
divisions  and  of  faculty  friends  in  its  preparation,  was  at  once  the  visible  token  of  basic 
research  and  the  dramatic  revelation  of  a  wealth  of  significant  material  largely  in 
the  possession  of  the  Museum  which  few  had  previously  known  was  here.  Organized 
by  a  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Tushingham,  brilliantly  installed  to  the 
unique  design  of  Mr.  Parker,  staffed  by  volunteers,  strengthened  by  judicious  loans, 
notably  from  Japan,  and  perpetuated  by  a  substantial,  well-illustrated  catalogue,  the 
exhibition  commanded  world-wide  publicity  and  admiration.  The  exhibition  of 
oriental  rugs  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Michael  Kalman  also  had  a 
handsome  catalogue  and  was  subsequently  shown  in  its  entirety  in  Winnipeg.  The 
"Pioneer  Ontario"  exhibition  introduced  the  McCrea  models  in  their  effective  new 
cases  and  linked  them  to  our  other  collections  of  pioneer  Canadiana.  The  Sigmund 
Samuel  Canadiana  Gallery  mounted  two  special  exhibitions,  "Famous  Soldier-Artists 
in  Canada"  and  "Illustration  in  Early  Canada."  The  Division's  galleries  were  hosts 
during  the  year  to  "Typography  '58,"  the  Canadian  Painter-Etcher  and  Engravers' 
annual  show,  the  "Canadian  Ceramics  '59"  supplemented  by  a  display  of  Wedg- 
wood "Queensware,"  the  splendid  assemblage  of  Rajasthan  paintings  from  the 
collection  of  Sri  Gopi  Krishna  of  Calcutta  previously  seen  in  London  and  New  York, 
and  an  exhibition  on  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls.  Ecclesiastical  vestments  from  our  own 
collections  were  given  a  special  showing  in  addition  to  the  normal  rotation  of  textiles 
and  costumes.  Lower  Rotunda  shows  included  Selwyn  Dewdney's  copies  of  Indian 
pictographs,  C.  W.  Jefferys'  paintings,  Yukon  Gold  Rush  photographs,  staff  photo- 
graphs, Children's  Club  work,  a  background  supplement  to  the  Mask  Show  and 
photographs  of  Persia  and  elsewhere  by  Donald  Buchanan  of  the  National  Gallery. 
A  special  gala  event  was  the  showing  by  Holt,  Renfrew  in  the  Armour  Court  of  the 
Christian  Dior  autumn  fashions,  a  benefit  which  raised  a  substantial  sum  for  the 
costume  collections  of  the  Textile  Department. 

Research  programmes  were  all  making  satisfactory  progress  and  it  was  anticipated 
that  two  new  series  of  publications  would  see  print  just  after  the  end  of  the  year,  in 
the  form  of  annual  and  occasional  papers.  Conservational  research  proceeding  in 
co-operation  with  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation  with  the  support  of  the  McLean 
Foundation  was  making  gratifying  advances  in  the  specialized  field  of  Chinese 
pigments,  and  Miss  Fernald,  in  the  first  year  of  her  increased  leisure  as  Research 
Curator,  made  notable  progress  on  the  long-awaited  volume  on  Chinese  tomb 
figurines.  The  field  work  in  a  year-long  ethnological  project  in  Northern  Ontario 
was  completed  by  Dr.  Edward  Rogers.  Mr.  Dewdney  carried  through  the  second 
season  of  recording  Indian  pictographs  with  the  support  of  the  Quetico  Foundation 
and  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  and  was  prepared  to  start  his  third 
season.  Mr.  Richard  Johnson  was  occupied  for  the  third  season  in  1958  at  the 
Museum's  Serpent  Mounds  site  and  was  ready  for  the  fourth.  Mr.  Kidd  and  Mr. 
Kenyon  continued  their  field  work  at  various  sites  north  of  the  Great  Lakes,  and 
Mr.  Kenyon  also  found  time  to  carry  the  onerous  burden  of  co-ordinating  manager 
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for  the  Mask  Show  and  to  become  a  popular  television  personality.  And  although 
Museum  participation  was  limited  to  financial  support,  the  Museum's  share  of 
finds,  especially  ivories,  from  Dr.  Mallowan's  famous  excavations  at  Nimrud  in  Iraq 
and  of  Nabatean  pottery  from  the  British  School  of  Archaeology's  expedition  near 
Petra  were  eagerly  awaited. 

The  divisional  library's  reading  room  has  been  re-lighted  and  it  is  hoped  to 
improve  the  stacks  in  similar  fashion  soon.  The  second  special  allocation  of  $5,000 
to  the  Chinese  library  from  the  Special  Provincial  Grant  has  permitted  notable 
accessions  to  this  important  collection  and  the  closing  of  some  conspicuous  gaps  in 
its  periodical  files,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  and  no  solution  has  been  found  to 
the  vexing  problem  of  cataloguing  the  Mu  Chinese-language  holdings.  One 
notable  addition  is  a  ts'e  of  a  Buddhist  sutra  dated  in  correspondence  with  a.d.  1110, 
the  earliest  edition  now  in  the  rare  book  section. 

Accessions  to  the  departmental  collections  of  Art  and  Archaeology  by  gift,  be- 
quest and  purchase  from  both  the  Provincial  Grant  and  the  Divisional  funds  are  so 
numerous  that  full  details  can  only  be  given  in  the  "Annual."  Particularly  notable 
are  an  Egyptian  fourteenth  century  B.C.  relief  containing  a  portrait  of  Queen 
Nefertete;  41  items,  principally  ivories,  from  the  1958  excavations  at  Nimrud; 
important  African,  Melanesian  and  Oceanic  ethnological  material,  especially  Dogon 
and  Baga  sculptures  and,  by  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  J.  Zacks,  a  remarkable 
Bambara  antelope;  a  large  group  of  additions  to  the  Canadiana  collection  by  gift  of 
Dr.  Sigmund  Samuel;  a  Burgundian  late  Gothic  sculpture  of  St.  George  and  the 
Dragon;  a  Japanese  hanging  scroll  of  "Gibbons"  by  Shugetsu  (died  1510)  from 
the  Reuben  Wells  Leonard  Fund;  Ming  furniture  by  gift  of  Mrs.  Edgar  J.  Stone; 
three  fine  English  eighteenth-century  portrait  sculptures,  a  field  previously  unrepre- 
sented here,  namely  a  signed  and  dated  ( 1 743 )  terracotta  bust  probably  of  Francois 
Duquesnoy  by  Michael  Rysbrack,  a  terracotta  medallion  bust  of  Cromwell  by 
Roubiliac  and  a  signed  and  dated  marble  bust  of  William  Pitt  by  Nollekens  (Dr. 
Samuel  contributing  to  the  cost  of  the  latter)  ;  and,  from  the  Special  Provincial 
Grant,  well  over  a  hundred  pieces  of  Greek  and  Roman  sculpture  and  other  objects 
comprising  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Ludwig  Curtius,  the  eminent  director  successively 
of  the  German  Schools  of  Archaeology  in  Athens  and  Rome. 

Important  loans  during  the  year  were  to  the  great  travelling  exhibition  in 
Europe  of  pre-Columbian  art  which  opened  in  Munich  last  October;  to  the  Toledo 
exhibition,  "The  African  Image";  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Mies  van  der  Rohe 
wing  at  Houston  for  the  exhibition  "Totems  not  Tabu";  to  the  Montreal  exhibition 
on  the  occasion  of  the  first  general  conference  of  the  Canadian  National  Committee 
for  UNESCO ;  and  to  the  Western  Art  Circuit  an  exhibition  of  Paul  Kane  paintings. 
The  loan  to  Winnipeg  of  the  Kalman  oriental  rug  exhibition  has  been  mentioned 
elsewhere.  The  Museum  naturally  benefited  by  a  very  large  number  of  incoming 
loans  for  its  special  exhibitions. 

The  Far  Eastern  Department  has  completed  its  share  of  a  co-operative  exchange 
venture  in  slides,  sponsored  by  Oxford,  which  will  bring  the  Museum  some  thousand 
slides  of  oriental  art  objects  in  ten  major  collections.  The  Division  also  assisted  in  a 
rather  ad  hoc  way  in  furthering  the  training  of  two  museum  aspirants  under  a 
scheme  sponsored  by  the  National  Gallery  and  given  its  first  working  trial  this  year. 
Staff  changes  during  the  year  included  the  promotions  of  Mr.  John  Lunn  to 
Associate  Curatorship  in  the  Greek  and  Roman  Department,  of  Mrs.  Neda  Leipen 
and  Mrs.  Barbara  Stephen  as  Assistant  Curators  respectively  in  the  Greek  and  Roman 
and  Far  Eastern  Departments;  of  Miss  Joan  Groves,  Miss  Pamela  Wholton  and  Mrs. 
Nancy  Chadwick  to  Curatorial  Assistantships;  and  of  Miss  Betty  Kingston  to  be 
full-time  Librarian  of  the  Far  Eastern  Department.  New  appointments  included 
those  of  Mr.  Harold  Burnham  as  Curatorial  Assistant  in  Textiles,  Mr.  Heri  Hickl- 
Szabo  as  Curatorial  Assistant  in  the  Modern  European  Department,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Philli- 
more  as  Technician  in  Conservation,  Miss  Dorothea  Hecken  as  Chief  Cataloguer,  and 
Miss  Hin-cheung  Leung  of  Hong  Kong  as  Secretarial  Assistant  in  Far  Eastern.  The

resignations  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lemelin  as  Chief  Cataloguer,  S.  J.  Gooding,  Assistant 
Conservator,  and  Miss  Pamela  Wholton,  Curatorial  Assistant  in  the  Textile  Depart- 
ment, were  particularly  regretted. 

The  public  highlights  of  the  year  in  Life  Sciences  Division  were  the  extraordi- 
narily successful  Darwin  lectures,  already  mentioned,  and  the  opening  by  the  Peruvian 
Ambassador  of  the  special  exhibition  devoted  to  the  problem,  working  methods  and 
some  of  the  finds  in  last  year's  now  famous  expedition  to  the  Talara  tar  pits.  This 
display  has  been  integrated  with  the  refurbished  display  from  the  LaBrea  tar  pits 
of  California  and  a  special  film  on  the  expedition  was  also  prepared  and  shown. 
The  Chief  Technician,  Mr.  Hornell,  has  cleaned  about  a  third  of  the  Talara  speci- 
mens. The  material  for  the  Darwin  lectures  was  also  presented  in  a  special  series  of 
lectures  for  the  Workers'  Education  Association. 

The  work  on  the  World  Reptile  Gallery  has  made  good  progress:  construction 
of  all  special  cases  was  completed,  a  mural  was  completed  and  extraordinary  strides 
have  been  made  by  Mr.  Shortt,  Mr.  Sternberg,  Mr.  Gatti  and  their  assistants  in  the 
preparation  of  the  108  selected  specimens  by  the  arresting  new  technique  developed 
by  them  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Exhibits.  The  completed  specimens  include 
a  14-foot  anaconda  and  an  18-foot  reticulate  python,  the  most  complex  problem  of 
this  sort  yet  undertaken.  As  a  result  of  the  growing  fame  of  this  work  22  exceptional 
specimens  were  obtained  for  casting  after  a  flood  disaster  in  the  Cleveland  Zoo, 
thanks  to  quick  and  careful  work  on  the  spot  by  Mr.  Gatti  and  a  generous  emergency 
grant  from  the  Carling  Breweries  Ltd.  who  are  sponsors  of  the  new  gallery.  As 
otherwise  the  specimens  are  virtually  all  handled  alive,  remarkable  series  of  electronic 
flash  photographic  studies  of  rapid  motion  have  also  been  produced,  resulting 
in  important  new  discoveries  about  the  "sling-shot"  tongues  of  African  chameleons, 
now  shown  to  be  prehensile  as  well  as  adhesive,  and  about  the  bipedal  running  gait 
of  basilisks. 

Plans  for  major  overhaul  of  the  invertebrate  palaeontology,  mammal  and  bird 
galleries,  involving  also  shifts  of  offices  and  the  divisional  library,  are  well  forward,  but 
depend  in  a  large  part  for  fulfilment  on  funds  which  were  not  currently  available. 
Plans  were  worked  out  and  put  into  effect  in  a  co-operative  effort  with  the  University 
Library  and  University  departments  concerned  to  recatalogue  the  divisional  library 
under  the  Library  of  Congress  classification  and  rearrange  it,  starting  with  serial 
publications.  The  plans  for  the  long  overdue  rearrangement  of  the  research  collection 
of  fossil  invertebrates  were  approved  by  the  Department  of  Geological  Sciences. 

Dr.  Urquhart,  in  addition  to  considerable  field  work,  administrative  work,  editing 
and  attendance  at  meetings  abroad,  has  completed  the  manuscript  of  his  large 
monograph  on  the  Monarch  butterfly  and  has  embarked  on  the  completion  of  his 
work  on  the  Orthoptera  of  Eastern  Canada.  Dr.  Wiggins  has  nearly  finished  his  study 
of  the  Phryganeidae  of  the  World  and  the  Honorary  Curator,  Dr.  E.  M.  Walker,  is 
well  into  the  third  volume  of  The  Odonata  of  Canada  and  Alaska.  The  Department 
of  Invertebrates  has  been  particularly  helped  by  the  loan  of  type  material  from 
the  Stockholm  Museum  and  the  Zoological  Museum  of  Humboldt  University,  Berlin, 
and  by  the  gift  of  a  collection  of  Alaskan  Trichoptera  from  Dr.  G.  E.  Bell  of  the 
University  of  Alberta. 

For  the  Department  of  Fossil  Invertebrates,  Dr.  Lemon  was  able  to  extend  his 
previous  researches  in  Peru  by  collecting  further  specimens  in  the  Talara  region  and 
along  some  120  kilometres  of  coastal  modern  and  raised  beaches.  Plants  to  provide 
comparative  material  in  identification  of  plant  debris  associated  with  the  tar  seep 
ertebrates  were  collected  for  Dr.  Edmund,  and  specimens  to  aid  study  of  progressive 
change  of  the  faunas  were  added  to  the  collections  already  in  hand.  Although  until 
April  he  held  an  appointment  at  Queen's  University,  Dr.  Lemon  was  still  able  to 
devote  two  days  a  week  to  the  Museum  in  order  to  continue  the  work  previously 
begun.  The  increasing  number  of  enquiries  from  fossil  collectors  has  led  to  formula- 
tion of  plans  to  start  a  Toronto  amateur  palaeontologists'  field  club  through  the 
Museum,  possibly  to  be  associated  with  the  Federation  of  Ontario  Naturalists. 
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The  Department  of  Ichthyology  and  Herpetology  reports  its  busiest  year  and  that 
it  has  been  inundated  with  new  specimens  (18,000  fishes  alone  for  the  research 
collections),  which  have  been  coped  with  in  cataloguing  only  through  volunteer 
help.  The  Department  co-operates  closely  with  many  governmental  agencies  and 
academic  institutions,  all  of  which  make  greater  and  greater  use  of  its  facilities  and 
staff.  Of  the  numerous  visitors  this  traffic  creates,  it  was  particularly  gratifying  that 
Dr.  Gunner  Svardson  of  the  Swedish  Institute  of  Freshwater  Fishery  Research 
could  be  induced  to  deliver  three  lectures  during  his  three-day  stay.  Mr.  Logier  has 
revised  the  out-of-print  check-list  of  Amphibians  and  Reptiles  of  Canada  and  Alaska 
and  remains  the  most  persistently  consulted  authority  on  snake-bite  in  Ontario  and 
how  to  avoid  it.  Dr.  Scott  and  Dr.  Crossman  in  the  course  of  field  work  ranging  from 
Ontario  to  New  Brunswick  and  North  Carolina  were  able  to  complete  and  publish 
their  annotated  check-list  on  The  Freshwater  Fishes  of  New  Brunswick. 

A  major  feature  of  the  Life  Sciences  report  for  1957-8  was  the  announcement 
of  the  purchase  of  the  James  Alexander  Munro  research  collection  of  western  birds 
(8,299  specimens)  and  mammals  (2,723  specimens).  The  material  was  received  in 
meticulous  condition  by  Dr.  Snyder  and  Dr.  Peterson.  Both  were  delighted  to  discover 
"all  the  economies  of  space,  the  forethought  for  use,  the  processing  for  conservation 
which  had  been  applied  by  Mr.  Munro  and  that  "he  had  the  acumen  to  seek  and 
save  desiderata  which  could  be  brought  to  bear  on  countless  scientific  questions 
While  the  first  stages  of  the  incorporation  of  this  extraordinary  collection  into  ours 
were  taking  place,  the  sad  news  arrived  of  Mr.  Munro' s  death  in  Ottawa  on  Septem- 
ber 29,  1958,  but  it  is  comforting  to  remember  that  he  knew  his  life's  work  had  found 
a  permanent,  safe  home  and  that  it  had  reached  here  without  any  damage.  Mr. 
Baillie  has  completed  an  inventory  of  this  collection.  The  ornithological  collections 
have  been  increased  by  many  other  specimens,  through  donation,  purchase  and 
exchange.  Mr.  Paul  Hahn  has  added  yet  another  to  the  69  extinct  Passenger  Pigeons 
out  of  the  124  held  by  the  Museum  and  another  came  from  Mr.  L.  H.  Beamer. 
During  the  year  some  50  mounted  specimens  of  various  species  have  been  reduced  to 
study  skins  to  alleviate  serious  congestion  in  departmental  space.  An  equal  number 
of  preparations  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Taylor  and,  with  part-time  help,  3,400 
reference  cards  have  been  added  to  Ornithology's  bibliographic  files.  Dr.  Snyder 
has  been  elected  to  the  Council  of  the  American  Ornithologists'  Union.  The  Depart 
ment's  achievements  are  particularly  gratifying  in  view  of  the  physical  handicaps 
under  which  it  works,  especially  of  space.  Its  collections  alone  now  require  for 
safekeeping  fully  twice  the  available  amount  of  room. 

The  activities  of  the  Department  of  Fossil  Vertebrates  have  been  alluded  to 
in  connection  with  the  Peruvian  material  and  the  special  exhibit  of  it.  Dr.  Edmund 
an  active  lecturer,  teacher,  committee  worker  and  television  performer,  was  not  only 
deeply  involved  with  his  Peruvian  material  but  found  time  to  complete  his  long 
manuscript  on  "Mode  and  Sequence  of  Tooth  Replacement  in  Reptiles"  and  2 
related  paper.  He  has  received  valuable  help  as  a  research  associate  from  Dr.  C.  S 
Churcher  of  the  University  Department  of  Zoology. 

The  Curator  of  Mammals,  Dr.  Peterson,  has  completed  all  the  manuscript  ol 
his  "The  Mammals  of  Eastern  Canada"  except  for  the  carnivores;  most  of  the  line 
drawings  of  skulls  and  the  detailed  distribution  maps  are  likewise  ready.  Fina 
checking  has  been  carried  out  at  all  the  principal  American  museums  with  relevan 
material  and  considerable  additional  field  work  was  done  along  the  north  shore  o: 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  in  the  Maritimes.  Temporary  housing  for  the  over  2,70C 
specimens  from  the  Munro  collection  was  contrived,  association  of  skins  and  skull: 
was  carried  out  and  cataloguing  is  well  along.  Routine  identifications  during  the 
year  included  over  a  thousand  preserved  small  mammals  in  a  province-wide  survey 
for  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests.  Dr.  Peterson  was  re-elected  Recording 
Secretary  of  the  American  Society  of  Mammalogists  at  Tucson. 

Divisional  promotions  were  received  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Baillie  and  Mr.  S.  C.  Downing 
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;o  the  newly  created  rank  of  Curatorial  Assistant  Grade  I.  Mr.  L.   I.   Cowan  of 
Sarth  Sciences  received  a  similar  promotion. 

The  Earth  Sciences  Division  also  lists  storage  as  a  major  problem,  but  announces 
hat  the  rearrangement  of  north  basement  storage  is  virtually  complete  and  satis- 
factory. It  fears,  however,  that  mention  of  such  mundane  if  pressing  matters  may 
:ause  its  vivid  desire  for  a  Planetarium  to  be  overlooked.  It  is  astonishing  that  no 
Canadian  benefactor  has  yet  come  forward  to  make  good  perhaps  the  most  conspicu- 
>us  gap  in  museum  services,  services  which  in  every  other  major  city  of  this 
continent,  Europe,  Japan  and  Australia  are  considered  routine  amenities. 

The  Division  mounted  two  special  exhibitions  during  the  year.  A  photographic 
sxhibition  on  "Canadian  Mining  and  Metallurgy"  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  Hunter  occu- 
)ied  the  gallery  during  the  autumn  months.  In  the  spring  an  extremely  successful 
how,  "Precious  Gems  and  Spectacular  Jewels,"  was  arranged  as  a  benefit  in  collabo- 
ation  with  Ruth  Chapter  of  the  Hadassah  Organization  of  Toronto  under  the 
:hairmanship  of  Mrs.  William  Pape.  During  the  eight-day  showing  and  with  a  gala 
jvening  opening  some  6,000  paying  visitors  were  attracted,  not  least  by  the  centre- 
)iece,  the  famous  baroque  Crown  of  the  Andes,  and  a  substantial  sum  was  raised 
or  the  increase  of  the  gem  collection. 

The  long  list  of  divisional  acquisitions  is  appended,  but  special  note  may  be 
nade  of  an  1,840-carat  sea-green  step-cut  spodumene  and  a  159-carat  cushion-cut 
herry  topaz,  both  acquired  through  the  Special  Provincial  Grant,  a  108-carat  step- 
nit  square  peridot,  a  large  suite  of  fine  wulfenite  and  cerussite  specimens  from 
Vrizona  and  several  fine  specimens  of  gold  highgrade  to  replace  those  lost  in  the 
heft  three  years  ago.  The  new  gemstones  are  displayed  in  a  handsome  large  new  case 
nd  the  "Star  of  Lanka"  star  sapphire  has  been  installed  on  a  rotating  base  in  a 
pecially  lighted  and  fitted  case.  Twenty  of  the  new  mineral  specimens  are  new  to 
>ur  collections  and  of  these  several  are  newly  described  species. 

Mr.  Hillen  has  made  fine  progress  on  stage  3  of  the  total  reinstallation  of  the 
eology  galleries  and  its  major  construction  elements  are  now  complete. 

Dr.  Meen  and  Dr.  Tovell  have  both  done  much  teaching  and  lecturing,  have 
ublished  papers,  and  have,  with  Miss  Ward,  carried  on  their  devoted  work  with  the 
unior  Field  Naturalists  and  the  Junior  Walker  Club.  Their  field  work  has  been 
xtended  in  Dr.  Meen's  case  as  far  as  Arizona  and  California,  while  Mr.  Cowan 
nd  Mr.  Teewiss  have  worked  principally  in  Eastern  Ontario  and  Mr.  Cowan  also 
Dent  three  weeks  of  study  in  the  United  States  National  Museum  in  Washington. 
Dr.  Meen  and  Dr.  Tovell  are  both  Directors  of  the  new  Canadian  Gemmological 
ssociation.  Dr.  Meen  was  appointed  Canadian  Member  of  the  Meteorite  Commis- 
on  of  the  International  Geological  Congress.  Dr.  Tovell  was  elected  an  Honorary 
ife  Member  of  the  Prospectors  and  Developers  Association,  President  of  the  Federa- 
on  of  Ontario  Naturalists  and  a  member  of  a  Board  of  Arbitration  for  the  Fuel 
oard  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

It  has  now  been  some  years  since  the  the  Division  of  Education  reached  the  limits 
f  its  physical  and  staff  capacities  for  receiving  the  young  in  the  Museum,  but  it  is 
ngaging  under  Miss  Heake's  direction  in  endless  search  for  methods  to  improve  its 
^rvices  to  its  clients  of  all  ages.  Emphasis,  for  example,  is  being  placed  on  the 
reparation  of  teachers  who  are  to  bring  their  classes  to  the  Museum,  so  that  the 
lildren  arrive  with  a  specific  sense  of  purpose  and  the  occasion,  without  losing  the 
easures  of  an  outing,  gains  the  reward  of  a  real  adventure  in  learning.  The  steady 
•owth  of  the  Metropolitan  school  population  creates  a  correspondingly  increasing 
roblem  in  the  scheduling  of  visits  by  pupils  from  distant  schools,  a  problem  only 
part  alleviated  by  the  establishment  of  a  considerable  number  of  new  museums 
the  Province:  the  Museum's  close  relations  with  many  of  these  institutions 
?rmits  suggesting  ways  for  schools  to  make  good  use  of  these  new  facilities,  but 
oes  not  offer  any  solution  toward  making  more  fully  available  the  resources  which 
ly  a  very  large  museum  can  offer.  With  us  the  answer  lies  perhaps  less  in  increased 
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teaching  staff  than  in  enlarged  facilities,  for  which  there  is  no  space  in  the  existing 
building. 

Our  notable  travelling  teachers  and  exhibits  service  does  permit  expansion 
through  increase  of  staff.  This  year  the  three  teachers  available  for  the  distant 
schools  programme  managed  in  sub-zero  weather  and  unusually  heavy  snows  to  reach 
some  6,750  pupils  in  the  course  of  43  teaching  days  and  195  lessons.  These  pupil 
were  concentrated  in  Eastern  Lanark  and  Renfrew  counties  and  in  the  vicinities 
of  Cochrane,  Kapuskasing  and  Hearst.  The  Museum  was  particularly  pleasec 
to  receive  this  year  a  sizable  delegation  of  secondary  school  pupils  from  Geraldton 
the  greatest  distance  from  which  any  school  group  has  yet  visited  the  Museum 
It  was  also  gratifying  that  the  association  of  several  years'  standing  with  the  public 
schools  of  Eggertsville,  New  York,  continues  to  bring  lively  groups  of  American  chil- 
dren to  the  Museum. 

The  Saturday  Morning  Club  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Eugenia  Berlin 
assisted  by  seven  leaders  trained  in  a  variety  of  skills,  continues  to  provide  one  o 
the  most  convincing  demonstrations  of  what  the  child  can  draw  from  the  Museum 
This  programme  is  largely  possible  because  of  a  grant  from  the  Metropolitan  Council 
We  have  felt  more  and  more  strongly  that  we  were  not  doing  enough  to  help  post 
school  and  post-graduate  adult  visitors  to  draw  the  greatest  benefits  from  their  us< 
of  the  Museum  and  much  remains  to  be  done.  Meanwhile,  the  Museum  Extensio: 
Courses,  arranged  by  Miss  Martin  in  collaboration  with  the  University  Extensioi 
Division,  go  a  long  way  to  prove  that  effective  work  is  being  done  within  th 
limits  now  practicable.  It  is  regretted  that  too  little  of  this  work  can  at  presen 
be  done  in  direct  association  with  the  collections.  This  year,  although  one  less  cours 
was  offered  than  in  the  previous  year,  2,575  persons  attended,  an  increase  of  abou 
200.  "Preserving  Ontario  History"  had  to  be  repeated  in  the  second  term  by  popula 
demand,  and  got  through  to  completion  even  though  one  of  the  lecturers,  Mi 
Gerald  Stevens,  was  snowed  in  at  Mallorytown  for  21  days,  and  Miss  Jeanne  Mir 
hinnick  of  the  Ontario  St.  Lawrence  Development  Commission  also  had  to  ovei 
come  weather  problems.  "So  You're  Going  Travelling"  was  a  most  popular  attractio 
now  in  its  third  year,  but  with  a  new  programme  each  time.  Mr.  Lunn's  "Aspec 
of  Archaeology"  gave  its  students  an  opportunity  to  handle  archaeological  materi 
and  join  in  open  discussion,  while  Mrs.  Brett's  "Talking  of  Textiles"  achieved  throug 
limited  registration  the  ideal  of  exposing  the  student  to  the  materials  of  the  coun 
in  seminar. 

The  Division's  Sunday  film  programmes  were  tied  to  current  museum  even 
and  attracted  4,211  persons.  The  first  three  were  grouped  under  the  heading  "Usir 
the  Past  to  Live  in  the  Present" ;  the  next  four,  "In  the  Wake  of  the  Beagle,"  compl 
mented  the  Earth  Sciences  lecture  series  for  the  Darwin  Centennial ;  and  the  last  tw 
"Masks  of  the  World,"  were  tied  to  the  "Masks:  The  Many  Faces  of  Mar 
exhibition. 

Miss  Ella  Martin  was  granted  a  fellowship  by  the  Canadian  Association  f 
Adult  Education  for  a  study  on  adult  learning  in  other  museums,  a  project  whic 
took  her  to  seventeen  important  museums  of  various  categories  on  the  east  and  we 
coasts  of  the  United  States.  Miss  Margaret  Cumming  was  granted  the  degree 
Bachelor  of  Education. 

The  indefatigable  Office  of  Information  Services  considers  its  period  of  orgar 
zation  at  an  end,  and  under  Mr.  Cameron's  guidance  it  is  well  launched  in  a  plann< 
programme  of  research,  recommendation  and  production.  Press,  radio  and  televisi< 
relations  remain  excellent  and  in  some  respects  have  been  improved.  During  t 
year  the  Museum  participated  in  54  radio  and  31  television  programmes.  Museu 
personnel  were  "on  mike"  or  "on  camera"  for  a  total  of  over  18  hours,  much  of  tl 
on  coast-to-coast  networks.  The  newspapers  continued  their  gratifying  coverage 
Museum  events.  Canadian  papers  alone  printed  over  1,100  stories  about  the  Musei 
and  its  staff,  and  about  350  news  photographs  were  reproduced. 
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The  non-ephemeral  aspects  of  the  year's  work  for  this  office  have  centred  on  the 
first  stage  of  the  proposed  five-year  programme  in  public  relations  research.  Examina- 
tion of  the  literature  in  this  field  of  museology  strongly  suggests  that  ours  is  by  far 
the  most  thorough  attempt  yet  made  to  determine  the  character  and  needs  of  the 
Museum's  visitors  and  other  clients.  Preliminary  findings  have  already  aroused  intense 
nterest  in  professional  circles;  so  the  results  should  prove  of  use  far  beyond  our 
3\vn  walls.  During  the  first  year  4,800  groups  of  visitors  were  interviewed,  this  stage 
Deing  completed  on  June  30,  and  although  the  results  of  tabulation  and  interpreta- 
ion  will  not  be  published  until  the  autumn,  first  rough  findings  could  be  presented 
it  the  meetings  of  the  Canadian  and  American  Museums  Associations  and  were 
liscussed  informally  at  the  International  Council  of  Museums  in  Stockholm.  The 
urvey  was  only  possible  because  of  the  splendid  volunteer  work  in  interviewing 
lone  by  our  Members'  Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  S.  Owen  Carter. 
These  women  made  4,100  of  the  4,800  interviews  (the  remainder  were  done  by  staff 
nembers),  gave  600  hours  to  the  interviewing  and  an  additional  50  to  coding.  Had 
his  been  done  by  a  research  firm,  the  additional  cost  to  the  Museum  would  have  been 
7,500  and  could  not  in  fact  have  been  undertaken.  The  over-all  Members'  Com- 
nittee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  W.  O.  Randall  provided  invaluable  help  in 
nany  other  ways,  notably  in  staffing  the  Mask  Show  for  three  weeks  (Mrs.  W.  M. 
urner,  Jr.,  Chairman),  and  with  the  Dior  Fashion  Show    (Mrs.   Peter  Allward, 
Chairman)   and  has  devoted  great  thought  to  proposing  ways  in  which  it  can  be 
f  constant  and  ever  broader  service  to  the  Museum. 

Much  time  of  the  Office  of  Information  Services  went,  of  course,  to  promotion 
f  current  activities,  notably  the  Mask  Show,  the  Gem  Show  and  the  Darwin  lectures; 
suits  of  the  long  months  spent  in  the  co-ordination  and  vast  improvement  in  graphic 
esign  brought  much  favourable  comment.  The  time  devoted  to  committee  work  in 
lanning  the  all-Museum  magazine  came  to  nothing  for  the  present  beyond  a  Board 
pproval-in-principle  for  the  project  and  a  stock  of  publishable  material,  because 
le  necessary  funds  could  not  be  found. 

The  Museum  was  extremely  pleased  that  two  of  the  CBC-ROM  telecasts  won 
o  of  the  seven  Ohio  awards  for  cultural  television,  each  in  two  categories.  One  was 
r  the  filmed  "Explorations"  programme,  "The  Banished  Immortal,"  based  on  the 
[fe  of  the  poet  Li-Po  and  told  with  Chinese  tomb  figurines  as  actors;  the  other  was 
r  an  "Explorations"  science  telecast  on  the  beginnings  of  life.  The  growing  library 
kinescopes  on  television  films  made  in  the  Museum  for  the  English-speaking 
twork  was  supplemented  in  the  spring  by  the  filming  of  the  first  three  of  a  series 
programmes  planned  for  the  French-speaking  network.   In  another  interesting 
periment  Dr.  Tovell  did  a  series  of  three  broadcasts  on  the  geology  of  the  Great 
akes  for  elementary  pupils  in  the  classroom.  With  the  aid  of  an  Ontario  Government 
ant,  a  booklet  was  prepared  to  accompany  these  broadcasts  and  the  15,000  printed 
oved  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  list  of  the  year's  distinguished  visitors  was  longer  than  ever  and  in  most 
ses  each  added  something  to  the  store  of  knowledge  or  information  already  in  the 
[useum.  The  American,  French,  Italian,  Japanese  and  Peruvian  ambassadors  all 
)noured  us  with  visits  and  informed  interest.  Mrs.  Wendell  Willkie  was  among  the 
sitors.  Perhaps  the  most  enduring  memories  were  left  behind  by  Professor  Oswald 
ren,  Sir  Kenneth  and  Lady  Clark,  Professor  Carleton  Coons,  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton 
id  Dr.  Gunner  Svardson. 

It  may  be  fair  to  say  that  the  Museum  is  a  major  instrument  in  Canada  for 
oviding  the  climate  and  the  materials  by  which  the  people — scholar  and  layman, 
ild  and  adult — may  attain  the  most  liberal  of  educations  and  cultures.  Our  tasks 
;|e  all  directed  at  improving  that  climate  and  broadening  those  facilities,  strengthen- 
%  the  material  evidences  and  making  ever  more  clear  their  interpretation.  The 
ar's  book  is  closed  with  a  feeling  of  regret  for  the  things  which  could  not  be  done 
t  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction  at  how  much  actually  was  well  accomplished.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO  PRESS 

Last  year's  report  of  this  Department  discussed  the  purposes  and  plans  of  the 
new  Press  Building  then  in  course  of  construction.  This  important  new  unit  of  the 
University  was  officially  opened  by  the  President  on  December  6,  1958.  It  is  per- 
haps sufficient  to  report  now  that  the  new  building  seems  to  be  providing  the  needed 
facilities  for  each  of  the  major  divisions  of  the  Press  it  houses,  and  that  no  important 
second  thoughts  regarding  its  planning  have  as  yet  been  voiced. 

The  Printing  division,  now  utilizing  fully  the  building  at  10  King's  College 
Road,  which  until  recently  was  shared  with  other  departments,  has  continued  its 
programme  of  modernization  of  equipment  and  improvement  of  production  facilities. 
The  most  advanced  library  rebinding  equipment  at  present  available  has  been 
installed;  new  machinery  to  expedite  the  binding  of  the  learned  journals  has  been 
added;  and  similar  improvements  as  well  as  new  techniques  have  been  introduced 
elsewhere  in  the  manufacturing  departments. 

The  highly  flexible  display  facilities  of  the  University  Book  Department  have 
made  possible  the  expansion  of  the  Department's  services  to  the  University  com- 
munity considerably  beyond  those  of  a  mere  book  supply  centre.  A  gratifying  degree 
of  support  and  interest  has  been  shown,  for  example,  in  the  cultural  periodicals  sec- 
tion, as  well  as  in  the  displays  of  paperbound  non-fiction  works,  and  in  such  special 
exhibits  as  the  publications  of  the  Association  of  American  University  Presses,  Presses 
Universitaires  of  France,  books  written  by  University  of  Toronto  alumni,  and  others 
of  a  similar  nature.  A  continuing  problem  for  the  Book  Department  management 
is  the  unavailability  in  Canada  of  personnel  with  retail  bookselling  experience,  who 
are  ready  to  accept  temporary  employment  during  the  seasonal  peaks.  The  fullest 
possible  use  has  been  made  of  part-time  student  help,  however,  working  under 
the  direction  of  a  necessarily  small  but  experienced  permanent  staff.  The  numerous 
problems  surrounding  efficient  estimating  of  textbook  requirements  several  months 
in  advance  of  enrolment  have  been  lessened  by  the  fine  co-operation  of  almost 
every  University  department  concerned.  It  is  true  that  the  economics  of  handling 
short  discount  text  materials  leaves  no  room  for  error  in  estimating  such  inventories. 
But  the  expanding  scale  of  operations  in  other  sections  of  this  Department  holds  the 
promise  of  allowing  at  least  a  little  more  latitude  in  this  regard. 

The  publications  programme  of  the  University  of  Toronto  Press  during  the 
past  year  has  perhaps  achieved  a  degree  of  academic  importance  to  Canada  not 
surpassed  previously.  The  complete  list  of  forty  titles  issued  during  the  year  appears 
below.  In  addition  there  were  the  usual  large  number  of  issues  of  its  seven  scholarly 
journals.  Of  outstanding  general  importance  was  the  late  R.  MacGregor  Dawson's 
first  volume  of  the  biography  of  William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King.  But  the  most  momen 
tous  development  in  the  history  of  Canadian  book  publication  was  doubtless  the 
announcement  on  April  28  of  the  founding  of  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography. 
This  monumental  work,  made  possible  by  a  bequest  of  the  late  James  Nicholson  of 
Toronto  valued  at  over  a  million  dollars,  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  thorough- 
ness may  permit.  The  first  General  Editor  of  the  Dictionary,  Professor  George  W 
Brown,  has  long  been  connected  with  the  University  of  Toronto  Press,  and  his 
future  association  with  the  Press  on  a  full-time  basis  is  warmly  welcomed. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Press  has  joined  its  imprint  this  year,  as  in  the 
past,  with  that  of  other  Canadian  universities  on  several  joint  publications.  Recently 
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the  Director  of  the  Press  has  had  the  pleasure  of  conferring  with  several  Canadian 
universities  which  are  contemplating  the  establishment  of  presses  of  their  own.  Such 
developments  among  sister  universities  are  warmly  welcomed  by  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  these  plans  may  come  to  fruition  before 
long.  The  importance  of  a  university  press  in  the  fostering  of  creative  research  in 
the  liberal  arts  cannot  be  overemphasized,  since  the  end  product  of  useful  research 
of  any  kind  must  be  publication,  in  some  form.  The  identity  of  purpose  of  a  press 
and  of  the  academic  interests  of  its  university  is,  or  should  be,  absolute.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  COMMAUGHT  MEDICAL 
RESEARCH  LABORATORIES 

Since  1953,  a  major  preoccupation  of  the  Laboratories  has  been  the  develop- 
ment, production  and  evaluation  of  vaccines  for  the  prevention  of  poliomyelitis.  In 
January,  1959,  a  new  combined  vaccine  for  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough  was   released  for  the   first   time   for  general   use  in   Canada.    It 
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represented  the  culmination  of  experiments  which  began  in  1955.  By  the  end  of 
June,  1959,  over  three-quarters  of  a  million  doses  had  been  distributed.  Its  acceptance, 
in  this  country  at  least,  seems  to  be  assured.  The  obvious  advantage  of  the  combined 
vaccine  is  that  immunization  against  all  four  diseases  can  be  accomplished  by  means 
of  a  series  of  four  injections  starting  at  the  age  of  three  months.  Schedules  using 
other  vaccines  would  require  a  minimum  of  eight  injections.  It  is  our  belief  that  the 
economy  of  effort  and  saving  discomfort  has  been  achieved  with  no  sacrifice  of 
efficacy  or  safety.  It  is  only  fair,  however,  to  point  out  that  such  a  statement  would 
not  go  unchallenged  in  all  quarters. 

Early  in  May,  1959,  Dr.  R.  J.  Wilson  and  the  writer  attended  a  conference  in 
London,  England,  on  problems  of  immunization  in  infancy.  For  three  days  the 
relative  merits  of  various  preparations  and  schedules  were  debated  in  great  detail. 
The  airing  of  divergent  views  is  as  important  in  medical  science  as  it  is  in 
other  fields  of  human  endeavour.  It  was  of  no  great  consequence  that  unanimity 
of  opinion  was  not  achieved.  There  are  in  these  matters,  as  in  others,  several  different 
ways  to  accomplish  a  desired  effect,  to  allow  the  private  doctor  or  the  public  health 
officer  to  accomplish  what  he  needs  to  do  under  the  circumstances  of  his  own  locality. 
Research,  however,  goes  on.  Evaluation  of  vaccines  and  schedules  for  their 
administration  is  a  continuing  activity  of  the  Laboratories,  using  for  the  most  part 
methods  of  serology.  The  results  are  then  compared  with  the  information  obtained 
by  the  analyses  of  epidemics  by  departments  of  public  health.  Two  reports  of 
analyses  of  the  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  in  Manitoba  in  1958  were  published  in  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association  Journal  in  1959.  Both  indicated  that  a  very  high 
degree  of  protection  was  afforded  by  vaccination  with  poliomyelitis  vaccine  (Salk) 
produced  by  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories. 

Such  reports  are  naturally  very  gratifying  to  us.  But  it  may  be  taken  for 
granted  that  we  are  not  resting  on  our  laurels.  We  are  continuing  to  strive  for  im- 
provements, not  only  of  the  Salk-type  vaccine  but  by  investigating  possible  alterna- 
tives. One  which  is  under  study  is  attenuated  live  virus  vaccine  for  poliomyelitis; 
a  preparation  which  can  be  given  by  mouth  rather  than  by  injection.  During  the 
autumn  of  1958,  the  Board  of  Governors  gave  approval  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  isolation  building  at  the  Dufferin  Division  for  the  development  of  the  oral  vac- 
cine. The  building  was  finished  in  April,  1959,  and  work  has  started  in  it. 

Rabies 

During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1958  and  the  winter  of  1959,  rabies  spread 
rapidly  throughout  southern  Ontario,  carried  for  the  most  part  by  wild  foxes.  Two 
rabid  foxes  were  killed  on  our  own  property  at  the  Dufferin  Division  and  several 
other  rabid  animals  were  caught  within  the  metropolitan  limits  of  Toronto.  Losses 
of  livestock  by  farmers  were  substantial  and  much  alarm  was  generated  on  account 
of  persons  who  were  in  contact  with  rabid  or  possibly  rabid  animals.  The  pressure 
of  this  crisis  was  exerted  on  three  departments  of  the  Laboratories,  the  Veterinary 
Department,  the  Human  Antigens  Department  and  the  Virus  Research  Department. 

As  a  problem  of  human  public  health,  rabies  has  been,  in  this  country,  a  matter 
of  only  occasional  concern.  The  function  of  the  Laboratories  since  1914  was  to 
produce  the  small  amounts  of  vaccine  needed,  using  the  established  formulae  which 
had  not  been  changed  much  since  the  time  of  Pasteur.  Such  vaccine  presents 
appreciable  hazards  which  must  be  weighed  against  the  dangers  of  rabies  which 
may  or  may  not  develop  after  a  real  or  fancied  exposure.  Hundreds  of  calls  for 
advice  spurred  us  to  do  something  about  improving  the  rabies  vaccine  for  humar 
use.  Dr.  C.  R.  Amies,  who  was  appointed  Head  of  our  Department  of  Virus 
Research  in  September,  1958,  has  investigated  the  response  of  humans  to  a  new 
vaccine  produced  in  eggs.  The  results  were  not  encouraging.  He  is  now  trying  tc 
modify  the  Semple  vaccine  which  we  are  now  producing  (and  which  is  highly 
effective)  so  that  its  safety  may  be  improved. 

In  the  Veterinary  Department  the  first  problem  was  how  to  keep  up  with  order: 
for  HEP  Flury  Vaccine,  which  is  a  live  virus  vaccine,  grown  in  eggs  and  used  tc 
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protect  domestic  animals.  The  second  problem  was  to  answer  questions  such  as: 
"How  do  we  know  that  this  fox  rabies  which  came  to  us  from  the  Arctic  is  the 
same  as  rabies  from  the  warmer  regions,  against  which  most  of  our  vaccines  have  been 
tested?"  To  answer  such  questions  required  the  initiation  of  long-term  experiments 
on  domestic  animals,  large  and  small.  These  are  now  under  way. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  at  this  time  the  excellent  co-operation  which  exists 
between  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Labora- 
tories and  the  Ontario  Veterinary  College  in  Guelph.  Frequent  meetings  take  place 
between  the  working  scientists  of  the  two  institutions.  Data  and  information  are 
shared.  Experiments  are  planned  together  to  be  done  where  the  facilities  are  most 
favourable.  One  important  outcome  of  collaboration  during  the  last  year  and  a 
half  has  been  the  development  of  production  on  a  large  scale  by  the  Connaught 
Medical  Research  Laboratories  of  a  new  and  effective  vaccine  for  mink  enteritis 
according  to  a  method  devised  in  the  Ontario  Veterinary  College. 

The  great  expansion  in  distribution  of  biological  products  for  use  on  animals 
and  poultry  has  necessitated  an  increase  in  our  plant.  During  the  autumn  of  1958  the 
Board  of  Governors  authorized  the  planning  of  a  new  building  for  the  production  of 
veterinary  biologicals.  Plans  were  completed  in  May,  1959,  and  construction  is 
expected  to  begin  during  the  summer  of  1959. 

From  July  1,  1958  to  June  30,  1959,  fifteen  appointments  were  made  to  the 
scientific  and  professional  staff  of  the  Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  in 
ranks  equivalent  to  lecturer  and  higher.  The  net  increase  in  scientific  staff  is  not  as 
great  as  such  a  statement  might  indicate.  In  last  year's  report,  attention  was 
drawn  to  a  number  of  losses  from  our  scientific  ranks  for  which  replacements  had 
not  been  obtained.  Not  all  of  these  losses  were  occasions  of  sorrow.  Some  were  a 
source  of  pride.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  scientists  who  have  achieved  recognition  in 
our  midst  chosen  to  fill  important  positions  elsewhere.  The  total  staff  of  the 
Connaught  Medical  Research  Laboratories  has  grown  during  the  year.  In  June, 
1958,  the  number  was  634,  by  June,  1959,  it  had  increased  to  700.  Here  we  see, 
not  another  example  of  Parkinson's  Law,  but  a  reflection  of  increasing  output.

THE  WARDEN.  OF  HART  HOUSE 

The  year  1958-9  will  be  significant  in  history  as  the  year  in  which  the  eighth 
President  of  the  University  of  Toronto  was  officially  installed  in  office.  The  cere- 
monies in  connection  with  this  "academic  festival"  have  been  fully  described  else- 
where. We,  however,  in  Hart  House,  remember  particularly  the  events  with  which 
we  were  associated.  The  Great  Hall  was  the  scene  of  two  formal  luncheons;  the 
House  was  the  locale  for  the  official  reception  for  all  members  of  the  staff  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  October  25.  The  event,  however,  which  will  probably  stand 
out  as  being  the  most  significant  was  the  President's  breakfast  served  in  the  Great 
Hall  for  some  three  hundred  students.  This  group  included  representatives  of 
official  university  and  college  societies  and  major  scholarship  winners  in  all  colleges 
and  faculties.  An  event  of  this  nature  might  be  planned  as  a  regular  feature  of  the 
autumn  life  of  the  campus,  as  providing  a  fine  opportunity  for  personal  contact 
between  the  President  and  the  student  body. 

Second  only  in  importance  to  the  Installation  ceremonies  was  the  meeting  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  of  the  Vice-Chancellors  of  the  Universities  of  the  British  Com- 
monwealth. This  was  the  first  occasion  when  the  Association  of  Universities  of  the 
British  Commonwealth  had  met  outside  the  United  Kingdom  and  every  effort  was 
made  by  the  University  to  mark  the  occasion  as  a  memorable  one.  The  official 
dinner  was  held  in  the  Great  Hall  on  August  25  with  an  approximate  attendance  of 
two  hundred. 
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Subsequent  to  the  meetings  of  the  A.U.B.G.  in  Montreal  we  had  the  privilege 
of  entertaining  two  smaller  groups  of  delegates  early  in  September.  These  affairs 
were  less  formal  in  character,  but  they  did  provide  an  opportunity  for  discussion 
with  members  of  university  staffs  from  all  over  the  Commonwealth  of  common 
problems  which  face  all  of  us  at  this  time. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  gilding  of  the  moulding  around  the  Great 
Hall  and  the  crests  at  each  end  of  the  Hall  are  being  restored  to  their  original 
condition.  A  building  such  as  Hart  House  is  not  only  a  functional  instrument  for 
day  to  day  use;  it  is  also  an  artistic  trust  which  it  is  our  responsibility  to  maintain 
and  to  pass  on  to  future  generatons  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  mentioned  that  approval  had  been  given  for  relighting, 
renovating  and  refurnishing  the  Music  Room,  the  Debates  Room  and  the  guest 
rooms.  These  three  projects  were  carried  out  during  the  summer  of  1958  and  the 
attractiveness  of  the  rooms  has  contributed  very  considerably  to  the  satisfaction 
with  which  they  have  been  used  during  the  current  academic  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  total  programme  of  the  House  is  permanently 
recorded  in  the  minute  books  of  the  various  committees  and  clubs  of  the  House, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  list  all  the  events  in  this  report.  The  programme  of  Sunday 
Evening  Concerts  continued  in  the  same  pattern  that  has  been  in  effect  since  the 
mid-twenties  when  the  series  was  instituted.  Artists  of  distinction  who  contributed 
to  these  programmes  were:  Aksel  Schiotz,  baritone;  Betty  Jean  Hagen,  violinist; 
Ilona  Kombrink,  soprano ;  and  Jan  Rubes,  basso.  A  programme  of  Wednesday  after- 
noon and  noon  hour  recitals  was  also  carried  out. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr. 
Rowland  Pack,  distinguished  Toronto  musician,  as  director  of  the  Glee  Club, 
and  that  under  his  competent  leadership  the  club  maintained  the  standard 
established  by  his  predecessor. 

An  innovation  this  year  was  a  series  of  four  Wednesday  night  concerts  pre- 
sented in  the  Great  Hall  by  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation  in  co-operation 
with  the  Music  Committee  of  Hart  House.  Four  internationally  known  artists 
appeared  in  solo  performances:  Ruggiero  Ricci,  violinist;  Benno  Moiseiwitch, 
pianist;  Rudolf  Firkusny,  pianist;  and  Maureen  Forrester,  contralto.  The  Music 
Committee  supervised  all  arrangements  for  publicity  and  ticket  distribution  and 
acted  as  hosts  at  a  reception  for  the  artist  following  each  concert.  While  these 
programmes  were  arranged  primarily  for  broadcast  across  Canada  in  the  CBC 
Wednesday  Night  series,  members  of  the  University  and  other  interested  guests  were 
privileged  to  listen  to  them  in  the  Great  Hall. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Hart  House  Orchestra  Associates,  a  further  series  of 
five  programmes  was  presented  by  the  Hart  House  Orchestra  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Boyd  Neel.  These  concerts  are  sponsored  by  a  student  committee  but  can  be 
financed  only  with  the  support  of  senior  members  of  the  University  and  friends.  In 
addition  to  this  support  the  Canada  Council  this  year  made  a  grant  to  the  orchestra 
to  enable  it  to  fulfil  its  programme  commitments.  This  orchestra  was  recognized  as 
an  outstanding  Canadian  musical  organization  by  being  chosen  to  play  at  the  Brussels 
World  Fair  in  the  summer  of  1958.  It  also  tours  throughout  Canada  and  carries 
wherever  it  goes  the  name  of  Hart  House.  We  are  happy  to  continue  our  association 
with  this  distinguished  musical  group  and  to  be  able  to  present  chamber  music  in  the 
attractive  setting  of  the  Great  Hall  to  members  of  the  University  community  and 
their  friends. 

The  Art  Committee  sponsored  a  series  of  fifteen  exhibitions  in  the  art  gallery  of 
Hart  House.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to  present  exhibitions  by  established 
Canadian  artists  as  well  as  exhibitions  of  work  by  promising  young  Canadian  artists. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  shows  of  the  year  was  an  exhibition  of  work  done  by 
Robert  Bateman,  an  ex-member  of  the  Art  Committee  of  the  House,  who  presented 
a  fascinating  collection  of  drawings,  sketches  and  oils  done  while  he  was  on  a  round- 
the-world  safari  which  included  Africa  and  India.  This  exhibition  was  arranged  in 
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connection  with  the  annual  Conversazione  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Institute  which 
took  place  in  the  House  on  the  evening  of  April  17th.  A  colour  film  of  the  African 
portion  of  the  trip  was  presented  by  Mr.  Bristol  Foster,  an  ex-member  of  the  Camera 
Club  of  Hart  House,  who  shared  the  joys  and  rigours  of  the  expedition  with  Mr. 
Bateman. 

Attendance  and  interest  in  the  Hart  House  Debates  continued  at  a  satisfactory 
level.  Honorary  Visitors  for  the  year  were:  Dr.  Eugene  Forsey,  Mr.  J.  M.  Minifie, 
Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell,  Dr.  Robert  T.  McKenzie,  His  Excellency  Francis  Lacoste  and  Dean 
C.  A.  Wright.  We  were  particularly  grateful  to  the  Ambassador  of  France  for 
graciously  consenting  to  meet  undergraduates  in  an  open  forum  and  to  share  with 
them  his  reflections  on  the  problems  facing  France  and  in  the  subsequent  informal 
discussion  to  talk  frankly  about  his  work  and  his  country.  We  were  also  most  grateful 
to  the  President,  who  came  through  his  "baptism  of  fire"  with  flying  colours  in  a 
debate  on  the  subject,  "The  University  of  Toronto  has  outgrown  its  usefulness." 

Activities  of  the  various  special  interest  clubs  have  been  well  maintained  through- 
out the  year.  The  most  common  criticism  of  the  expansion  plans  of  the  University 
is  that  in  such  a  mammoth  organization  there  will  be  little  opportunity  for  "the 
personal  touch"  in  education.  In  my  judgment  it  is  vitally  important  that  Hart  House 
should  continue  to  sponsor  as  wide  a  variety  of  opportunities  as  possible  for  students 
to  follow  special  interests,  not  necessarily  purely  academic  in  nature  but  providing  for 
contact  with  graduate  and  faculty  members.  One  of  the  best  examples  of  an  activity 
of  this  sort  is  our  Camera  Club  which  this  year  had  a  membership  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five.  Year  by  year  the  members  of  this  club  continue  their  activities  and  the 
annual  exhibition  of  their  work  in  the  art  gallery  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  all  who 
view  it.  The  real  importance  of  the  work,  however,  is  in  the  continuing  association 
of  the  undergraduate  members  with  each  other  and  with  senior  members  who  give 
unstintingly  of  their  time  and  experience. 

The  visit  of  eight  Finnish  university  students  whose  arrival  I  reported  last  year 
was  completed  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  1958.  These  young  men 
returned  to  their  small  country,  having  learned  much  about  Canada  from  their 
meeting  with  Canadian  students  and  their  experiences  in  Canadian  homes  and 
Canadian  industry.  I  now  report  that  a  group  of  eight  University  of  Toronto  students 
are  at  present  in  Finland,  where  they  will  participate  in  a  similar  programme.  This 
group  of  eight,  representative  of  a  variety  of  colleges  and  faculties,  was  carefully 
chosen  from  fifty-five  applicants.  In  seven  years  of  my  experience  as  Warden  I  have 
never  participated  in  a  more  difficult  task  than  the  selection  of  eight  from  a  group  of 
such  deserving  applicants.  I  wish  I  could  indicate  the  qualities  of  sincerity,  enthusiasm 
and  idealism  which  were  apparent  to  the  selection  committee.  We  are  confident  that 
those  who  were  finally  chosen  will  prove  to  be  good  ambassadors.  Financing  of  this 
project  is  arranged  through  contributions  from  committees  of  the  House,  senior 
members  and  friends  and  one  generous  business  firm  which  has  supported  this  Finnish 
exchange  since  it  was  established  on  a  formal  basis  in  1954.  While  this  activity  may 
seem  to  be  slightly  outside  the  routine  programme  of  the  House,  I  am  convinced  that 
it  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  activities  sponsored  by  Hart  House.  In  addition  to  its 
other  values  it  serves  as  a  viable  memorial  to  my  distinguished  predecessor,  Mr. 
Nicholas  IgnatiefT,  who  took  the  first  group  of  Canadian  students  to  Finland  in  1951, 
and  also  to  Mr.  W.  D.  Matthews  who,  as  Canadian  Ambassador  to  Sweden  and 
Finland,  stimulated  the  organization  of  the  exchange  on  a  permanent  basis. 

During  the  year  the  religious  services  in  the  Great  Hall,  planned  by  the  Chaplain 
to  Hart  House,  were  continued.  We  believe  these  services  have  a  useful  purpose, 
representing  the  varied  religious  interests  of  the  campus  and  emphasizing  the  fact 
that  religion  is  an  important  facet  of  our  culture. 

It  will  be  recognized  from  the  foregoing  that  the  House  is  endeavouring  to 
present  a  broad  educational  programme  and  to  serve  as  a  continuing,  unifying  force 
on  an  increasingly  diversified  campus. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  next  few  years  as  a  period  of  interest  and,  if  I

may  use  the  word,  excitement.  We  are  very  conscious  that  many  of  our  facilities  will 
be  inadequate  to  the  demands  that  will  be  made  upon  us.  I  have  previously  referred 
to  the  overcrowded  conditions  of  the  House,  particularly  at  the  noon-hour  period 
during  term  time.  We  are  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the  day  when  the  north  wing 
may  be  available  to  us.  We  know  that  we  will  miss  our  relations  with  the  Athletic 
Association  and  the  multitude  of  activities  which  it  sponsors  within  the  House;  on 
the  other  hand,  the  future  will  present  us  with  other  needs  which  an  all-University 
student  centre  must  provide,  for  non-academic,  non-athletic  activities.  We  live  in 
hope  that  the  present  suggested  order  of  priorities  regarding  the  major  building 
projects  may  be  altered  so  as  to  permit  earlier  relief  of  our  present  overcrowded 
conditions. 

But,  be  all  this  as  it  may,  it  is  our  hope  that  Hart  House  may  continue  to  serve 
as  adequately  as  possible  the  demands  that  will  undoubtedly  be  made  upon  us  in  the 
new  era  which  is  dawning  on  the  University  of  Toronto  campus.

THE  CHAIRMAN.  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SYNDICS  OF 
HART  HOUSE  THEATRE 

A  brilliantly  directed  Tiger  at  the  Gates  was  Robert  Gill's  fiftieth  production  at 
Hart  House  Theatre.  After  the  final  performance,  the  students,  with  the  help  of  the 
Syndics,  arranged  an  on-stage  party  for  the  casts  of  1958-9  and  other  years.  Presenta- 
tions were  made  to  Mr.  Gill  and  to  the  business  manager,  Mr.  Hozack.  Mr.  Gill  then 
showed  colour  slides  of  the  fifty  plays — a  most  impressive  group — and  pointed  out 
the  beginnings  of  many  professional  actors  and  actresses. 

Yet  the  Syndics  have  decided  that  Hart  House  Theatre  is  not  at  present  able  to 
develop  into  a  Theatre  School  and  must  maintain  the  status  quo  until  several  bene- 
factors appear.  The  announcement  of  the  generous  endowment  of  the  Edgar  Stone 
Lectureship  is  therefore  welcome  news  and  may  well  lead  to  the  eventual  founding 
of  a  Toronto  Theatre  School. 

Two  other  important  ideas — films  and  continuous  summer  theatre — were  con- 
sidered and  rejected  for  the  time  being  by  the  Syndics  owing  to  the  costs  involved  and 
the  problems  raised. 

Death  of  a  Salesman,  an  excellent  production  and  a  phenomenal  box-office 
success,  was  an  encouraging  start  to  a  season  that  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the 
best  and  one  during  which  Hart  House  Theatre  once  again  fulfilled  its  main  function 
of  offering  "theatre,"  mostly  of  good  quality,  nearly  every  night  from  September  to 
May.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  FALCONER  HALL 

Falconer  Hall  was  opened  in  the  fall  of  1952.  Under  its  terms  of  reference  it 
was  to  provide  a  residence  for  women  students  engaged  in  graduate  studies,  it  was 
to  serve  as  a  social  centre  for  all  women  of  the  University  and  it  was  planned  as  the 
first  unit  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Building. 

Over  the  last  seven  years  102  students  have  found  most  acceptable  living  quarters 
and  over  1,600  meetings  have  been  held.  At  these  meetings  some  77,000  women  have 
been  accommodated.  Maintained  jointly  by  the  University,  the  Women's  Athletic 
Association  and  room  rentals,  Falconer  Hall  has,  from  the  beginning,  fulfilled  these 
two  functions  adequately. 
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A  summary  of  its  use  for  the  last  six  years  is  as  follows:

As  the  first  unit  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Building,  however,  Falconer  Hall 
proved  to  be  a  great  disappointment.  All  was  in  readiness  in  the  summer  of  1956 
when  plans  were  suddenly  changed  and  the  site  was  no  longer  available  for  such  a 
building. 

To  the  women  undergraduates  in  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education, 
who  once  had  their  headquarters  at  415  Yonge  St.,  Falconer  Hall  has  been  a  change 
most  appreciated.  Many  of  their  lectures  have  been  here  and  the  Margaret  Eaton 
Memorial  Library  has  been  at  their  disposal  day  and  night.  The  administrative  offices 
of  the  Department  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education  for  Women  and  the  School 
of  Physical  and  Health  Education  have  continued  to  occupy  the  second  floor,  but 
apart  from  a  small  Corrective  Exercise  Room,  there  was  no  room  large  enough  for 
practical  work.  Indeed,  there  was  never  enough  room  for  the  administrative  staff  of 
the  Women's  Athletic  Association.  It  was  only  this  year  that  space  was  found  for  the 
records  of  this  organization.  As  a  result  of  this  move  the  students  have  used  the 
building  this  year  more  than  ever. 

In  September,  1959,  the  new  Women's  Athletic  Building  at  the  corner  of  Huron 
and  Harbord  Streets  will  be  opened.  All  the  administrative  staff,  and  their  furniture, 
will  move  to  this  new  centre.  Some  women  have  dreamed  of  such  a  building  for  fifty 
years.  In  1952,  Falconer  Hall  held  all  their  hopes;  in  1959  it  will  become  but  a  very 
pleasant  memory. 

As  Director  for  these  seven  years  I  acknowledge  sincerely  and  with  gratitude  the 
assistance  I  received  from  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Falconer  Hall,  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Education  for  Women,  the  Superintendent's  Office  and  the 
domestic  staff  of  Falconer  Hall.  They  have  at  all  times  been  appreciative  of  the 
difficulties  and  helpful  in  their  solution.  The  additional  administrative  demands 
could  not  have  been  carried  without  their  whole-hearted  support.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Throughout  the  past  year,  the  University  has  remained  free  of  major  epidemic, 
the  health  of  the  student  body  continuing  to  be  excellent.  All  our  usual  activities  have 
been  continued. 

The  move  to  our  present  temporary  quarters  at  110  St.  George  St.  was  accom- 
plished relatively  uneventfully.  The  co-operation  of  the  various  departments  and 
persons  concerned  with  the  move  was  excellent  and  we  have  found  the  accommoda- 
tion adequate  during  the  past  year.  We  continue  to  operate,  as  before,  our  Infirmary 
at  42  St.  George  St.  and  our  Athletic  Injury  Surgery  in  Hart  House. 

During  the  year,  we  suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  our  Chest  Consultant,  Dr.  T.  G. 
Heaton.  Dr.  Heaton  served  us  in  his  most  efficient  and  professionally  able  manner 
for  many  years  and  will  be  much  missed.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  Dr.  Adrian  Anglin  to  carry  on  in  his  place. 

The  advent  of  the  Ontario  Hospital  Services  Commission  insurance  plan  on 
January  1  of  this  year  has  already  had  a  few  repercussions  on  the  student  body. 
Under  this  plan,  the  cheapest  cost  per  hospital  day  in  the  Toronto  teaching  hospitals 
is  just  under  twenty  dollars.  A  few  persons  not  covered  by  hospital  insurance  have 
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already  experienced  the  resulting  financial  blow.  It  would  seem  very  desirable  to  us 
that  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  students,  before  entering  University,  to 

make  sure  they  have  adequate  hospital  insurance  coverage  in  case  hospitalization 
becomes  necessary. 

The  Director  and  the  Assistant  Director   (Women)    once  again  attended  the 

meetings  of  the  American  College  Health  Association.  It  will  be  our  privilege  to 
welcome  this  valuable  and  active  Association  as  our  guests  in  Toronto  next  spring.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  105 

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

The  tabulation  below  shows  an  activity  in  student  placement  equal  to  any  of  the 
past  eleven  years.  Unlike  those  years,  the  weight  of  demand  was  caused  by  a  strong, 
continuing  improvement  in  the  national  economy  which  has  compelled  employers  to 
revise  their  conservative  thinking  of  the  last  two  years.  This  trend  has  not  only 
reopened  job  opportunities  among  businesses  and  industries  that  have  used  University 
placement  facilities  in  the  past,  but  it  has  also  created  interest  among  new  employers 
who  have  never  approached  the  campus  before. 

In  part,  this  interest  must  be  attributed  to  a  growing  awareness  within  the  com- 
munity of  the  University  inside  its  borders.  It  also  reflects  a  new  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  a  university  education  in  the  development  of  men  and  women  who  can  be 
trained  to  cope  with  the  administration  of  a  complex,  technological  society. 

From  the  students'  point  of  view,  the  greater  demand  for  individual  responsibility 
has  made  the  transition  from  the  campus  to  the  office  more  difficult  and  much  more 
abrupt  for  the  average  undergraduate.  Despite  the  fact  that  academic  curricula  are 
steadily  increasing  in  breadth  and  complexity,  some  way  must  be  found  to  incorporate 
vocational  counselling,  not  only  in  the  few  brief  weeks  at  graduation,  but  also  woven 
through  the  fabric  of  the  entire  undergraduate  course.  Then,  and  only  then,  will  the 
University  be  fulfilling  its  function  of  the  development  of  the  whole  man. 

The  shaping  of  this  new  facet  of  general  curriculum  content  requires  serious  and 
continued  study  in  the  immediate  future.  Its  implementation,  and  its  integration  into 
the  undergraduate  course  as  it  is  constituted  now,  challenges  the  entire  University 
community  with  its  many  diverse  interests  to  produce  a  solution  which  will  preserve 
the  University's  traditional  independence  from  commercial  specialization,  yet  give  the 
graduating  student  a  frame  of  reference  to  assist  in  his  adjustment  when  he  takes  his 
place  in  the  world  to  which  he  owes  his  livelihood.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION.  FOR  MEN 

Total  registration  in  the  required  programme  during  1958-9  was  1,523  of  the 
1,823  freshmen.  Exemptions  for  ex-service  personnel,  for  active  membership  in  the 
C.O.T.G.,  U.N.T.D.  and  U.R.T.P.,  for  one  year's  standing,  for  medical  reasons  and 
for  mature  age  accounted  for  the  difference  of  300.  The  majority  took  part  in 
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intercollegiate  and  intramural  athletics  exclusively,  and  the  remainder  were  active 
in  sports  in  conjunction  with  swimming  and  gymnasium  classes. 

This  year  80  volunteer  instructors  were  active  in  the  programme,  45  first-year 
students  and  35  from  second  and  higher  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  23  of  these 
volunteer  instructors  assisted  in  the  teaching  of  weight  training  and  judo.  There  is  a 
great  demand  for  this  type  of  instruction,  which  has  caused  serious  overcrowding  in 
the  fencing  and  wrestling  rooms. 

Registration  in  swimming  classes  is  limited,  of  necessity,  but  it  is  interesting  to 
report  that  excellent  progress  has  been  made  by  these  students.  Of  125  non-swimmers 
enrolled,  80  were  able  to  swim  satisfactorily  at  the  end  of  the  course  and  1 7  advanced 
to  intermediate  classes.  In  advanced  swimming  classes  460  awards  of  the  Canadian 
Red  Cross  and  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  were  earned.  This  includes  51  awards 
to  second-  and  higher-year  students. 

In  team  sports  a  record  number  of  330  teams  played  1,160  games  with  some 
3,690  participating.  Of  the  total  number,  40  per  cent  were  from  first  year  and  60 
per  cent  from  second  and  higher  years.  By  means  of  the  intramural  programme  an 
effort  was  made  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  ever-enlarging  student  body  and  their 
continuing  interest  in  athletic  activities  by  increasing  the  number  of  teams  in  certain 
sports.  This  is  not  practical  and  will  be  impossible  in  the  future. 

For  the  session  1959-60  it  will  be  necessary  to  work  out  a  formula  which  will 
provide  what  is  considered  a  maximum  use  of  the  inadequate  athletic  facilities 
available.  In  accordance  with  this  formula  each  college  and  faculty  will  be  restricted 
to  entries  according  to  the  size  of  registration.  This  is  unfortunate  as  it  means  that 
all  sports  must  be  conducted  with  fewer  teams  than  those  wishing  to  enter  competi- 
tion. However,  it  is  necessary  and  only  preparatory  to  an  increased  restriction  as 
registration  grows. 

For  their  continuing  loyalty  and  co-operation  I  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  my  staff.

THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

Ten  out  of  eighteen  senior  championships  were  won  by  Varsity,  highlighted  by 
the  performance  of  the  football  team,  which  ended  the  season  undefeated  to  win  the 
Yates  Cup  without  a  playoff.  The  Hockey  Blues  won  their  fifth  consecutive  cham- 
pionship, the  other  titles  falling  to  Varsity  being  swimming,  wrestling,  boxing,  fencing, 
soccer,  squash,  golf  and  sailing.  Out  of  six  intermediate  sports  in  which  we  entered 
teams  we  won  wrestling  and  swimming. 

A  revision  of  the  financial  structure  of  the  Athletic  Association  was  necessitated 
by  the  confirmation  of  the  Argonaut  Football  Club's  long-rumoured  departure  from 
Varsity  Stadium  at  the  close  of  the  1958  football  season.  The  Argonauts  have  played 
at  Varsity  Stadium  for  close  to  half  a  century,  during  which  period  they  have  grown 
to  be  a  football  power  in  Canada,  latterly  as  a  purely  professional  organization.  In 
the  post-war  decade  (1946-58)  income  from  professional  football  has  become  a  very 
important  part  of  athletic  revenues,  making  possible  the  modernization  and  expansion 
of  University  athletic  facilities  (notably  the  new  stand  and  floodlighting  system  at 
the  Stadium),  as  well  as  helping  to  finance  the  athletic  programme  itself.  The 
floodlights  were  financed  by  the  University  under  special  agreement  with  Argonauts, 
who  paid  off  the  balance  of  the  loan  from  the  Board  of  Governors  when  they  left, 
two  years  before  the  completion  of  the  contract  period. 

Without  this  major  source  of  revenue,  a  revised  athletic  budget  has  been  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  which  will  not  result  in  any  curtailment  of  the  primary 
object  of  the  Association,  namely,  to  provide  for  the  men  of  the  University  a  complete 
programme  of  athletics  at  both  the  intercollegiate  and  intramural  levels.  The  old 
saying  "It's  an  ill  wind  .  .  ."  applies  in  that  the  withdrawal  of  Argonauts  releases 
badly  needed  facilities  for  the  increasing  demands  of  the  student  body. 
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Dr.  J.  Wallace  Graham  announced  his  resignation  as  President  of  the  Athletic 
Association  and  Chairman  of  the  Athletic  Directorate,  after  serving  in  these  capacities 
with  energy  and  ability  for  three  years.  Happily,  however,  he  will  continue  to  serve 
as  an  experienced  and  valuable  member  of  the  Directorate.

THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION.  FOR  WOMEN. 

The  most  outstanding  event  in  this  Department  this  year  is  the  erection  of  the 
new  Women's  Athletic  Building.  Situated  at  the  corner  of  Huron  and  Harbord 
Streets,  this  impressive  centre  is  scheduled  to  open  in  September.  Begun  as  a  hope  in 
1911,  it  appeared  in  successive  blueprints  over  the  years,  and  at  long  last  has  become 
a  reality. 

This  fact  has  furnished  the  inspiration  and  basis  of  much  of  the  work  and 
thought  this  year.  Early  in  the  year  all  the  records  and  general  business  of  the 
Women's  Athletic  Association  were  moved  from  the  Students'  Administrative  Council 
office  to  Falconer  Hall.  This  move  proved  a  great  convenience  for  the  women 
students,  though  it  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the  staff. 

Early  in  February,  a  questionnaire  was  circulated  to  all  first-year  women  enrolled 
in  Physical  Education  classes.  Of  these,  558  questionnaires  were  returned  and  gave 
us  an  excellent  picture  of  the  time-table  difficulties  and  the  activity  preferences,  and 
valuable  suggestions  for  the  programme  as  a  whole.  The  staff  have  studied  these 
results  diligently  and  have  been  impressed  by  the  honesty  and  sincerity  of  the  students 
who  answered  the  questions. 

One  interesting  point  to  emerge  from  the  results  was  the  students'  appreciation 
of  the  quality  of  teaching  in  this  Department.  It  has  been  our  policy  for  many  years 
to  give  to  the  students  in  the  required  programme  our  best  possible  teaching.  This  has 
meant  that  we  have  not  used  undergraduates  but  have  assigned  our  most  experienced 
teachers  to  these  classes.  This  situation  is  somewhat  unique  in  universities  where  there 
are  professional  courses  in  Physical  Education.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  procedure  may 
continue  in  spite  of  an  increased  enrolment. 

A  total  of  882  women  were  enrolled  in  classes  this  session.  This  was  an  increase 
of  63  over  last  session.  Of  special  note  is  the  fact  that  of  this  number  only  five,  or 
less  than  1  per  cent,  failed  to  complete  their  requirement.  Of  the  five  failures,  three 
were  in  first  year  and  two  were  in  their  graduating  year. 

Swimming  continues  to  attract  the  largest  number  of  students:  496  took  class 
work  in  this  activity.  Of  these,  75  were  non-swimmers  in  October,  but  by  May  all 
but  three  had  passed  the  swim  test.  In  addition  to  these  students,  62  gained  awards  in 
the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  and  53  became  Red  Cross  Instructors. 

The  study  of  first-year  women  with  Kraus- Weber  minimum  muscular  fitness 
tests  is  continuing.  Over  2,000  women  have  been  tested  in  the  last  three  years  and 
now  certain  factors  are  beginning  to  emerge.  The  study  is  continuing  under  Professor 
Jackson. 

We  have  missed  greatly  the  contribution  made  to  this  Department  by  the  late 
Dr.  Marion  Hilliard.  For  some  years  Dr.  Hilliard  gave  lectures  in  Health  Education, 
which  were  greatly  appreciated  by  all  women  students.  This  year  Dr.  Gordon  Bell 
lectured  on  the  "Prevention  of  Alcoholism."  Some  165  students  showed  their  interest 
by  attending. 

The  end  of  this  session  marks  the  end  of  an  era  in  this  Department.  The  retire- 
ment of  Miss  A.  E.  Marie  Parkes,  after  37  years  as  a  staff  member,  brings  to  a  close  a 
most  happy  relationship.  It  can  truly  be  said  that  Miss  Parkes  "saw  all,  heard  all,  and 
knew  all"  on  the  campus.  In  matters  of  policy  and  concern  for  individual  students 
Miss  Parkes  was  outstanding.  As  she  retires  she  sees  arising  the  Women's  Athletic 
Building.  This  is  most  fitting  since  it  embodies  much  of  the  work  she  did  for  it  over  the 
years.  It  was  her  wish,  however,  that  her  retirement  would  coincide  with  the  opening 
of  this  building.  She  will  be  missed  greatly  in  many  aspects  of  our  work.

The  various  women's  athletic  clubs  have  again  had  the  difficult  task  of  maintain- 
ing interest  in  competition  and  still  discouraging  new  entries  to  prevent  overtaxing 
of  the  limited  facilities  available.  They  are  eagerly  looking  forward  to  an  expanded 
programme  in  the  new  building  next  year. 

The  outdoor  fall  sports  sponsored  by  the  Association  were  archery,  softball  and 
tennis  with  the  championships  this  year  going  to  Physical  and  Health  Education  in 
the  first  two  and  to  St.  Hilda's  in  tennis.  The  indoor  championships  were  won  by 
St.  Hilda's  in  swimming  and  badminton,  by  Physical  and  Health  Education  in 
basketball,  by  the  Ontario  College  of  Education  in  volleyball,  and  by  Victoria  College 
in  hockey. 

Victoria  also  won  the  ski  meet  held  at  Collingwood  in  February.  Approximately 
85  students  participated  in  the  recreational  bowling  at  the  Midtown  Alleys. 

Intercollegiate  competitions  were  held  in  the  usual  sports  this  year  with  Toronto 
winning  the  swimming  and  tennis,  Western  the  basketball  and  volleyball,  Queen's 
the  badminton  and  McMaster  the  archery.  Toronto  also  won  the  intermediate 
basketball  title  in  a  city  group  and  the  intercollegiate  indoor  archery  meet. 

In  an  effort  to  develop  a  greater  number  of  experienced  athletes  in  sports  which 
can  now  be  encouraged  because  of  the  expanded  facilities  in  the  new  building,  a 
swimming  team  was  sent  to  Rochester,  a  fencing  team  to  Montreal,  both  basketball 
and  volleyball  teams  had  additional  out-of-town  trips  and  archers  and  fencers  were 
encouraged  to  enter  outside  tournaments. 

Particular  appreciation  must  be  expressed  to  Miss  Mary  Barnett  and  Miss 
Mary  Foster  who  again  gave  most  generously  of  their  time  and  skill  in  coaching 
the  two  basketball  teams.  Similarly  the  Directorate  expresses  its  thanks  to  the  many 
faculty  and  student  coaches  who  gave  hours  of  time  to  their  respective  teams,  both 
intercollegiate  and  intramural. 

In  this,  my  last  report  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, may  I  be  permitted  to  recognize  most  gratefully,  on  both  my  own  behalf 
and  that  of  the  Association,  the  unfailing  co-operation  and  support  received 
from  Miss  Slack  and  all  members  of  her  department  and  from  the  entire  staff  of 
the  Men's  Athletic  Association.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
NAVAL  TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  purpose  of  the  University  Naval  Training  Division  is  to  train  University 
students  to  become  officers  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  (Reserve).  It  also  adminis- 
ters the  Regular  Officers'  Training  Plan  for  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy.  Students 
who   apply   and   who   have   the   necessary   qualifications   are   enrolled    as    Cadets, 
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R.C.N.  (R),  and  undergo  a  course  of  instruction  consisting  of  three  periods  of 
winter  training  and  two  periods  of  summer  training.  A  third  summer's  training  may 
be  taken  if  desired.  Those  who  successfully  complete  this  required  training  are 
promoted  to  commissioned  rank  in  the  R.C.N,  or  R.C.N. (R).  U.N.T.D.  cadets 
of  one  or  more  years'  standing,  who  are  interested,  are  encouraged  to  transfer  to  the 
Regular  Officers'  Training  Plan. 

The  winter  training,  between  September  and  March,  is  carried  on  at  H.M.C.S. 
"York"  on  the  Toronto  Waterfront,  where  excellent  facilities  are  available,  while 
the  summer  training  is  conducted  at  H.M.C.S.  "Stadacona"  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  at  H.M.C.S.  "Royal  Roads"  in  Esquimalt,  British  Columbia.  Sixty  cadets  from 
the  University  of  Toronto  took  the  required  training  during  the  summer  of  1958. 

The  winter  training  was  handicapped  this  year  by  the  lack  of  the  required 
number  of  officers  to  carry  out  the  training  programme  adequately.  In  the  first 
place,  the  appointment  of  Staff  Officer  U.N.T.D.  was  discontinued.  This  introduced 
serious  problems  in  the  administration  of  the  Division.  Fortunately,  Lt.  J.  Ewing, 
Staff  Officer  Training,  of  H.M.C.S.  "York,"  rendered  much  needed  assistance.  In 
addition,  the  number  of  Reserve  Officers  appointed  to  the  U.N.T.D.  was  cut  from 
twelve  to  eight.  Of  the  eight  officers  on  strength  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  two 
were  forced  to  retire.  One  of  these  was  Lt.  Cdr.  E.  R.  Fenton  R.C.N. (R),  who  held 
the  appointment  of  Executive  Officer,  U.N.T.D.,  for  several  years.  Although  an 
adequate  training  programme  was  drawn  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  period, 
it  was  not  possible  to  hold  to  this  schedule  because  of  the  officer  shortage.  A  further 
complication  arose  from  the  fact  that  no  officer  with  special  training  in  Navigation 
was  available  to  the  Division.  For  the  first  time  examinations  were  held  as  a  compul- 
sory part  of  the  winter  training.  Under  the  circumstances  it  is  felt  that  these  examina- 
tions were  handled  extremely  well  and  served  a  useful  purpose.  More  emphasis  will 
be  placed  on  these  examinations  in  future. 

Credit  for  the  success  of  the  winter  training  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  following 
officers:  Lt.  D.  G.  Evans,  Lt.  J.  D.  Hylton,  Lt.  F.  D.  Millar,  Lt.(S)  R.  J.  Rolls, 
Inst.  S/Lt.  H.  L.  Davies,  S/Lt.(S)  E.  W.  Trasewick  and  Inst.  S/Lt.  D.  A.  Bean. 
Special  mention  is  made  of  the  efforts  of  S/Lt.  Trasewick  who  put  in  many  voluntary 
hours  as  recruiting  officer.  He  received  103  enquiries  and  handled  60  applications. 
The  final  intake  was  23  cadets. 

Special  mention  is  also  made  of  the  Gun-Room  Mess  Committee,  headed  by 
its  president,  Chief  Cadet  Captain  M.  P.  Shiner.  Unlike  former  years  when  the 
Staff  Officer  U.N.T.D.  sat  on  Mess  Committee  meetings  and  offered  guidance,  this 
year's  committee  were  forced  to  work  largely  on  their  own  without  any  assistance.

THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 
CONTINGENT,  CANADIAN  OFFICERS  TRAINING  CORPS 

The  University  of  Toronto  Contingent,  C.O.T.C.  offers  four  plans  whereby 
selected  undergraduates  may  qualify  for  commissions  in  the  Canadian  Army  while 
at  university.  The  three-year  C.O.T.C.  programme  is  designed  for  students  who 
intend  to  enter  the  militia  or  regular  army  on  graduation.  Students  who  join  the 
regular  army  on  the  Regular  Officers  Training  Plan  receive  complete  subsidization 
for  up  to  four  years  at  university.  Dental  and  medical  students  during  the  last 
two  years  of  their  course  may  enrol  as  Second  Lieutenants  in  the  Regular  Army  and 
receive  financial  aid  under  the  Subsidized  Dental  and  Medical  Plans. 

Recruiting  showed  much  improvement  with  20  C.O.T.C.  and  5  R.O.T.P. 
cadets  being  enrolled  in  the  First  Phase.  The  contingent  strength,  as  of  May,  1959, 
included  seven  contingent  officers,  44  officer  cadets  and  18  R.O.T.P.  and  subsidized 
cadets — a  total  of  69  all  ranks.

There  were  a  number  of  changes  in  the  contingent  officer  establishment.  Presi- 
dent C.  T.  Bissell  was  appointed  the  new  Honorary  Colonel  succeeding  Dr.  Sidney 
Smith.  Major  R.  W.  McCabe  and  Captains  R.  A.  Spencer  and  G.  A.  Boyle  were 
taken  on  strength  of  the  unit.  Because  of  conflicting  commitments  Major  J.  S.  Wood 
and  Major  H.  A.  Webster  resigned  from  the  contingent  after  many  years  of  valuable 
service.  Dr.  J.  T.  Saywell  of  the  Department  of  History  lectured  on  Military  History 
during  the  fall  term. 

To  replace  the  Resident  Staff  Officer,  the  Regular  Army  made  available  on 
a  part-time  basis  the  services  of  Major  H.  W.  Thomas  as  Army  Support  Officer  .  This 
arrangement  worked  reasonably  well  from  an  administrative  standpoint.  The  greater 
part  of  the  training  was  done  by  the  contingent  officers. 

Rifle  shooting  was  actively  promoted.  The  contingent  sent  a  six-man  team  to 
Ottawa  to  participate  in  the  DCRA  competition  in  August,  1958.  It  is  believed  that 
this  is  the  first  time  the  University  of  Toronto  has  ever  been  represented  at  this 
meeting.  During  the  winter  months  the  contingent  teams  placed  well  up  in  the 
prize  list  of  the  DCRA  Indoor  Competition. 

Members  of  the  unit  continued  to  attain'  high  gradings  during  their  summer 
training.  Second  Lieutenants  J.  F.  P.  Blais  and  A.  A.  DeValk  were  the  only  officers 
of  their  respective  corps  who  were  selected  to  train  with  the  4  Canadian  Infantry 
Brigade  in  Europe  for  the  summer  of  1959.

THE  OFFICER  COMMANDING  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
TORONTO  SQUADRON,  ROYAL  CANADIAN  AIR  FORCE 

During  the  academic  year  1958-9,  Flight  Cadets  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
Squadron,  both  Regular  Force  and  Reserve,  followed  the  prescribed  officer  training 
programme,  which  is  designed  to  supplement  the  more  technical  training  given 
on  R.C.A.F.  stations  during  the  summer  months.  University  faculty  members  assist- 
ing Squadron  staff  officers  in  carrying  out  this  programme  included  Professor 
J.  F.  Heard,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Astronomy,  Professor  E.  A.  Sellers,  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Pharmacology,  Professor  J.  T.  Saywell  of  the  Department  of 
History,  and  Professor  J.  C.  Eayrs  of  the  Department  of  Political  Economy. 

On  the  adminstrative  side,  the  Squadron  operated  under  difficulties,  owing  to 
the  withdrawal  of  permanent  Regular  Force  support  in  September,  1958.  Part-time 
support  from  R.C.A.F.  Station  Downsview,  however,  enabled  the  Squadron  to 
carry  on,  and  our  thanks  are  due,  in  this  connection,  to  Wing  Commander  J.  Mira- 
belli,  Commanding  Officer  of  Station  Downsview,  for  his  interest  and  co-operation 
and  to  Flight  Lieutenant  F.  Pearson  and  Corporal  E.  McCarthy  for  their  tireless 
efforts  to  meet  the  emergency. 

Squadron  social  activities  this  year  included,  for  the  first  time,  a  Ball  held 
jointly  at  Hart  House  with  the  University  of  Toronto  Contingent,  C.O.T.C.  The 
success  of  this  venture  should  encourage  further  joint  activity  by  the  University 
Service  Units,  the  precedent  for  which  has  existed,  for  many  years,  in  the  annual 
tri-service  Armistice  Day  Parade  to  the  Soldiers'  Tower. 

During  Ball  week,  the  Squadron  was  visited  by  Air  Commodore  J.  B.  Harvey, 
Chief  Staff  Officer,  Training  Command.  Air  Commodore  Harvey  addressed  members 
of  the  faculty  at  luncheon  on  the  role  of  the  university-trained  officer  in  the  R.C.A.F., 
and  later  met  cadets  and  their  guests  at  a  Squadron  At  Home  held  at  Ferguson  Hall. 

In  the  absence  of  Squadron  Leader  A.  B.  Weston,  of  the  Faculty  of  Law,  who 
is  on  sabbatical  leave,  Squadron  Leader  W.  H.  Dray,  of  the  Department  of  Philo- 
sophy, continued  as  Acting  Commanding  Officer  throughout  the  year.  Flying  Officer 
E.  Kopetsky  assumed  the  duties  of  Acting  Training  Officer,  and  Flight  Lieutenant 
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B.  M.  M.  Carpendale,  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  Drawing,  joined  the  staff 
as  Administrative  Officer.

THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY-TREASURER  OF  THE 
STUDENTS'  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNCIL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  in  the  year  just  ended  the  members  of  the 
Students'  Administrative  Council  for  1958-9  undertook  the  work  of  their  portfolios 
and  other  duties  allotted  to  them  in  a  most  conscientious,  capable  manner.  The  result 
was  a  year  of  progress  and  achievement.  Outstanding  leadership  was  provided 
by  the  President,  Mr.  Vincent  Kelly  of  St.  Michael's  College,  and  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Miss  Adrienne  Poy  of  Trinity  College.  Minutes  of  the  great  number  of 
meetings  record  that  the  decisions  which  were  made  and  the  actions  which  were 
taken  were  for  the  good  of  the  whole  University  apart  from  any  sectional  interest. 

On  Friday,  October  24,  Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell  was  installed  as  President  of  the 
University.  In  the  events  surrounding  this  notable  occasion,  Council  members  took 
a  prominent  part.  Distribution  of  tickets  to  the  Installation  Ceremony  for  the 
student  body  was  done  on  a  per  capita  basis,  so  that  students  from  every  part  of  the 
University  were  able  to  be  present.  This  distribution  was  looked  after  by  the  Council. 
The  first  official  act  by  the  President  after  his  installation  was  to  preside  at  a  break- 
fast for  400  students  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House.  Outstanding  members  of  the 
student  body  were  selected  by  a  Council  committee  to  attend  this  breakfast.  Again 
it  was  a  completely  representative  University  gathering.  Those  prominent  in  student 
government,  in  scholarship,  in  athletics,  and  in  drama  made  up  the  guest  list. 

The  work  of  the  Council  for  the  most  part  is  carried  on  through  the  various  com- 
mittees who  make  their  recommendations  to  the  Council,  which  must  give  final 
approval.  The  Publications  Commission  was  responsible  for  publishing  The  Varsity, 
the  undergraduate  daily  newspaper,  which  completed  its  78th  year.  Torontonensis, 
the  annual  yearbook,  the  most  complete  report  of  undergraduate  activities,  was 
again  published,  as  was  a  special  Freshman's  Handbook  giving  pertinent  information 
to  members  of  the  first  year. 

The  most  important  Commission  of  the  Council  is  the  Finance  Commission, 
which  was  ably  chaired  this  year  by  Mr.  Barry  Moore  of  Emmanuel  College.  The 
Commission  scrutinized  and  approved  the  income  and  expense  of  all  the  widely 
diversified  activities  of  the  Council. 

Again  a  number  of  campaigns  to  aid  others  at  home  and  abroad  were  successfully 
carried  out  through  the  Council  office.  Student  contributions  for  the  United  Appeal 
amounted  to  $5,404.  The  total  amount  collected  from  the  stafT  and  students  of  the 
University  and  turned  over  to  the  United  Appeal  was  $37,552,  an  increase  of 
$5,434  over  the  previous  year.  The  Council  in  this  campaign  was  ably  assisted  by 
Professor  F.  R.  Lorriman.  For  the  SHARE  Campaign  (Student  Help  for  Asian  Relief 
and  Education)  $4,120  was  collected.  This  money  was  turned  over  to  the  World 
University  Service  of  Canada  and  is  administered  by  the  World  University  Service 
in  Geneva. 

The  student  body  donated  1,850  pints  of  blood  in  the  Red  Cross  Blood  Donor 
Campaign.  Great  credit  for  this  organization  must  go  to  Miss  Charlotte  Hubbell, 
an  able  representative  on  the  Council  from  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  External  Affairs  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
local  activities  of  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students,  World 
University  Service,  and  Weekend  Exchanges.  The  Treasure  Van  sale  was  sponsored 
by  this  Committee  and  brought  in  for  World  University  Service  the  amount  of 
$5,260.  The  work  included  an  exchange  with  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  a 
seminar  at  Caledon,  a  reception  for  Overseas  Students  and  the   now  traditional 
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Carabin  Weekend.  This  is  a  most  significant  activity  of  the  Council  and  one  which 
is  having  far-reaching  effects.  Each  year  forty  to  fifty  students  visit  the  University 
of  Montreal.  They  attend  classes  and  laboratories  and  social  functions.  They  live 
in  French-Canadian  students'  homes.  They  hold  organized  discussion  panels  on 
topics  of  mutual  interest.  A  similar  number  of  French-Canadian  students  from  Mon- 
treal visit  the  University  of  Toronto  for  a  similar  programme.  The  visits  last  four 
days  and  those  who  participate  are  carefully  selected  by  a  Council  committee.  The 
Council  gave  a  welcoming  luncheon  to  our  Montreal  visitors  and  participated  fully 
in  all  the  activities. 

The  University  of  Toronto  Debating  Union  under  a  Council  committee  had  a 
most  successful  season.  More  students  participated  notably  in  debates  organized  by 
this  committee  than  in  previous  years.  Tours  were  arranged  to  many  United  States 
universities  and  to  McGill,  and  the  return  debates  to  Toronto  were  well  patronized. 

The  Blue  and  White  Society  was  again  responsible  for  the  Homecoming 
arrangements  for  graduates  marked  by  the  traditional  Float  Parade  which  demon- 
strated the  ingenuity  and  imagination  of  the  student  body.  The  increasingly  popular 
Christmas  Tree  celebration  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  was  arranged  by  this 
Committee.  This  function  blends  the  serious  religious  significance  of  Christmas  with 
the  exuberance  of  the  Yuletide  season. 

The  Blue  and  White  Band  operated  by  the  Council  accompanied  the  senior 
football  team  to  all  out-of-town  games  and  provided  entertainment  for  all  home 
games  at  the  stadium.  Each  year  the  Band  makes  a  significant  contribution  to  the 
Remembrance  Day  Service. 

Other  activities  of  the  Council  included  the  sponsorship  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  R.  Rosevear, 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  Chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Richard 
Johnston.  Two  concerts  were  given,  one  in  Convocation  Hall  and  one  in  the  Great 
Hall  of  Hart  House.  Certain  services  operated  by  the  Council  were  of  great  assis- 
tance to  the  student  body.  The  Council's  Loan  Service  helped  many  students  who, 
through  an  emergency,  found  themselves  in  financial  difficulties.  No  student  whose 
need  was  genuine  and  who  required  money  immediately  to  meet  a  situation  having 
a  bearing  on  his  University  course  was  refused  assistance. 

The  Housing  Service  was  used  extensively  by  both  staff  and  students  preceding 
the  opening  of  term  and  throughout  the  year.  Out-of-town  students  rely  on  this 
service  to  obtain  suitable  accommodation  in  Toronto  and  in  this  respect  it  has 
functioned  well.  The  Student  Book  Exchange  sold  in  excess  of  $7,700  worth  of  used 
student  textbooks.  Practically  all  profits  from  this  operation  went  to  the  students, 
the  Council  retaining  only  sufficient  money  to  operate  this  service. 

Two  events  marked  the  year  just  ended.  One  was  the  inauguration  of  the 
Honour  Award  Dinner  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  in  April.  This  honoured 
forty-six  students  who  had  made,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  an  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  undergraduate  life  of  the  University.  The  dinner,  attended  by 
a  representative  group  of  students  selected  by  a  Council  committee,  proved  to  be  a 
great  success.  Four  Extraordinary  Honour  Awards  were  made  at  this  time — to  Miss 
A.  E.  M.  Parkes,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Students'  Administrative  Council;  to 
Dr.  S.  Beatty,  Chancellor  of  the  University;  to  Reverend  C.  J.  Lavery,  President 
of  St.  John  Fisher  College  in  Rochester,  New  York;  and  to  Professor  W.  J.  T. 
Wright,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  Drawing.  They  were  made  in 
recognition  of  outstanding  services  performed  for  the  student  body  over  many 
years.  Dr.  Beatty  retires  as  Chancellor;  Professor  Wright  retires  from  his  teaching 
duties;  Father  Lavery,  who  had  been  one  of  the  President's  representatives  on  the 
Council  for  many  years,  and  whose  advice  and  help  was  invaluable,  resigned  in 
June,  1958,  to  take  up  his  new  post;  and  Miss  Parkes,  the  Associate  Secretary  of 
the  Students'  Administrative  Council,  retired  in  June  after  thirty-nine  years  of 
service.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  citation  read  at  the  time  Miss  Parkes 
received  her  award:    "For  thirty-nine  years  she  has  given  dedicated  and  devoted

with  affection  and  respect  wherever  University  of  Toronto  graduates  are  located, 
and  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  there  is  scarcely  a  place  on  this  continent  and  in 
Europe  where  she  could  travel  without  meeting  friends." 

The  Council  was  extremely  fortunate  to  have  as  representatives  of  the  President 
of  the  University  Professor  W.  G.  MacElhinney  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering,  and  Dean  A.  J.  Earp  of  Trinity  College.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Council  this  year  was  Mr.  Gerald  Case  of  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.  He  con- 
ducted the  meetings  in  an  admirable  manner  and  his  fair  and  impartial  rulings  won 
the  respect  of  everyone.  It  would  be  impossible  to  put  down  in  words  the  great 
debt  the  Council  owes  to  them.
